This corrected version supplies an admitted want 
ol our times. The so-called Authorized or Anglican 
version ol' the Scriptures, now already more than two 
centuries old, is an eminently clever work, con¬ 
sidering the stale of knowledge then available for 
its production : hut, examined by the light of later 
researches and more comprehensive studies, it betrays 
great need for revision. Indeed Ibis need lias long 
boon recognized by the highest dignitaries and most 
accomplished scholars in the Anglican Church itself, 
and, but for the risk of therewith disturbing matters 
more difficult of adjustment, such a revision might 
ere now have been effected under corresponding 
authority.* 


• Kven “ The British and Foreign Bible Society*” which 
has (huie so much for the distribution of the Authorized 
vision, is now denounced by “The Trinitarian Bible Society," 
which cluiuiB that version us essentially And-Unitarian ia 
dc. i'u. 
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Meanwhile other Biblical students have been more 
free to publish the result of their investigations :— 
as witness “Twenty Thousand Emendations,” by Dr. 
Conquest, and a like catalogue by Mr. Sclig Newman. 

Objections arc advanced by scholars unconnected 
with the State Church, to the bias in favour of its 
dogmas and polity traceable in the Authorized ver¬ 
sion, and sufficiently accounted for by the recorded 
instructions given to the translators by their patron, 
King James I. Their dedication of the work to 
him which has heretofore been published in the man¬ 
ner of a preface, is to be withdrawn from future 
editions, and therewith the warning for which it 
serves. The headings of chapters and of columns 
have from the first rendered the Anglican version 
propagandist in its tendencies, so that the Church of 
Scotland and other Christian denominations reject 
those headings as favouring foregone conclusions un¬ 
acceptable to those who would search the Scriptures 
for thcrnselves. But the striking out of these assump¬ 
tions leaves, nevertheless, uncorrooted in' the text 
abundant cases of false rendering. In “Three Let¬ 
ters to the Archbishop of Canterbury, by the Rev. 
John Oxlee, Rector of Molcsworth ” (published by 
Hatchard and Son), that learned minister of the Angli¬ 
can Chinch denounces even in its own interest :— 

“The fanatic zeal which, in spite of reason and 

common sense, would cite and apply every passage 

* 

-—no matter whether historical, didactic, or prophetic 
•—either to Jesus himself personally, or in support 
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of Rome doctrinal tenet admitted by the Church ; and 
that to the total exclusion of the literal sense, how¬ 
ever plain and indisputable it may 6eein to common 
understandings. This culpable bia6 on the part of 
the Church docent, has never ceased to display itself 
during the whole interval of the Christian dispensa¬ 
tion, from the 1st to the 19th century; so that there 
is scarcely a passage of any striking importance 
which has not been more or l-ess perverted or mis¬ 
applied, in order that faith and not truth might appear 
to he triumphant.’' 

To Jewish families and schools this version may be 
considered as specially recommended, from the fact 
that the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Reli¬ 
gious Knowledge have taken a large number of copies 
for distribution among the children of their Sabbath 
Schools. 

It is eminently the vocation of Israel to protect from 
falsification and error the sacred Testimonies commit¬ 
ted to their fathers. Jews, who of their own accord

introduce 'the Anglican version into their households, 
and who provide none other for their schools, commit 
a flagrant hreach of sacred trust, in the abandonment 
of those for whose safe guidance they are immediately 
responsible, to a helpless ignorance of truth—an ignor¬ 
ance all the more fatal, because false interpretations 
are obtruded in season and out of season, with an un¬ 
scrupulous object—to procure apostasy from Judaism. 
Judaism, on the other hand, seeks no proselytes, and ia 
altogether without inducement to put a gloss or colour

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opon inspired words which, so far as a modern and 
western tongue can do it, are here found faithfully 
mirrored. 

Hence this version, accomplished by a learned and 
conscientious Hebraist, has found acceptance from all 
denominations. In correcting the Authorized version, 
he has treated it with due delicacy, preserving always 
its simple grace and that characteristic “biblical style" 
endeared to all by its sacred associations. 



PREFACE, 


No doubt many Israelites oven "will deem it an unneces* 
suit waste of time to bestow years of labour in producing a 
revised English translation of the Holy Scriptures. The 
book commonly known as the authorized or King James’s 
version has been so tong looked upon with a deep veneration 
almost bordering on superstitious drer.d, that, to most per¬ 
sons, the very thought of furnishii £ 2 ,:i improved translation 
of the divine records will be viewed as an impious assump¬ 
tion and a contempt of the wisdom of former ages. But to 
reason in this manner would not display a proper apprecia¬ 
tion of the question, ns it actually presents itself upon a 
candid inquiry. For argument’s sake, it may be admitted 
tlmt those who assistod in furnishing the common version 
may have been os honest as men writing for their sect are 
ever likely to be; but it must not be lost sight of, that, after 
all, they could not well avoid falling into the common error 
of most persons who have a favourite idea to defend, which 
is, of giving a colouring to their work which would, in some 
manner, confirm their peculiar views. If it were the object 
of this preface to indite a criticism of the English version, 
many a proof could be brought forward. But a few speci¬ 
mens only will be given, to exhibit in brief the danger of 
taking for a higher authority than it deserves that which at 
best is nothing nioro than the opinion entertained of the 
divine Scriptures by ecclesiastics who belonged to and wrote 
for a particular sect.—Dent, xxvii. 20: “Cursed be he that 
contirmeth not all the words of this law to do them;” here 
“ nil'’ is not iu the text; and though it is so marked, by being 
printed in italic type, still, hardly any Bible-reader not ac¬ 
quainted with the Hebrew but will believe that it is a cor¬ 
rect version from the text. Isaiah vii. 14: “Behold, a vir¬ 
gin shall conceive, and bcur a son,” &c. ; here the word 
rendered a “virgin,” should literally be given “the young 
woman.” Zechnrinh xii. 10: “ And they shall look upou mo 
whom they have pierced;” this is in nowiso borne out by the 
context, as the next words are “and they shall mourn lor 
him.” It is therefore ovhlent that the objective embraced 

lii 
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in the relative uhom lias not me as antecedent, but lhal It 
refers to an ellipsis “for onethus “ for one whom they/' 
&c., who is also then naturally referred to in “ mourn for 
him.” Instances could be multiplied, from the prophets and 
Psalms in particular, where the text has been rendered so 
as to prove certain doctrines which otherwise are not em¬ 
braced therein ; but it is needless, since every one who is 
curious in the matter can institute a comparison for him 
self. 

It must also be kept in view that most of the editions in 
use are disfigured by chapter and page headings, through 
which means ordinary readers arc told what ideas they arc 
to expect to find in every chapter or page; and the merest 
inspection will at once show that these expositions are per¬ 
fectly arbitrary, and frequently not bome out by even the 
very common version over which they arc so ostentatiously 
placed. Instead, therefore, of our having in this manner the 
word of God without note or comment, as is asserted so 
generally, and with a show of feigned liberality, we have 
an annotation which at once teaches us to read the Bible with 
a prejudice in favour of certain dogmas which had their 
birth anywhere but in the unerring revelation of the God 
of heaven. 

But if it. were otherwise, even, that no colouring had been 
given to the English words not warranted by the Hebrew, 
and that no such notes were ever appended, it would still bo 
a species of mental slavery to rely lor ever upon the arbi¬ 
trary decree of a deceased king of England, who certainly 
was no prophet, for the correct understanding of the Scrip¬ 
tures upon which our life in tV* J . worhl and the next depends: 
especially as, to a Jew, can -,o authorized transla¬ 

tion, except the tradition,*! .rendering of the legal terms of 
the ordinances of God, whoever this is accessible: and 
for th? remainder the text alone is Authority, and to be ex¬ 
plained from itself by the light which Ins come down from 
the beginning to our own time. No hvma_i puwer can there¬ 
fore say, “Thus and thus is the onlv crclusive version of 
this and that text, and this version and no other shall be 
read in our public or private religious meetings.” 

Since the time of King lames the world has likewise pro 
grossed in biblical knowledge : o lesi tha-i > nil other branches 
of science; and giant minds have laboured to make clear 
what formerly was obscure. lienee it would be a*wilful 
blindfolding of our own intellect, were we to rest satisfied 
without revision and examination with a production upward 
of two hundred years old, and refuse to accept such aids tc 
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Illustrate the Bible as oM authors and investigators--not 
Aiiown or not sufficiently understood, or, it understood, not 
carefully consulted—have furnished, besides the new light 
thrown upon this all-important study by the search of many 
moderns in this ample field since the common version was 
launched into the world by royal authority. 

Now, as all old translations are obnoxious to the same 
objections, many attempts have been made of late years by 
Israelites in all European countries to furnish new versions 
in the various languages which they speak, unterrifiod by 
the consideration that there exist such works as the JSeptua- 
gint. the Vulgate, Luther’s and King James’s versions. And 
to this are w r e indebted for many highly successful render¬ 
ings of the whole or portions of the Bible, in German, French, 
Italian, Butch, and English. The translator cannot say with 
certainty that this course has been jnirsued in Russia and 
the other northern and eastern kingdoms of Europe; but if 
it bus not been done, it is solely owing to the fact that the 
German is accessible to most of these countries, wherefore 
a special version was not so necessary there. Hitherto—at 
lenst before the completion of the first edition of this work, 
two years ago—no other translation in the English had been 
completed by Jews, although several had been eonivienced ; 
for instance, Br. Haphall’s ami Mr. A. Be Sola’s nnu Mr 
Limlenlhars book of Gonesis with Hebrew text and ample 
notes, and Br. Benische’s version with Hebrew text to the end 
of the Second Book of Kings : beside which, there is now in 
progress a new version by a society called “The American 
Bible Union,” who have in hand, at the time of writing this, 
the book of Job with Hebrew text, the old and a new ver¬ 
sion, together with very copious notes. This society, by-ihe- 
by, has collected large funds, to carry out its intention fully ; 
but several years will elapse before it can expect to furnish 
a complete translation of all the Scriptures, although many 
are engaged in rendering the various portions, if the writer 
of this be correct y informed. All this at least proves thai 
others besides the present translator thought a new version 
absolutely necessary ; consequently, it is to be hoped that 
Israelites, if even no others, will see the propriety of intro 
during into their schools and families aversion of the Scrip 
tures which, if not otherwise improved, has endeavoured 
to render the text as literally us possible. 

The 'rnnsiator is an Is-nclite in faith, in the full sen^e of 
the word, and believes in the Scriptures as they h-m men 
handed down to i»s, as also in ihr ;ru + h and authenticity of 
prophecies and their ultimate literal fulfilment; ond has al 
1 * 
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ways Mtidie ’ the Serif turea to find t confirmation for his 
faith and hope: nevertheless, he asserts fearlessly, that i.i>. 
his going through this work he has thrown aside all bias, 
discarded every preconceived opinion, and translated the 
text bcf.re him without regard to the result thence arising 
for his creed. But no perversion or forced rendering of an y 
text was needed to bear out his opinions or those of Israel¬ 
ites in general; and lie for one would place but little confi¬ 
dence in them, if lie were compelled to change the evident 
meaning of the Bible to find a support for them. He trusts, 
therefore, that to those who agree with him in their religious 
persuasion he has rendered an acceptable service; as they 
will now have an opportunity to study a version of the Bible 
which has not been made by the authority of churches iu 
which they can have no confidence; and that to those also 
who are of a different persuasion his labours will not be un¬ 
acceptable. as exhibiting, so far as he could do it, the pro¬ 
gress of biblical criticism among ancient and modern Irael- 
ites—a task utterly beyond the power of any but a Jew by 
birth and conviction. 

As regards the style, it has been endeavoured to ad hero 
closely to that of the ordinary English version, which for 
simplicity cannot be surpassed: though, upon a critical ex¬ 
amination, it will readily be perceived that the various trans¬ 
lators differed materially in their methods, and frequently 
rendered the same word in different ways. In the present 
version, great care lias been taken to avoid this fault: but 
the translator does not mean to assert that he has succeeded 
to as great au extent as he could have desired, lie will not 
enumerate what he 1ms done; but let atiy one who is desir¬ 
ous to investigate this point compare the two translations, 
and he will readily convince himself that this may be called 
a new version, especially of the Prophets, Psalms, and Job; 
ami he confidently hopes that the meaning has been rendered 
more clear than it is in the old version. 

He found great difficulty about coming to a satisfactory 
resolution with regard to the spelling of the proper nouns. 
Any one the least acquainted with the manner in which they 
are presented in the common versions and the languages of 
Western Europe, must know that they arc very nwieli cor¬ 
rupted; but they Imve in this shape become so much inter¬ 
woven with the language of history and of daily conversation, 
that it would have produced endless confusion to spoil them 
after the original manner. Hence the ordinary method had 
to be retained for words in constant use; but, where this was 
uot the case, a spelling more in accordance with the original 
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bn. 1 * been resorted to. The j should always be pronounced 
as //. to accord with the Hebrew; und ia as t/a. A should be 
sounded as long or short ah; e as long a, or e in “met;” i 
as long <r, or i in “pin;” and u as no Ch stands for the 
Hebrew n; where p occurs in the Hebrew, an apostrophe ' 
has been used for the most port; but there are no English 
letters to represent these sounds exactly. For install'e, 
“Zechariak,” pronounce Zccharyah; “Jehu,” as Yay-hoo, <ic. 

Whenever words have been supplied which are not in the 
text, but are requisite to make the sense clear, they have been 
placed in parentheses; for instance, 1 Chron. iii. 9: “(These 
were) all the sons of David,” where there is no equivalent 
in Hebrew for “these were,” though no sense could be made 
of the phrase without, supplying these two words. The 
parenthesis is also used occasionally, but very seldom, to 
denote a construction, where ati actual parenthesis of a whole 
sentence, or of one or more verses, occurs. 

In olFcring this work to the public, the translator would also 
remark, that even in early youth he was made conscious how 
much persons differing from us in religious ideas make use of 
IScripture to assail Israel’s hope and faith, by wlmt he deems, 
in accordance with the well-settled opiuions of sound critics, 
both Israelites and others, a perverted and hence erroneous 
rendering of the words of the original Bible. Therefore lie 
1ms long entertained the hope to be one day permitted to do 
for his fellow-Hebrews who use the English as their verna¬ 
cular, what had been done for the Germans by some of the 
must eminent minds whom the Almighty has endowed with 
the power of reanimating in us the almost expiring desire 
for critical inquiry into the sacred text. So much had been 
done by these, that the translator’s labours were rendered 
comparatively easy ; since be bad before him the best results 
of the studies of modern German Israelites, carried on for 
the space of eighty years, commencing with Moses Mendels¬ 
sohn. Her/ Wesel, or, as he was called, liurtog Wcssely, and 
Solomon of Dubno, down to Dr. L. Zunz of Berlin, whose 
work—aided as he was by Rabbi Cbayim Arnhcim of Gloguu, 
Dr. Michael Sachs of Berlin, and Dr. Julius Fiirst of Leip¬ 
zig—appeared in 1 H-iD, l)r. Solomon Herxheimer, Rabbi of 
Anhalt' Hamburg, whose work was completed seven years ago, 
und Dr. Lewis Philippson, Rabbi of Magdeburg in Prussian 
Saxony, whoso work was not yet quite completed when the 
fir.-d edition of this wuis printed. In addition to these entire 
Bible translations, the translator has had access to partial ver¬ 
sions of separate books, by Ottonsosscr, lleincmumi. Ober- 
nik, llochsliitter, AVolison, Lowenthal, and some anonymous 
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writers; besides which he has had l lie advantage of the copious 
notes of Dr. Philippsoirsnnd I)r. Herxheimer’s Bibles, in which 
these learned men have collected the views of the investi¬ 
gators. both Israelites and others, in the path of biblical 
criticism. The ancient versions, also, of Onkelos, Jonathan, 
and the .Jerusalem Targumist, have been carefully consulted, 
and, wherever accessible, the comments of the great ex¬ 
pounders Kashi, (Kabbi Shelomoh Yizelmki,) Kedak. (Rabbi 
David Kimchi,) Aben Ezra, (Rabbi Abraham ben Meir ben 
Ezra,) Kashbam, (Rabbi Bhelomoh ben Meir, the grandson 
of Kashi,) llalbag, (Rabbi Levi ben Gershom,) and Rahbcnu 
Sa’adyah (Saadias) Gaon, as also the Michlol Yophi, and the 
modern Uiurim, have been sedulously compared, so as to in¬ 
sure the utmost accuracy of which the translator is capable. 

The whole work has been undertaken at the sole responsi¬ 
bility, both mercantile and literary, of the translator, iso 
individual lias been questioned respecting the meaning of a 
single sentence ; and not an English hook has been consulted, 
so that no one can sav that any plagiarism 1ms been com¬ 
mitted on the labours of others. 

The quarto edition of this work appeared two years ago : 
and, although the translator cannot flatter himself that it 
has met with such a reception as would have gratified his 
ambition, lie.has been stimulated, by the indulgent judgment 
pronounced by several eminent men every way able to form 
an opinion, to make an effort to render it more accessible 
to all classes than art expensive and heavy quarto could 
expect to be, although he regrets that the shape and size 
of the pages have prevented him appending the notes to this 
with which the other is enrich'd. But in preparing this 
work anew for the press the whole 1ms been carefully sub¬ 
jected to the closest scrutiny, and improved and corrected 

wherever it was deemed necessary.

With these few remarks the translator surrenders a labour 
in which he has been engaged, occasionally, for more tlmn 
seventeen years, to the kindness of the public, trusting that, 
by the blessing of the Father of all. it may be made instru¬ 
mental in diffusing a taste for Scripture-reading among the 
community of Israelites, and be the means of a better appre¬ 
ciation of the great treasures of revelation to many who never 
have had the opportunity of knowing what the Hebrews h'ave 
done for mankind, not alone in preserving the sacred books, 
but by labouring to make them intelligible to the world at 
large.

The 
new temple is completed, 3472, that is, 510 before the com¬ 
mon era. History of Hainan, 3514. ’Ezra conies to Pales¬ 
tine, 3530, and Nchcmiah, 3544 ; returns to Persia, 3556, 
and nrrives again in Palestine, 3564. Juddua’ high-priest, 
3656, and under him, two years later, Palestine is conquered 
by Alexander of Mneednn. These few dates, it is hoped, 
will elucidate, with the Bible text, the history of the Scrip¬ 
tures. 

The various marks used in this work indicate the Mas- 
soretic sections, the only ones in use in the Hebrew MSS. 
without points, where neither chapter nor verse division are 
otherwise marked off, except that between one verse and 
the other there is a little more space than between two 
ordinary words. 

The boc-ks of the Holy Scriptures are divided into the 
'allowing classes: the Law, Pentateuch or Torah, Nehiito 
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Itishonim, the Earlier Prophets, Nebiirn Acharonim, the Later 
Prophets, and Ketubini, Hagiograplia, or Iloly Writings. 

The order of the books of the Holy Scriptures according 
to the usual Hebrew text is, Genesis, Exodus, Leviticus, 
Numbers, and Deuteronomy, comprising the Pentateuch. 
—Joshua, Judges, the First Book of Samuel, the Second 
Book of Samuel, the First Book of the Kings, and the Se¬ 
cond Book of the Kings, comprising the Earlier Prophets. 
—Isaiah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, and the twelve minor prophets, 
(to wit, Hosca, Joel, Amos, Obadiah, Jonah, Micliah, Na¬ 
hum, Habaltkuk, Zephaniah, JIaggai, Zechariah, and Mala- 
chi,) comprising the Later Prophets. —Psalms, Proverbs, 
Job, the five rolls, (lo wit, the Song of Solomon, Ruth, 
Lamentations, Ecclesiastes, and Esther.) Daniel, Ezra, Nehc- 
miali, the First and Second Books of Chronicles, comprising 
the II a ui ogratiia, or Holy Writings. 

The Jews also divide the Law in fifty-four sections, 
which are called after the first distinctive word in each sec¬ 
tion. For instance: the first of these sectious is called 
Beuesuitii, from the first word of the Bible, signifying “in 
the beginning.” The name of the first section in each book 
of the Pentateuch is also applied to that book; so is Genesis 
called Baeshith : Exodus, Shemoth; Leviticus, Vaytkra ; 
Numbers, Bemiibar; anu Deuteronomy, Debarim . Levi¬ 
ticus is also called Torath Cohanim, and Deuteronomy, 
Mishnch Torah. The whole law is read once every year iu 
the Synagogue and families, together with a corresponding 
section ( IIaputoraii) of the prophetic books—that is. exclud¬ 
ing the Ilagiographa, the third division of this work. Occa¬ 
sionally two weekly sections are read together, when mostly 
the Ilaphtovah of the second to the exclusion of tlie first is 
recited. So also are the espesial Hapbtoroth for Sabbath 
New-Moon, or when new moon is on the first day of the week, 
first and second Sabbath Chainickah, Parshath Shekalim, 
Zachor, Parah, and Hachodesh, as also Shim’u for Mattoth, 
likewise ’Aniyah So’arab fev Reay, and Soss Assiss for 
Nizabim and Vayclech, read instead of the usual ones indi¬ 
cated for the respective occasions. The name of each 
weekly section is placed at its commencement, as also at the 
head of the pages embracing the same, and the ilnphtornh 
,s indicated at the end of each The weekly sections are 
divided oil in seven subdivisions called Parashiyoth. or 
Parassahs, which are marked nit in this work with a * ; s^ 
also the few verses read for the Aaphtere. or Hie one who 
reads the Haphtorah, as will appear from inspection. 

Iu addition to the above, the first division of next week « 
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Bcction is rend every Subbath afternoon and Monday and 
Thursday morning, unless on these days some other portion 
should be read, because of there being a fast, or half or 
entire holy-day.

(with) the incrcy-seal, and the 
vail of the separation; 

13 The table, and its staves, 
and all its vessels, and the show- 
bread ; 

14 And the candlestick for 
the lighting, and its vessel, and 
its lamps, with the oil for tho 
lighting; 

15 And the altar of incense, 
and its slaves, and the anointing 
oil, and the incense of spices, 
and the hanging for the door at 
the cd trance of tho tabernacle; 

16 The altar of kurut-offeriug,, 
with its grating of copper, its ; 
staves, and all its vessels, thc ] 
luvcr and its fool; 

17 The hangings of tho court, 

its pillars, and its sockets, and 
the banging for the door of thc| 
court; j 

18 The pins of tho tabernacle, 

and the pins of the court, und 
their cords; | 

19 The cloths of service, to do[ 

service therewith in tho holy, 
place, tho holy garments for, 
Aaron the priest, and the gar-j 
ments of his suns, to minister ini 
as priests. j 
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20 And all the congregation 
of the children of Israel departed 
from the presence of Moses.* 

21 And they came, every man 
whose heart stirred him up; and 
every one whom l.is spirit made 
willing, brought the Loan’s of¬ 
fering for the work of the taber- 
uacle of the congregation, and 
for all its service, and for tho 
holy garments. 

22 And they came, the men 
!with the women; whoever was 
Willing-hearted, brought brace¬ 
lets, aud ear-rings, and tinger- 
rings, aud tablets, all kiuds of 
ornnmeuts of gold, aud every 
man that offored uu offering of 
gold unto the Lord. 

23 Aud every man, with whom 
was found blue, and purple, and 
scarlet yarn, and linen thread, 
and goats’ hair, and rams’ skins 
dyed red, and badgers' skins, 
brought them. 

24 Every one that did offer an 
offering of silver and copper 
brought it as the Loan's offer¬ 
ing; and every one with whom 
was found shittim wood lor any 
work of the service, brought it. 

25 And all the women that 
were wisc-bearled spun with 
thoir hands, and they brought 
that which they hud spun, of the 
blue, and of the purple, and of 
the scarlet yarn, uud of the linen 
thread. 

2G And all tho women whose 
heart stirred them up in wisdom 
spun tho goats’ hair. 

27 And tho princes brought 
the onyx stones, and the stones 
for setting, for the ephod, and 
lor the breastplate; 

28 And the spice and the oil, 
for lighting, nml for the anoint¬ 
ing oil, and for tho incense of 
spices. 

29 Evory man and woman, 
whoso hcarl inado them willing 
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to bring for all manner of work, 
winch (lie Loud hud coinummled 
lo ho Hindu, by I lie hand of Mo¬ 
pes, even that brought the chil¬ 
dren of Israel us u free-will of¬ 
fering utilu the Lono.* 

30 And Moses said unto Iho 
children of Israel, Sec, the Loud 
filth culled by name Dcznlel the 
son of Uri, the son of Chur, of 
the tribe of Judah ; 

31 And he hath filled him 
with (ho spirit of God, in wis¬ 
dom, in understanding, and in 
knowledge, and in all manner of 
workmanship; 

32 And to devise works of art, 
to work in gold, and in silver, 
and in copper, 

33 And in tho cutting of 
stones, to set them, and in the 
carving of wood, Lo make any 
manner of work of art. 

31 And to tench hath ho put 
in his heart, both to him, and lo 
Aholiab, the son of Achissumach, 
of the I l ibe of Dun. 

35 He hath tilled them with 
wisdom of heart, to execute all 
nmmuT of work, of tho engraver, 
and of the designing weaver, and 
of the embroiderer, in blue, and 
in purple, in scarlet yarn, and 
in linen thread, and of the wea¬ 
ver, of those that do every spe¬ 
cies of work, aiul of those that 
devise works of art, 

CHAPTER XXXVI. 

1 And Hezalel and Aliolinh, 
and every wise-hearled man, in 
whom the Loan hath put wisdom 
and understanding to know how 
to do every manner of work for 
the service of the sanctuary, 
shall make nil, just ns tho Loud 
hath commanded. 

2 And Moses callod for Be- 
zftlel and Aholiab, and overy 
wise hearted mail in whoso heart 
the Loud had put wisdom, every 


one whose heart stirred him op 
to come near unto the w*»rk t» 
do it:' 

3 And they received from Mo¬ 
ses the whole of the offering, 
which the children of Israel had 
brought for the work of the ser¬ 
vice of the sanctuary, to make 
it; And these brought unto him 
yet more free-will offerings morn¬ 
ing after morning. 

4 And tlren came all the wise 
men, that wrought all the work 
of tho sanctuary, every man from 
his own work which they were 
doing. 

5 And they said unto Moses, 
thus, The people bring more than 
is required for the service of the 
work, which the Loan hath com¬ 
manded to make. 

6 And Moses gave the com¬ 
mand, and they caused it to bo 
proclaimed throughout the camp, 
saying, Let neither man nor wo¬ 
man do any more work for the 
offering of the sanctuary: so 
the people were restrained from 
bringing (more). 

7 Ami the stuff prepared was 
sufficient for all the work to 
nmko it, and there was some 
over * 

8 And all tho wise-hearted 
men, among those who wrought 
the work, made the tabernacle 
of ten curtains: of twisted linen 
thread, and blue, and purple, 
and scarlet yarn; with cheru¬ 
bim, of weaver’s work, made he 
them. 

( J Tho length of each curtain 
was twenty-eight cubits, and the 
breadth of each curtain four 
cubits: thoro was one measure 
for all tho curtains. 

10 And ho coupled together 
five of tho curtains one to an¬ 
other: and the other five our- 
tains he couplod one to Another. 

11 And he mado loops of tlae 
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on the edge of the one curtain, 
which was the outside in the 
coupling: the like he made on 
the border of the curtain, which 
was the outmost on the second 
coupling. 

12 Fifty loops made ho on 
the one curtain, and fifty loops 
made he on the edge of tbe cur¬ 
tain which was in the second 
coupling: the loops were fixed 
opposite to each other. 

13 And he made fifty hooks 
of gold ; and he coupled the cur¬ 
tains together one unto the other 
with the hooks, and the taber¬ 
nacle became thus one piece. 

14 •[ And he made curtains 
of goats’ hair for a tent over the 
tabernacle: eleven curtains made 
he the same. 

15 The length of each curtain 
was thirty cubits, nnd four cubits 
was tbe breadth of each curtain: 
there was one measure for the 
eleven curtains. 

l(j And he coupled five of the 
curtains by themselves, and six 
of the curtains by themselves. 

17 And he made fifty loops on 
the edge of the curtain that was 
tbe outmost in the coupling, and 
fifty loops made he on tho edge 
of the curtain of the second 
coupling. 

13 And he made fifty hooks 
of copper, to couple the tent to¬ 
gether that it might he one piece. 

19 And lie made a covering 
for the tent of rams’ skins dyed 
red, and a covering of badgers’ 
ekius above.* 5 

20 And ho made tho hoards 
for the tabernacle, of shitlim 
wood, standing up: 

21 Ten cubits was the longth 
of each hoard, and one cubit and 
a half was tho breadth of each 
one board. 

22 There were two tenons for 
every 'board, filled id, one against 
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the other: the like made he foj 
all the boards of the tabernacle. 

23 And he made the boards for 
the tabernacle: twenty boards 
for the south side, on tbe right. 

24 And forty sockets of sil¬ 
ver made he under the twenty 
hoards; two sockets under the 
one hoard for its two tenons, and 
two sockets under the otherboard 
for its two tenons.

42 All, just as the Lord had 
commanded Moses, so had the 
children of Israel done dll the 
work. 

43 And Moses did look over 
all the work, and, behold, they 
had done it as the Loan had 
commanded, even so had they 
done it: and Moses blessed 
them.* 

CHAPTER XL. 

1 ^ And the Lord spoke untc 
Moses, saying, 

2 On the first day of the first 
month shnlt thou set up the ta¬ 
bernacle of the tent of the con¬ 
gregation. 

3 And thou shall put therein 
the ark of the testimony, and 
sepnratc the ark with the vail. 

4 And thou shr.lt bring in the 
table, and arrange the order of 
the showbrend upon it; and thou 
shnlt bring in the candlestick, 
and light the lamps thereof. 

5 And thou shalt set the altar 
of gold lor the incense before 
the ark of the testimony; and 
thou shnlt put up the hanging at 
the door to the tabernacle. 

6 And thou shnlt set the attar 
of burnt-offering before the door 
of the tabernacle of the tent of 
the congregation. 

7 And thou s“halt set the luver 
betweon the tabernacle of the 
congregation nnd tho altar, and 
thou shalt put wnter therein. 

8 Ami thou shalt set up tho 
0' ui t round about, and put up 
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the hanging at the gate of the 
court. 

9 And thou shalt take the 
anointing oil, and anoint the ta¬ 
bernacle, and all that is therein t 
and thou shnlt hallow it. with 
all its vessels, and it shall he 
holy. 

10 And thou shalt anoiDt the 
nltar of burnt-offering, and all 
its vessels: and thou shalt sanc¬ 
tify the altar, and the altar shall 
he most holy. 

11 And thou shnlt anoint the 
laver with its foot, and sanctify 
it 

12 And thou shall bring near 
Aaron and his «''ns unto the dour 
of the taberuaclc of the congre¬ 
gation, and tvish them with 
water. 

13 And thou shalt clothe Aaron 
with the holy garments: and 
thou shalt anoint him, nnd sanc¬ 
tify him, that he rnn}' be a priest 
unto me. 

1.4 And his sons shalt thou 
bring near, and clothe them with 
coats: 

15 And thou shnlt anoint them, 
ns thou hast anointed their fa¬ 
ther, that they may be priests 
unto me; and this shall be, that 
their nnointing shall be wntu 
them for an everlasting priest¬ 
hood throughout their genera¬ 
tions. 

16 And Moses did so: all. just 
ns the Lord had commanded 
him, so did he.*' 

17 <[ Aud it came to pass in 
the first month in the second 
year, on the first of the month, 
that the tabernacle was reared 
up. 

18 And Moses reared up the 
tabernacle, aud placed its sock¬ 
ets, and sot up its boards, and 
put in its bars, and reared up us 
pillars. 

19 And he spread the tont 
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over tlio tabernacle, and put the 
eovoriug ol the lent over it 
above; as the Loud had coin- 
luiimled Moses. 

20 5f And tic look and put the 
testimony into the ark, and 
placed the staves on die ark; 
and lie put the mercy-seat apon 
the ark above. 

21 And lie brought the nrk 
into the tabernacle, and set up 
the vail of the separation, and 
made therewith a separation for 
the ark of the testimony : ns tho 
Loud had commanded Moses. 

22 f And he put the table in 
the tabernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion, upon the side of the taber¬ 
nacle, northward, wi'tboul the 
vail. 

2.1 And he arranged upon it 
the order of bread before the 
Loud; as the Loud bad com¬ 
manded Moses. 

24 ** And he placed the can¬ 
dlestick in the tabernacle of the 
congregation, opposite the table, 
on the side of tho tabernacle, 
southward. 

25 And he lighted tho lamps 
before the Loud; as the Loud 
Imd commanded Moses. 

20 51 And he placed tho golden 
altar in 1 lie tabernacle of the 
congregation before the vail. 

27 And ho burnt thereon the 
incense of spices; as tho Loud 
had commanded Moses.'* 

28 5! And ho put up tho hang¬ 
ing at the door to the tabernacle. 

21) And tho altar of burnt- 
o lie ring ho placed by tho door 
of the tabernacle of the tent of 
the congregation ; and he offered 
upon it tho burnt-offering and 
the meat-offering; ns the Lono 
had commandod Monos. 

80 5[ Aud he set the lavor be¬ 
tween the tabernacle of tho con¬ 
gregation and tho altar, and put 
water there, for washing. 


FEKUDAY. 

31 And Moses and Aanm nnc- 
bis sons washed therefrom thcii 
hands and their feet. 

32 When they went in unto 
the tabernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion, and when they came near 
unto tho altar, thoy washed them¬ 
selves; ns the Lord had com¬ 
manded Mo6cs. 

33 5[ And ho reared up tho 
court round about the tabernacle 
and tho oltar, aud put up the 
hanging of the gate of the 
court; and so did Moses finish 
the work.* 

31 51 And the cloud covered 
the tent of the congregation, 
and the glory of the Loud filled 
the tabernacle. 

35 And Moses was not able to 
enter into the tent of the congre¬ 
gation ; because the cloud abodo 
thereon, and the glory of the 
Loud filled the tabernacle. 

3fi And when the cloud was 
taken up from over tho taberna¬ 
cle, the children of Israel wero 
wont to go onward iu all their 
journcyings. 

37 But if the cloud was not 
taken up, then they journeyed 
noL till the day that it was taken 
| up. 

38 For tho cloud of the Loud 
was upon the tabernacle by day, 
and a firo was by night on it, 
before the eyes of all the house 
of Israel, throughout all their 
journoyings.

CHAPTER I. 

1 And the Lord called unto 
M oscs, and spoke unto liirn out 
of the tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation, snyiug. 

2 Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and say unto them, If 
an}' one of you wish to bring an 
offering unto the Loud: of the 
cattle, either of the herds, or <?f 
the flocks, shnll yc bring your 
offering. 

3 If his offering be a burnt- 
sacrifice of tbc herds, then shall j 
he offer a male without blemish : 
unto the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation shall he 
bring it, thut it limy be favour-j 
ably received for him before the 
Loud. 

4 And he shall lay his hnnd 
upon the bend of the burnt- 
offering: nua it shall be accept¬ 
ed for him to muke atonement 
for him. 

5 And be shnll kill the young 
steer before the Lord: and the 
sons of Aaron the priests shall 
bring near the blood, ond they 
shnll sprinkle the blood round 
about upon the altar that is by 
the door of the tabernacle of tbe 
congregation. 

6 And he shnll flay the burnt- 
offering, and cut it into its pieces. 

7 And tbe sons of Aaron the 
priest shall put fire upon the al- 
tnr, and lny the wood iu order 
upon the fire; 

S And tbe sons of Aaron the 
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priests shall lay in order the 
parts, the head, and the fat. 
upon the wood that Is on the 
fire which is upon the altar: 

9 But its inwards and its legs 
shnll be wash in water: and tbe 
priest shall burn the whole on 
the altar, as a burnt-sacrifice, nn 
offering made by fire, of a sweet 
savour unto the Lord. 

10 V And if ins offering be of 
the flocks, of Lbc sheep, or of 
the goats, for n burnt-sacrifice: 
then shnll he offer a male with¬ 
out blemish as the same. 

11 And he shall kill it on the 
side of the altar, northward, be¬ 
fore the Lord; and the sons of 
Aaron the priests shall sprinkle 
its blood upon tbc altar round 
about. 

12 And be shnll cut it into 
its pieces, with its head and its 
fat; and the priest shall lay them 
in order on tbe wood that, is on 
the fire which is upon the altar; 

13 But the inwards and the 
jlcgs shnll he wash with water; 

:and the priest shnll bring near 
jibe whole, and burn it upon tbe 
|altar: it is a bunit-sacrifice.au 
offerin': made bv lire, of a sweet 
savour unto the Lord.* 5 

14 And if of fowls be tbe 
burnt-sacrificc for bis offering to 
tbe Lord: then shall lie tring 
his offering of turtle-doves, or of 
.young pigeons. 

! 15 And llic priest shall bring 

jit near unto the altar, and pinch 
i off its head, and burn it on the

10 And lie shall remove its 
crop with its feathers, and cast 
it beside the altar on the east 
part, at the place of the ashes.

■1 And if thou bring an obla¬ 
tion of a meal-offering baked in 
I he oven, it shall be of line flour, 
unleavened cakes mingled w’ith 
oil, or unleavened wafers anoint¬ 
ed with oil. 

5 *[ And if thy oblation be a 
meat-offering baked in a pan, it 
■ hall be made of line flour miu- 
gled will) oil, unleavenod. 

0 Thou shall, break it in pioeos, 
nnd pour thereon oil: it is a 
incut-offering.* 

7 And if thy oblation bo a 
meat-offering baked in a deop

I pun, it shall be made of fine flout 
with oil. 

S And thou shalt bring tho 
meat-offering, which shall be 
made of these thiugs, unto the 
Lord; and the offerer shall pre* 
sent it unto the priest, who shall 
bring it near unto the altar. 

9 And the priest shall take 
up from tho meat-offering its 
memorial, and shall burn it upon 
tlie altar: it is an offering made 
by fire, of a sweet savour unto 
the Lorn). 

10 And that which is left of 
the meat-offering, shall belong 
to Aaron and his sons: it is a 
most holy thing, from the fire- 
offerings of the Loud. 

11 No meat-offering, which 
ye shall bring unto the Lord, 
shall be prepared leavened; for 
of whatever is leaven, or of any 
honey, ye shall not sacrifice an 
offering made by fire unto the 
Lord. 

12 As an oblation of the first- 
fruits shull ye offer thorn unto 
the Loud; but on the ultur shall 
they not come for a sweet sa¬ 
vour. 

13 And every oblation of thy 
meat-offering shall thou season 
with salt; and thou 61 i 11 11 not 
suffer the salt of tho covenant of 
lby God to be lacking from thy 
mcnl-offcring: with all thy of¬ 
ferings shalt thou offer salt. 

14 *i\ And if thou offer a meat- 
offering of the first-fruits unto 
tho Lord: of ripe ears of corn 
dried by the fire, of pounded 
corn out of full ears, shalt thou 
offer the meat-offering of thy 
first-fruits. 

15 And thou shalt put upon 
it oil, and lay thereon frankin¬ 
cense: it is a meat-offering. 

10 And tho priest shall burn 
its memorial, from its pounded 
corn, aud from its oil, with all 
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Its frankincense: it is an offer¬ 
ing made by fire unto the Lord.* 

CHAPTER III. 

1 ^ And if his oblation be a 
Be orifice of peace-offering, if be 
offer it of the herds, whether it 
he a male or female, be shall of¬ 
fer it without blemish before the 
Lord. 

2 And he shall lay his band 

upon the bead of his offering, 
and kill it at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation:' 
and the sons of Aaron the priests: 
shall sprinkle the blood upon! 
the altar round about i 

3 And be shall offer of the, 

sacrifice of the peace-offering, osj 
afire-offering unto the Lord, the; 
fat that covcreth the inward_s, j 
and all the fat that is upon the 
inwards, [ 

4 And the two kidneys, and 
the fat that is on them, which is} 
on the flanks, and the midriff 
above the liver, with the kid¬ 
neys, shall he remove it. 

5 And Aaron’s sons shall burn 
it on the altar, upon the burnt- 
offering, which is upon the wood 
that is ou the fire: it is an offer¬ 
ing made by fire, of a sweet sa- 
vour unto the Loud. 

6 ^ And if of the flocks he 
his offering for a sacrifice of| 
peace-offering unto the Lord, j 
mnlc or female, without blemish, i 
shall he offer it. 

7 If he offer a sheep for his 
offering, then shall he bring it 
near before the Loud. 

8 And be shull lay bis hand 
upou the head of his offering, 
and kill it before the tabernacle 
of the congregation: and the 
sons of Aaron shall sprinkle its 
hlood upoD the altar round about. 

9 And he shall offer of the 
fBcrifice of the peace-offering,, 
as a firo-offering unto the Lour,! 
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| the best part thereof, the whole 
rump, hard by the backbone 
shall he take it off: and the fat 
that covereth the inwards, and 
jail 'ne fat that is upon the in¬ 
wards; 

10 And the two kidneys, and 
the fat that is upon them, which 
is on the flanks, and the midriff 
above the liver, wiMi the kid¬ 
neys, shall he remove it. 

11 And the priest shall burn 
it upon the altar: it is the food 
of the offering made by fire uuto 
the Lord. 

12 ^ And if a goat be his of¬ 
fering, then shall he bring it 
near before the Lord. 

13 And he shall lay his hand 
upon its head, and kill it before 
the tabernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion: and the sons of Aaron 
shall sprinkle its hlood upon the 
altar round about. 

14 And he shall offer thereof 
his offering, as a fire-offering uu- 
iq the Lord, the fat that cover¬ 
eth the inwards, and all the fat 
that is upon the inwards, 

15 And the two kidneys, and 
the fat that is upon them, which 
is on the flanks, and the midriff 
above the liver, with the kidneys 
shall he remove it 

16 And the priest shall burn 
them upon the altar: as the food 
of the offeriug made by fire for 
a sweet savour, is all the fat uu¬ 
to the Lord. 

17 A perpetual statute shall it 
be for your generations through¬ 
out all your dwellings: no fat 
uor blood shall ye cat.- 

CHAPTER TV. 

1 ■[ And the Lord spoke un¬ 
to Moses, saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of 
Israel, saying, If any person do 
sin through ignorance against 
any of the prohibitions of the 
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Lorn which ought rot to be 
clone, nnd do any of them; 

3 If the anointed priest <lo sin 
to bring guiltiness on the people : 
Kief) shall he bring nenr for his 
sin, which he hath committed, a 
young bullock without blemish, 
unto the Loan, for a sin-offering. 

4 And he shall bring the bul¬ 
lock unto the door of 1 lie taber- 
nncle of the congregation before 
the Loan; and he shall lay his 
hand upon (lie head of the bul¬ 
lock. and kill the bullock before 
the Loan. 

5 And the anointed priest 
shall hike some of the bullock’s 
blood, and bring it into (lie ta¬ 
bernacle of the congregation: 

t) And (he priest shall dip his 
finger in 1 he blood ; and lie shall 
sprinkle of the Mood seven times 
I pc* lore the Loan, before the vail 
of the sanctuary. 

7 And the priest shnll put 
some of the blood upon the horns 
of the allnr of the incense of 
spices before the Loan, which is 
in the tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation; and all the (remaining) 
blood of the hullock shnll lie 
pour out at the bottom of the 
altar of burnt-offering, which is 
at the door of the tubcrnnclc of 
the congregation. 

H And all the fat of the bul¬ 
lock of the sin-offering shnll he 
takeoff from the same: flic fat 
Unit covereth the inwards, and 
all Lite fat that is upon the in¬ 
wards, 

9 Ard the two kidneys, and 
the fat that is upon them, which 
is on the flanks, and the.midriff 
nbovo the liver, with the kid¬ 
neys, shall ho remove it; 

10 As iL is taken off from the 
bullock of the sacrifice of peace- 
offering; and the priest shall 
burn the sumo upon the nllar of 
burn (-offering. 


11 And the skin of the bul¬ 
lock, and nil his flesh, with hia 
bend, and with his legs, and hit 
inwards, nnd his dung, 

12 Even the whole bullock, 
shall he carry forth without the 
camp, unto a clenn place, to 
where the ashes nre poured out, 
nnd burn him on the wood with 
fire; upon where the ashes are 
poured out shnll he be burnt. 

13 ^ And if the whole con¬ 
gregation of Isrnel sin through 
ignorance, nnd n thing be hidden 
from the ej’es of the assembly, 
nnd they do any one of all the 
prohibitions of the Lonn which 
ought not to be done, and they 
become guilty; 

14 When now the sin beeom- 
cth known, through which they 
have sinned: then shnll the con¬ 
gregation offer a young bullock 
for n sin-offering, and shnll bring 
him before the labcrnucle of the 
congregation. 

15 And the elders of the con¬ 
gregation shall Iny their lmnds 
upon the hend of the bullock 
before the Lord ; and they 
shall kill the bullock before the 
Loan. 

10 And the anointed priest 
shall bring some of the bullock’s 
blood into the tabernnelo of the 
congregation: 

17 And the priest shall dip hie 
finger in some of the blood, nnd 
sprinkle it seven times before 
the Loitl>, heforc the vail. 

18 And some of the blood shall 
ho put upon the horns of the 
nllar which is before the Loan, 
that is in the tabernacle of the 
congregation; and all the (re¬ 
maining) blood shall ho pour out 
at the bottom of the altar of 
burnt-offering, which is at tho 
door of the tabernacle of tho 
congregation, 

19 And nil his fat shall he 
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tftko from him., and burn it upon 
the altar. 

20 And he shall do with the 
bullock n9 he did with the bul¬ 
lock of fcho sin-offering ; so shall 
he do with this; and the priest 
shall make an atonement for 
them, and it shall be forgiven 
unto them. 

21 And he shall carry forth 
the bullock to without the camp, 
and burn him as he burnt the 
first bullock ; it is a sin-offerinu 
of the congregation. 

22 If a ruler should sin, and 
do any one of the prohibitions 
of the Loud his God which ought 
not to be done, through igno¬ 
rance, and beco-mc guilty; 

23 If now his sin, wherein he 
hath sinned, come to his know¬ 
ledge : he shall bring os his offer¬ 
ing, a goat, a mule, without ble¬ 
mish ; 

24 And ho shall lay his hand 
upon the head of the goat, and 
kill it on the place where they 
kill the burnt-offering before the 
Loan : it is a sin-offering. 

25 And the priest shall take 
Borne of the blood of the sin- 
offering with his finger, and put 
it upon the horns of the altar of 
bnrnt-offering; and {the remain¬ 
der of) its blood shall he pour 
out at the bottom of the altar of 1 
burnt-offering. 

20 And all its fat shall he 
burn upon the altar, as the fut 
of the sacrifice of peace-offering; 
and tho priest shall make an 
atonement for him concerning 
his sin, and it shall be forgiven 
unto him.* 

27 And if any person of 
tho common peoplo should sin 
through ignorance, by his doing 
any ono of the prohibitions of 
the Lonn, which ought not to be 
done, and become guilty ; 

23 If now his sin, which he 
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hath committed, come to his 
knowledge : then shall he briDg 
as his offering, a goat, a female, 
wiihoutbleinir-h, forhissin which 
he hath committed ; 

29 And he shall lay his haDd 
upon the head of the sin-offer¬ 
ing, nnd slay the sin-offering 
on the place of the burnt-offer¬ 
ing- 

30 And the priest shall take 
some of the blood thereof with 
his finger, and put it upon the 
horns of the altar of burnt-offer¬ 
ing ; and all the (remaining) 
blood thereof shall he pour out 
at the hottoin of the altar. 

31 And all the fat thereof shall 
lie remove, as the fat is removed 
from off the sacrifice of peace- 
offering : and the priest shall 
burn it upon the altar l'or ^swee-t 
savour uuto the Loud ; and the 
priest shall make an nttmement 
for him, nnd it shall be forgiven 
unto him. 

32 *[ And if he bring a sheep 
for a sin-offering, a female with¬ 
out blemish shall ho bring it. 

33 And he shall lay his hand 
upon the head of the sin-offer¬ 
ing, and slay it for a sin-offering 
on the place where they kill the 
burnt-offering. 

34 And the priest shall take 
sonic of the blood of the sin- 
offering with his finger, and put 
it upon the horns of the altar of 
burnt-offering; nnd all the (re¬ 
maining) blood thereof shall be 
pour out at the bottom of thy 
altar. 

35 And all the fat thereof shall 
he remove, ns the fut of the sheep 
is removed from the sacrifice of 
the peace-offering; and the priest 
shall burn the same upon the 
altar, upon the offerings mndo 
by fire unto llie Loud: and the 
priest shall make an atonement 
for his sin that he hath com- 
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mitted, and it shall bo forgiven 
unto him. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 ^ And if any person sin, 
br cause he heareth llie voice of 
adjmntinn, and ho is a witness, 
since bo hala oilher seen or 
knowelh something; if be do 
not toll it, and thus bear his ini¬ 
quity ; 

2 Or if there bo a person who 
inucheili any unclean thing, 
whether it bo the carcass of an 
unclean boast, or tbe carcass of 
unclean cattle, or the carcass of 
an unclean creeping thing, and 
it escape his recollection ; but 
(lie lieeutnct.il aware that) he is 
unclean, and hath (thus) in¬ 
curred guilt; 

3 Or if he touch the uncloan- 
nessof man, whatsoever unclean¬ 
ness of the hind it bo by which 
lie can be doliled, und it escape 
bis recollection; but bo becom- 
elli aware of il, and (that).be 
hath (thus) incurred guilt; 

4 Or it any person swear, by 
pronouncing with his lips to do 
evil, or to do good (to himself), 
in whatsoever it bo that a man 
pronouneetli with an oath, ami 
it escape his recollection ; but lie 
heenmeth aware of it that he 
hath incurred guilt by any one 
of these : 

b And it shall be, if ho hnvc 
incurred guilt by any one of 
these (things), that lie shall con¬ 
fess tlmt concerning which ho 
hath sinned ; 

0 And lie shall bring bis tres¬ 
pass-offering unto the Loan lor 
liis sin which he hath committed, 
ti fcmnlo IVoui the (locks, a sheep 
or a goal, for a sin-offering ; and 
tho priest shnll make an atone¬ 
ment for him concerning his 
Bin. 

7 And if his moans he not 
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sufficient for a sheep, then shall 
he bring as his offering (for the 
trespass) which he hath com¬ 
mitted, two turtle-doves, or tw« 
young pigeons, unto the Loud; 
one for a sin-offering, aud the 
other for a burnt-offering. 

6 Aiid he shall bring them 
unto the priest, and he shall offer 
that which is for the sin-offering 
first, and pinch off’ its head by 
the back of its neck, but shall 
not divide il asunder: 

9 And he shall sprinkle some 
of tho blood of tbe sin-offering 
upon the wall of the ultnr; and 
the rest of the blood shall be 
wrung out at the bottom of the 
altar; it is a sin-offering. 

10 And tbo second shall he 
prepare as a burnt-offering, ac¬ 
cording to tbe prescribed order; 
and tbe priest shull mako an 
ntoncmenL for him for his sin 
which he hath committed, and 
it shnll be forgiven unto him.* 

11 But if his moans bo not 
sufficient for two turtle-doves, or 
two young pigeons, then shall 
he bring as bis offering for that 
which he huth sinned, the tenth 
pnrtofnn ephnh of fine Hour for 
a sin-offering; he shall not put 
upon il uuy oil, nor shall he put 
thereupon any frankincense; lor 
it is n sin-offering.

8 Hut if the man hnve no 
kinsman to whom restitution 
could be made for the trespass, 
then ahull the trespass which is 
restored unto the Lonn, belong 
to the priest; beside the ram of 
the utoncmenl,whereby nn atone¬ 
ment shall lie made for him. 

9 And every offering of all tho 
holy things of the children of Is¬ 
rael, which they bring unto the 
priest, shall bo his. 

10 And ev ery innii’s hnllowed 
things shall be his: whatsoever 
any man giveth to the priest, 
shall belong to him.* 

11 *: And (be Loud spoke unto 
Moses, saying, 

12 Speak unto tho children of 
Israel, and say unto them, If the 
wife of any man go aside, and 
commit a trespass against him, 

LI And a man lie with her 
carnally, and it he hidden from 
the eyes of her husband, because 
aim bulb been socretly defiled; 
and there be no witness against 
her, and she have not been de¬ 
tected in llie fact ; 

14 Airfl the spirit of jealousy 
come over him, and he bo jea¬ 
lous of bis wile, and she have 
been defiled; or the spirit of jea¬ 
lousy conio over him, and ho be 
jealous of bis wile, and she have 
not been deli’cd : 

15 TIkmi shall tho mnn bring 
his wife unto ibo priest, and ho

16 And the priest shall bring 
her near, and.plucc her before the 
Lord ; 

17 And the priest shall take 
holy water in an earthen vessel; 
and of the dust, that is on the 
floor of the tabernacle the priest 
shall lake, and put it into the 
water; 

18 And the priest shall place 
ibo woman before the Lonn, and 
uncover the woman’s head, and 
put upon her hands the meat- 
offering of memorial, it is the 
meat-offering of jealousy; and 
in tho hand of the priest shall 
bo the bitter waters that bring 
the curse. 

19 And the priest shall charge 
her by an oath, and he shall say 
unLo the womnn, If no man have 
lain with thee, nnd if thou hast 
not gone aside to unclcanness 
behind thy husband: then be 
thou freo from these bitter waters 
that bring the curse. 

20 But if thou hast gone aside 
behind thy husband, and if thou 
hast been defiled, aud some man 
have lain with theo besides thy 
husband:— 

21 And the priest shall charge 
the woman with an oath of iin- 
proention, nnd the priest shall 
say unto the woman, Tho Lord 
then make thee a curse and an 
oath among thy pcuplo, when 
the Lord doth cause thy thigh 
to full away, and thy belly to 
swell; 

22 And Ihcso waters that bring 
the curse shall go into thy how- 
els, to cuubc tho belly to sweil, 
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and the thigh to fall away; and 
the woman shall say. Amen, 
amen. 

23 And the priest shall write 
these curses on a roll, and he 
shall blot them out with the bit¬ 
ter waters. 

24 And ho shall cause the 
Woman to drink the bitter waters 
that bring the curse; and the 
waters that bring the curse shall 
enter into her lor bitterness. 

25 And the priest shall take 
out of the woman's hand the 
meat-offering of jealousy, and he 
ahull wave the meat-offering be¬ 
fore the Loud, and bring it near 
to the altar: 

26 And the priest shall take 
A handful from the meat-offer¬ 
ing, for a memorial, and burn it 
upon the altar, und after that 
shall he cause the woman to 
drink the water. 

27 And when he hath made 
her drink the water, then shall 
it come to pass, if she have been 
defiled, and have committed a 
trespass against her husband, 
that the waters that bring the 
curse shall enter into her for 
bitterness, and her belly shall 
swell, and her thigh shall fall 
away; and the woman shall be¬ 
come a curse among her people. 

23 And if the woman have 
Dot been defiled, but be clean : 
then shall she remain unharmed, 
and she shall conceive seed. 

29 This is the law of jealous¬ 
ies, when a woman goctli aside 
behind her husband, and hath 
been defiled ; 

30 Or when the spirit of jea¬ 
lousy come lb over him, and he 
he jealous of his wife; and he 
shall place the woinau before the 
Loud, and the priest shall do 
unto her altogether according to 
this law. 

31 And the man shall be guilt- 
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less from iniquity; but this wo- 
man shall bear her iniquity. 

CHAPTER VI. 

1 •[ And the Lord spoke unto 
Moses, saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and say unto them, When 
cither mail or woxian pronounce 
au especial vow, the vow of a 
Xuznritc, to be abstinent in ho¬ 
nour of the Loud : 

3 Then shall he abstain from 
wine and strong drink, vinegar 
or wiue, or vinegar of strong 
drink shall he not drink, and 
any infusion of grapes shall lie 
not drink, and grapes, fresh or 
dried, shall he not eat. 

4 All the days of his absti¬ 
nence shall he eat nothing that 
is made of the grape-vine, from 
the kernels even to the husk. 

5 All the days of the vow of 
his abstinence no razor shall pass 
over his head : until the days be 
completed in which he abstain- 
eth in honour of the Loud, shall 
lie be holy, letting grow un¬ 
touched the buir of his head. 

6 All the days of his absti¬ 
nence in honour of the Loud 
sbnll be not come near any dead 
body. 

7 On his father, or on his mo¬ 
ther, on his brother, or on his 
sister, shall he not make himself 
unclean, when they die : because 
the consecration of his God is 
upon his head. 

8 All the days of his absti¬ 
nence is he holy unto the Lord. 

9 And if sonic one die very 
suddenly by him, und he thus 
defile his consecrated head: theu 
shall he shave his bead on the 
day of his being cleansed, on the 
seventh day shall he shave it. 

10 And on the eighth day 
shall he bring two turtle-doves, 
or two young pigeon*, to the 
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priest, to the door of the taber¬ 
nacle of ilie congregation : 

1 l And the priest shall pre¬ 
pare the one lor a sin-offering, 
k,.d the other for ft burnt-offer¬ 
ing, urnl make an atonement for 
hi hi, because he hath sinned 
lliroiigli the (lend; and lie shn.ll 
hallow his head on that same 
day. 

12 And he shall consecrate 
unto the Loan (again) the days 
of iiis abstinence, and he shall 
bring a sheep of the first year 
for a trespass-offering; but the 
prior days shall not be counted, 
because Ids consecration hath 
been defiled. 

l;{ And this is the law of the 
N i/.arile: On the day when the 
days of his abstinence are com¬ 
pleted, shall lie present himself 
at the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation ; 

IJ And he shall bring his offer¬ 
ing unto the Loan, one male 
■beep of llie first year without 
blemish for a burut-offering, and 
one ewe of the first year without 
blemish for a sin-offering, and 
one nun without blemish for a 
peace-offering, 

I j And a basket of unleavened 
bread, cakes of line flour mingled 
with oil, and unleavened wafers' 
anointed with oil; and their 
meal-offering, and their drink- 
offerings. 

Il> And the priest shall bring 
them nenr before the Loud, ami 
be shall prepare bis sin-offering, 
tnd his burnt-offering: 

17 And the ram shall he pre¬ 
pare for a sacrifice of peace-offer¬ 
ing unto the Loan, with the 
basket of unleavened bread ; and 
the priest shall prepare bis meat- 
offering, and bis drink-offering. 

1H And the Nazarito shall 
ilinvo at the door of tho labur- 
naclc of the congregation bis 
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consecrated head ; and he shall 
take the hair of his consecrated 
bead, and put it on the fire which 
is under the sacrifice of the peace- 
offering. 

19 And the priest shall take 
the shoulder of the ram wiien it 
is cooked, and one unleavened 
cake out of tho basket, and one 
unleavened wafer, and he shall 
pat them upon the hands of tho 
Nazarito, after he hath shaved 
his consecrated (head). 

20 And the priest shall make 
with them a waving before the 
Lord; it is a noly gift for the 
priest, together with Ihc breast 
ill at was waved, and the shoulder 
that was lifted up : and after 
tliut may the Nazarite drink 
wine. 

21 This is the law of the Na- 
zarite who hath vowed; his offer¬ 
ing unto the Lord for his absti¬ 
nence, beside that which be inay 
be able to give : according to his 
vow which lie may vow, so must 
he do in addition to what is re¬ 
quired by the law of his absti¬ 
nence. 

22 *[ And the Lord spoke un¬ 
to Moses, saying, 

2-1 Speak unto Aaron and un¬ 
to his sons, saying, Thus shall 
'ye bless tho children of Israel, 
saying unto them, 

2d The Loud bless thee, and 
preserve thee; 

25 f The Lord make his face 
shine unto thee, and bu gracious 
to thee: 

26 f The Lord lift up bis 
countenance unto thee, and give 
thee peace. 

27 1! And thoy shall put my 
imiuo upon the children of Is¬ 
rael : and I will bless them. 4 

CHAPTER VII. 

1 And it came to pass on 
tho day that Muses had finally 
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§et up Ibe tabernacle, aud had 
anointed, uud sanctified it, and 
all its vessels, as also the altar 
and all its vessels, and had 
anointed them, and sanctified 
them: 

2 That the princes of Israel, 
the heads of their family divi¬ 
sions who were the princes of the 
tribes, the same who hud super¬ 
intended the numbering, offered. 

3 And they brought their otter¬ 
ing before the Loud, Six covered 
wagons, and twelve oxen ; a wa¬ 
gon for two princes, uud an ox 
for each one : and they presented 
them before the tubernucle. 

4 And the Loud spoke unto 
Mo ses, saying, 

5 Take it from them, thnt they 
may be used to do the servicu.ol 
the tabernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion; and thou shall give them 
unto the Levites, to every man 
according to his service. 

6 And Moses took the wagons 
and tire oxen, and gave them 
unto tlie Levites. 

7 Two of the wagons and four 
of the oxen he gave unto the 
sons of (iersbon, according lo 
their sen ice : 

8 And four of the wagons and 
eight of the oxen he gave unto 
the sons of Meruri, according to 
their service, under the super¬ 
vision of Ithunmr, the son of 
Aaron the priest. 

9 But unto the sons of Kehath 
he gave none; because the ser¬ 
vice of the sanctuary belonged 
unto thorn, they wero to bear 
upon their shoulders. 

10 The princes also offered for 
the dedicating of the altar on 
the day that it rvns anointed; 
and the princes presented their 
offering before the altar. 

11 Aud the Lord said unto 
Moses, One prince each on a 
given day, shall they offer their 
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offering, for the dedication of the 
altar.* 

12 And he that offered his 
offering on the first day was 
Naehshon the eon of ’Ainmina- 
dab, of the tribe of Judah :

2 And Moses spoke unto the 
heads of the tribes of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, sayiug, This is 
the thing which the Lord hath 
commanded, 

3 If a man make a vow uuto 
the Lord, or he swear an oath 
to biud his soul with an obliga¬ 
tion: he shall not profane hia 
word; according to all that pro¬ 
ceeded out of his mouth shall 
he do. 
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4 AnO if a woman make a vow r 
unto tho Loud, ami bind herself 
by nn obligation, being in her 
father's house in her youth; 

5 And her lather hear her vow, 
nnd her obligation wherewith she 
hath bound her soul, und her fu- 
ther be silent to her: then shall 
all her vows stand, nnd every 
obligation wherewith she hath 
bound her soul shall stand. 

f> But if her father disallow 
her on tho day that he henreth 
it: all her vows or her obliga¬ 
tions, wherewith she hath hound 
her soul, shall not stand; nnd 
the Loan w ill forgive her, because 
her father hath disallowed her. 

7 And if she be given to a 
man, and have vows upon her, 
or what she may have uttered 
with her lips, wherewith she 
hath bound her soul: 

8 And her husband hear it, 
uud lie silent to her on tho day 
that he hearcth il: then shall her 
vows stand, and her obligations, 
wherewith she hath bound her 
soul, shall stand. 

1) Bui if on the day of her 
husband’s hearing it, he disallow 
her: then doth he annul her 
vow which is upon her, and that 
which she hath littered with her 
lips, wherewith she hath hound 
her soul; and the Lonn will for¬ 
give her. 

10 But regarding the vow of 
a widow, or of her that is di¬ 
vorced, all, wherewith she hath 
bound her soul,shall stand for her. 

11 And if she had vowed in 
bor husband's bouse, or had 
bound her sold by an obligation 
with an oath; 

12 And her husband heard it, 
and was silent to her, nnd dis¬ 
allowed her not: llion all her 
vows shall stand, and evory 
obligation, wherewith she hath 
bound her soul, shall stand. 
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13 But if her husband bath 
annulled them on the day he 
heard thorn: then whatsoever 
proceeded out of her lips, con 
corning her vows, or concerning 
tho obligation of her soul, shall 
not stand; her husband hath 
annulled them; and the Loud 
will forgive her. 

14 Every vow, nnd every bind¬ 
ing oath to afflict the person, her 
hushnnd mny conlirm it, or her 
husband may annul il. 

15 But if her husband should 
be silent to her from day to day : 
then hath lie confirmed all her 
vows, or till her obligations, 
which are upon her; he hath 
confirmed them, because he was 
silent to her on the day that ho 
heard them. 

16 But if he should annul 
them after (the day) that he hath 
heard them : then ahull he bear 
her iniquity. 

17 These aro tho statutes, 
which tho Loan commanded 
Moses, between a man und his 
wife, between the father and his 
daughter, being yet in hcryouth, 
in her father’s house. 

CHAPTER XXXT. 

1 f And the Loud spoke unto 
M oses, saying, 

2 Execute the vengennee of 
(he children of Israel on the 
Midinniles, after which thou 
shnlt ho gathered unto thy peo¬ 
ple. 

3 And M oscs spoke unto the peo¬ 
ple, saying, Ann from yourselves 
some men for the army, and let 
them go against tho Midinnitos, 
to oxccute tho vengeance of the 
Loud on Midian. 

4 A thousand each for every 
tribe, of ull tho tribes of Israel, 
shall ye send to the.army. 

5 And thore wore levied out 

of the thousands of Israel, a 
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thousand of every tribe, twelve 
thousand firmed for the army. 

6 And Moses sent them, a 
thousand of every tribe, to the 
army: them and Phinehas the 
son of El’azar the priest, to the 
army, with the holy vessels, and 
the trumpets for blowing the 
alarm in his hand. 

7 And they marched out against 
the Midinnites, ns the Lohd had 
commanded Moses; and they 
ilew every male, 

8 And the kings of Midinn 
they slew, besides the rest of their 
men that were slain : namely. 
Evi, and Rckem, and Zur, and 
Chur, nnd Rebn’, the five kings 
of Midian; nnd Bil'am the son 
of Be’or they slew with the 
sword. 

9 And the children of Israel 
took captives the women of Mi¬ 
dian, and their little ones; nnd 
all their cattle, nnd all their 
flocks, and nil their goods, they 
took ns spoil. 

10 And all their cities where¬ 
in they dwelt, nnd all their cas¬ 
tles they burnt with fire. 

11 And they took all the spoil, 
and all the booty, both of men 
and of cattle. 

12 And they brought unto 
Moses, and to El’nznr the priest, 
and unto the congregation of the 
children of Israel, the enptives, 
nnd the booty, and the spoil, 
unto the enmp, to the plains of 
Moiib, which arc by the Jordan 
opposite Jericho.*' 

13 And Moses, and EFnznr 
the priest, nnd all the princes of 
the congregation, went forth to 
meet them, to without the enmp. 

14 And Moses was wroth with 

the officers of the host, the cap¬ 
tains over the tliousnnds, and 
the captains over the hundreds, 
who had come from the war- 
campaign. , 
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15 And Moses said unto them, 
Have yc allowed all the femalea 
to live ? 

16 Behold, these chiefly were 
the cause unto the children of 
Israel, through the counsel of 
Bil’am, to commit the gross tres¬ 
pass against the Loni> in tho 
matter of Pc’or: through which 
there was the plague among the 
congregation of the Loitn. 

17 And now kill ye every male 
among the little ones, and every 
woman that hath known man by 
lying with him, shall yc kill. 

18 But all among the womcn- 
childrcn, that have not known 
a man by lying with him, keep 
alive for yourselves. 

19 But yc,—you must abide 
without the camp seven days: 
all yc who have killed any per¬ 
son, nnd nil who have touched 
nny one slain, shall purify your¬ 
selves on the third day. and on 
tluj seventh day; both you nnd 
your captives. 

20 And every- garment, nnd 
whntever is made of skins, and 
ever} 7 work of goats’ hair, and 
every vessel made of wood, shall 
ye purify unto yourselves. 

21 *j And El’azar the priest 
said unto the men of the army 
who had gone to the battle. This 
is the ordinance of the law which 
the Lonn hath commanded Mo¬ 
ses : 

22 Nevertheless (he gold, and 
the silver, the copper, the iron, 
the tin. and the lend, 

23 Every thing that oomclh 
into the fire shall ye make go 
through the fire, and it shall be 
clean : only it shall be purified 
with the waters of sprinkling: 
and whatsoever doth not come 
into the fire shall yc cnusc to go 
through the water. 

24 And ye shall wash your 
clothes on the seventh day, and 
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ye shall bo clean, and after that 
may ye come into Lhe camp.® 

25 And lliu Loud said unto 
Moses, as followclh, 

26 Take the sum of the booty 
of lhe captives, both of man and 
of cattle, thou, with El’nznr 
tho priest, and the chiefs of 
the families of tho congrega¬ 
tion : 

27 And thou slmlt divido tho 
booty, between thoso that curried 
on tho war, who went out to the 
army, and between all tho con¬ 
gregation. 

28 And thou shalt levy a tri¬ 
bute unto the Loud from the 
men of war who wont out to tho 
army, ono individual from every 
fi t’o hundred, of tho persons, and 
of tho becf-cuttlc, and of tho 
asses, and of the sheep : 

29 From their half shall ye 
take it; and thou shult give it 
unto El’a/ar tho priest, for a 
hoove offering unto Lhe Lonn. 

80 And from tho half of Lhe 
children of Israel, shalt thou 
lake ouo individual, as it may 
ooino, from any lifiy, of the per¬ 
sons, of beef-cattle, of tho asses, 
and of the Hocks, of all manner 
of cattle; and thou shalt give 
the same unto tho Luvitos, who 
keep the charge of tho taberna¬ 
cle of the Loud. 

81 And Moses with El'azar 
the priest did, ns tho Loud hud 
commanded Moses. 

82 And tho booty, boing tho 

rest of the spoil which tho men 
of lhe army hud taken, was of 
sheep and gouts, six hundred 
thousand and sovonly thousand, 
and live thousand, , 

88 And of hoef-eatllo, sovonly 
and two thousand, 

84 And of assos, sixty and ono 
thousand, 

85 And of human persons, of 
Women that had not known muu 


by lying with him, In all thirtj 
and two thousand. 

86 And the half, the portion 
of those who hnd gone out in 
the army, was, in tho number of 
sheep and goals, three hundred 
thousand, and seven and thirty 
thousand and five hundred. 

37 And the tribute unto the 
Loud of the Hocks was six hun¬ 
dred and seventy and five. 

38 And the becf-cuttlc were 
thirty and six thousand ; and 
the tribute thereof unto the LonD 
was seventy and two. 

39 And the asses were thirty 
thousand and five hundred ; and 
the tribute thereof uuto the Loud 
was sixty and one. 

40 And tho human persons 
woro sixteen thousand; and the 
tribute thereof unto the Loud 
was thirty and two persons. 

41 And Moses gave the tri¬ 
bute, tho Loan’s heave-offering, 
unto EFaxiir the priest, us the 
Loud had commanded Moses.'* 

42 And from the half of the 
children of Israel, which Mose9 
divided off from tho men that 
had go no forth in tho army,— 

43 (Now tho half of the con¬ 
gregation was, of sheep and 
gouts three huudred thousand 
and thirty thousand, seven thou¬ 
sand and live hundred, 

44 And beef-cattle, thirty and 
six thousand, 

45 And asses thirty thousand 
five hundred, 

46 And human persons sixteon 
thousand); 

47 And Moses took from this 
half of the ohildron of Israel, as 
it cumo, one from every fifty, of 
man and of caltlo, and gave the 
samo unto the Levitcs, who kept 
thu charge of tho tabernuelo of 
the Loud : us tho LonD hud com¬ 
manded Mosos. 

48 And thoro came near unW 
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Moses the officers who had been 
over Ihc thousands of the nrmy, 
the captains of the thousands, 
and the captains of the hun¬ 
dreds, 

49 And they said unto Moses, 
Thy servants have taken the 
sum >f the men of war who have 
been under our command, and 
there lackcth not odc man of 
US. 

50 "We have therefore brought 
an oblation unto the Lord, each 
what he hath gotten of vessels 
of gold, chains, and bracelets, 
finger-rings, ear-rings, and tab¬ 
lets, to make an atonement for 
our souls before the Loud. 

51 And Moses with El’aznr 
the priest took the gold from 
them, all kinds of wrought arti¬ 
cles. 

52 And all tne gold of the 
offering that they offered up to 
the Lord, was sixteen thousand 
seven hundred and fifty shekels, 
from the captains of the thou¬ 
sands, and from the captains of 
the hundreds. 

53 The men of the army had 
taken spoil, every man for him¬ 
self. 

54 And Moses and El’azar the 
priest took the gold from the 
captains of the thousands and of 
the hundreds, and they brought 
it into the tabcrnaclo of the con¬ 
gregation, ns a memorial for the 
ohiidren of Israel before the 
Loud.* 

CHAPTER XXXII. 

1 Now the children of Reu¬ 
ben and the children of Gad hnd 
ft very great multitude of cattle; 
and they saw the land of Ya'zcr, 
and the land of Gil’ad, that, be¬ 
hold. the place was a place for 
Cftttlo.

5 *[ And they said, If we have 
found grace in thy eyes, let this 
land be given unto thy servants 
for a possession : do not compel 
us to go over the Jordan. 

6 And Moses said unto the 
children' of Gad, and unto the 
children of Reuben, Shall your 
brethren go to the war, and will 
ye sit here ? 

7 And wherefore will you turn 
aside the heart of the ohiidren 
of Israel from going over into 
the land which the LonD hath 
given them? 

8 Thus did your fathers, when 
I sent them from Kudesh-bar- 
nea' to sec the land. 

9 For they went up as far as 
the valley of Eshcol, anti they 
saw the land, and then they 
turned aside the heart of the 
children of Israel, so that they 
would not go into the land which 
the Lord hnd given them. 

10 And the anger of the Lord 
was kindled on that day, and he 
swore, saying, 

11 Surely none of the men 
that came up out of Egypt, from 
twenty years old and upward, 
shall see tho land which I swore 
unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and 
unto Jacob; because they have 
not wholly followed me : 

12 Snvo Caleb the son of 
Yephunneh tho ICcnizzite, and 
Joshua' tho son of Nun; for 
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they hnvo wholly followed the 
Lonn. 

13 And the linger of (he Lonn 
was lhus kindled against Israel, 
»r.d he made them wander about 
in I he wilderness forty years, 
until all the generation was 
spent, that had clone the evil in 
the eyes of the LolU). 

14 And now, behold, ye arc 
risen up in your lathers’ stead, a 
new race of sinful men, to aug¬ 
ment vet more the fierce anger 
of the Bonn (owaid Israel. 

15 For if ye turn away from 
after him, he will yet longer 
leave them in the wilderness; 
and ye will thus ho destruction 
to all this people. 

It) And they cnino near un¬ 
to him, and said, Sliecpfulds will 
we lmild for our cattle horo, utid 
cities for our little ones ; 

17 But we ourselves will go 
ready armed beforo the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, until that we 
have brought them unto their 
[dace; and our little ones shall 
dwell in the fortified cities, be¬ 
cause of the inhabitants of the 
land.

j 22 And when, ouly nfle» the 
jland hath been subdued btdhro 
the Loud, vo will return, and yo 
! be thus guiltless before die Lonn, 
and before Israel: Iheu shall 
this land he yours for a posses¬ 
sion before the Lout). 

23 But if ye will not do so, 
behold, ye linvc sinned against 
the Lonn; nnd yo shall experi¬ 
ence the punishment of your 
sin which will overtake you. 

24 Build yourselves cities for 
your little ones, and folds for 
your Hocks; und that which hath 
proceeded out of your uiouth 
shall yo do. 

25 And the children of Gad 
and the children of Reuben said 
unto Moses, as followcth, Thy 
servants will do as my lord coin- 
mnndeth. 

26 Our little ones, our wives, 
our flocks, nnd all our cattle, 
shall remain there in the cities 
of Gil’nd; 

27 But thy servants will pass 
over, every one Hint is armed for 
the army, before the Lonn, to 
the war, as iny lord speaketh. 

28 And Moses commanded 
concerning them El’azar the 
priest, and Joshua’ the son of 
Nun, and the chiefs of the fami¬ 
lies of the tribes of the children 
of Israel; 

29 And Moses said unto them, 
If the children of Gad and (ho 
children of Reuben do pass with 
you over the Jordan, every one 
that is tinned for the war, boforo 
the Lout), and the land shall be 
subdued beforo you: then shall 
yo give to them the land of Gil- 
'nd for a possession ; 

30 But if they should not pass 
over armed with you, they shall 
Inko possessions among you in 
the land of Cnnn’an. 

31 And tho children of Gad

17 The plain also, aud the 
Jordan, and the adjoining land, 
from Kinncrcth even unto the 
sea of tho plain, the c ult Sea, 
under the declivities of Pisgah, 
eastward.

48 From ’Aro’cr, which is on 
the bank of the river ArnoD, 
even unto Mount Sion, which is 
Chcnnon, 

49 And all the plain on this 
aide of the Jordan eastward, even 
unto the sea of the plain, under 
the declivities of Pisgab.*

The LonD, 
our God, is the One Eternal 
Being. 

5 And thou shnlt love the, 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, j 
and with all thy soul, und with 
all thy might. 

6 And these words which I 
command thee this dny, shall be 
in thy heart: 

7 And thou shnlt tench them 
diligently unto thy children, and 
thou shnlt speak of them when 
thou sittest in thy house, and 
when thou walkest by the way. 
and when thou liest down, and 
when thou risest up. 

8 And thou shalt bind them 
for a sign upon thy hand, and 
they shall be as frontlets between 
thy eyes. 

9 And thou sbalt write them 
upon the door-posts of thy house, 
and upon thy gates.

14 Ye shall not go nfter other 
gods, of the gods of the nations 
which are round about you: 

15 For the Loud thy God is a 
watchful God among you : so 
that the anger of the Loud thy 
God may not be kindled against 
thee, and he destroy thee from 
off the face of the earth. 

16 * Ye shall not tempt the 
Lord your God, ns ye tempted 
him in Mnssah. 

17 Ye shall diligently keep 
the commandments of the Loud 
! yonr God, nnd his testimonies, 
and his statutes, which he hath 
commanded thee. 

IS And thou shnlt do time 
which is right and good in the 
eyes of the Lord: in order that 
it may be. well with thee, and 
that thou mayest go in nnd take 
j possession of the good land which 
the Lord hath sworn unto thy 
lathers, 

19 To east cut all thy enemies 
from before thee: ns the Lord 
hath spoken. 

20 «[ When thy son should nsk 
thee in time to come, savin".

21 Then shalt thou say unto 
thy sjn, We were bond-men ua<

aore, on Egypt, on Pharaoh, and 
on nil hia household, before our 
eyes;

24 Ami the Loan commanded 
ns to do nil those Btntutes, to four 
the Limn our Hod; that it might 
ho well with us at all times, and 
that ho might preservo us nli\e, 
as it is at this day. 

25 And it shall he accounted 
righteousness unto us, if we ob¬ 
serve to do all this command¬ 
ment before the Loiid our God, 
as lie hath commanded ua. 

CHAPTER VII. 

1 % Whkn tho Loud thy God 
shall bring Ihoo into the land 
whither thou goesL to possess it, 
and east out many nations before 
thee, the Ilittiles, and the Gir- 
gasliiles, and tho Emeritus, nnd 
the Oann'imite.H, and tho Poriz- 
zites,and the Un ites, nnd the Je- 
busites, seven nations, groaior in 
number and mightier than thou; 

2 And when the Loan thy 
God shall give them up before 
thee, and thou dost smito them : 
thou shall utterly destroy them; 
thou shall nut make any cove- 
mi tit with them, nor show mercy 
unto them. 

3 Neither shnlt thou mako 
Diurriiigos with them: thy daugh¬ 
ter shnlt (lion not give unto his 
son, and his daughter shall thou 
mil inlto unto thy son. 

4 For he would turn away thy 
Bon from following me, bo that 
they might eorvo other gods; nnd 
the anger of tho Loud would bo 
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kindled ngninst you, and hi 
would destroy thee speedily. 

5 But thus shall ye do unto 
them: their alturs shall ye pull 
down, and their statues shall ye 
breuk, and their groves shall ye 
cut down, and their graven ima- 
gos shall ye burn with tire. 

6 For thou art a holy people 
unto the Loud thy God: of thoe 
the Loan thy God hath made 
choice to bo unto himself a spe¬ 
cial people, above all the nations 
that are upon tho face of the 
earth. 

7 Not because ye are more in 
number than all the nations, did 
the Lonn desire you and make 
choice of you; for yc are the 
fewest of all tho nations; 

8 But on account of the love 
of the Lout) fur you, and because 
he keepeth the oath which he 
hath sworn unto your fnihers, 
hath the Loud brought you out 
with a mighty hand, nnd re¬ 
deemed you oul of the hoqsc of 
bond-men, out of the Imnd of 
Pharaoh (he king of Egypt.* 

0 Know then that the Eternal 
•liy. God, is the God, the faith¬ 
ful God, who keepeth the cove¬ 
nant and the kindness with those 
that love him and with those 
that keep his commandments to 
the thousandth generation;

I From the wilderness and 
this Lebanon even unlo the great 
river, the river Euphrates, nil 
the land of the Ilillitcs, and un¬ 
lo the great sea toward the going 
down of the sun, shall be your 
boundary. 

. r > No man shall be able to 
stand up before thee all the days 
of thy life; as 1 was with Moses, 
so will I he with thee: I will] 
not let thee fail, nor forsake 
I bee. 

0 He sirong and of n good cou-i 
rage; for thou shall divide for 
nn inheritance unto this people 
the land, which I swore unlo 
their fathers to give to them. 

7 Only he llmu strong and 
very courageous, to observe to do 
according to ull the law, which 
Moses my servant lmth com¬ 
manded Ihoe: turn not from it 
L> the right baud or to the loft; 


in order that thou mayestprospei 
whithersoever thou goest. 

8 This book of the law shall 
not depart out of thy mouth : 
but thou shnlt meditate therein 
day and night, in order that thou 
inaycst observe to do according 
to all that is written therein ; for 
then slialt thou make thy way 
prosperous, and then slialt thou 
have good success. 

9 Behold, I have commanded 
thee, Be strong and of good cou¬ 
rn go ; he not dismayed, neither 
he thou discouraged; for the 
Loud thy God is with thee 
whithersoever thou goest. 

1U Then Joshua’ command¬ 
ed the officers of the people, 
saving, 

11 Pass through the midst >of 
the camp, and command the peo¬ 
ple, saying, Prepare yourselves 
provisions; for after only three 
days more yc shall pass over this 
Jordan, to go in to possess the 
land, which the Loan your God 
give ill you, to possess it. 

12 And to the lleubcnilcs, and 
to the Gaditcs, and to half the 
tribe of Menasseh, spoke Joshua' 
saying, 

13 Itemombcr the word which 
Moses the servant of the Loud 
commanded you, snying, Tho 
Loud your God hath granted 
you rest, and hath given you 
this land; 

14 Your wives, your little ones, 
and your cattle, shall remain in 
the land which Moses gave you

ye shall pass over armed before 
your brethren, ell the mighty 
men of valour, and help them; 

15 Until tho Bonn shall have 
granted your hrelhren rest, ns 
bo hath done to you, and they 
also have taken possession of the

name was Rachab, and they 
lodged there. 

2 And it was told unto the 
king of Jericho, saying, Behold, 
men came in hither this night, of 
tho children of Israel, to search 
out the country.

8 And (lie ohildron of Israel 
did so as Joshua’ had command¬ 
ed ; and they look up twelve 
stones out of tho midst of the 
Jordan, as (lie Loud had spoken 
unto Joshua', according to tho 
number of tbo tribes of the cliil- 
iiroll of Israel; and they carried 
them over with them unto the 
dace where they lodged, und 
aid them down there. 

0 Twelve stones also did Jo- 
Bliua’ set up in the midst of Lhu 
Jordan, on the spot where tholect 
of (be priests who bore the ark 
of the eovelumt hud sLood : and 


they have remained there unto 
this day. 

10 But the priests who bore 
the ark stood in the midst of the 
Jordan until every thing was 
finished thut the LonD hud com¬ 
manded Joshua’ to speak unto 
the people, according to all that 
Moses had commanded Jos him’; 
and the people hastened and 
pussed over. 

11 And it came to pass, when 
all the people hud finished pass¬ 
ing over, that the ark of the 
Loan passed over with the priests 
iu the presence of the people. 

12 And the children of llcu- 
bcn, and the children of Gad, 
and the half tribo of Meunsseh, 
passed over armed before the 
children of Israel, us Moses had 
spoken unto them: 

13 About forty thousand ready 
armed for war, did they pass 
over before the Bonn unto battle, 
to the plains of Joricho. 

14 On that day the LonD 
made Joshua' great in the eyes 
of ull Israel; and they feared 
him, ns they had feared Moses, 
till tho days of his life.

18 And it came to pass, when 
the priests that bore the ark of 
tho covenant of the Loud were 
come up out of the midst of 
the Jordan, tho soles of the feet 
of the priests were lifted up uuto 
the dry land, that tho waters of 
tho Jordan returned unto their 
place, and Howod ovor all its 
banks, ns on the precoding days.

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out of the Jordan on the tcnthjshnrp knives, and circumcised

9 And the armed men went 
before the priests lliut blew* with 
the cornels, and the rerewnrd 
came after the ark, going on, 
and blowing with tho cornets. 

10 And Joshua* hud com¬ 
manded tho people, saying, Ye 
shall not shout, nor lot your 
voice be heard, noilher shall any 
word procoed out of your mouth, 
until tho day I bid you, Shout ; 
and then shall ye shout. 

11 So the ark of the Lord 
compassed tho city, going round 
it once; nud they came into the 
camp, and lodged in the camp. 

12 And Joshua' roso early 
in the morning, nnd the priests 
took up the ark of tho Lonn. 

13 And tho seven priosts lie r* 
iug seven cornets of' rums’ horns 
beforo the ark of the Loud went 
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on c ntinually, and blew with 
the cornets ; and the armed men 
went belbre them; and the rcrc- 
ward came after the ark of the 
Lord, going on, and blowing 
with the cornets. 

14 And they compassed the 
city on the second day once, and 
returned into the camp: so did 
they six days. 

15 And it enme to pass on the 
seventh dny, that they rose early 
about the dawning of the day, 
and compassed the city after 
this manner seven limes: only 
on that day they compassed the 
city seven times.

17 And the city shall be de¬ 
voted, it. and all that is therein, 
to the Lord: only Kachab the 
harlot shall live, she and all that 
are with her in the house; be¬ 
cause she did hide the messen¬ 
gers that wc sent. 

18 Hut ye, keep yourselves 
from the devoted things, lest ye 
devote and yet take of the de¬ 
voted things, and make the camp 
of Israol a curse, and trouble it. 

19 And all the silver, and 
gold, and vessels of copper and 
iron, shall ho holy unto the 
Lord: into the treasury of the 
Loud shall they come. 

20 So the people shouted, 
when they blew with the cor¬ 
nels: nnd it came to pass, when 
the people heard the sound of 
the cornet, that the people ut¬ 
tered a great shout, and tho wall 
fell down flat, and the people 
went up into the city, every man 
Btrai gilt before him, and they cap¬ 
tured the city. 

21 And they utterly destroyed 
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all that was in the city, both 
mnn and woman, young and old, 
and ox, and lamb, and ass, with 
the edge of the sword. 

22 But unto the two men that 
had spied out the country, Jo¬ 
shua' said, Go into the house of 
the woman, the harlot, and bring 
out tliencc the woman, and all 
belonging to her, as ye have 
sworn unto her. 

23 And the young men, the 
spies, went in, and brought out 
Kachab, and her father, and her 
mother, and her brothers, nnd 
all belonging to her; and they 
brought out nil her kindred, and 
they left them without the camp 
of Israel. 

24 And the city they burnt 
with fire, and all that was there¬ 
in : only the silver, and the gold, 
and the vessels of copper and of 
iron, they put into the treasury 
of the house of the Lord. 

25 And Kachab the harlot did 
Joshua’ save nlivc, and her fa¬ 
ther’s household, and nil belong¬ 
ing to her; and she dwelt in tho 
midst of Israel even unio this 
day; because she had hidden 
tho messengers, whom Joshua’ 
had sent to spy out Jericho. 

26 And Joshua’ adjured (tho 
people) at that time, saying, 
Cursed be the man before tho 
Lord, that will rise up and build 
this city Jericho: with his first¬ 
born shall he lay its foundation, 
and with his youngest shall ho 
sot up its gates. 

27 f And the Lonn was with 
Joshua’; and his fame was spread 
throughout all the country. 

CHAPTER VII.

them. 

44 And Abimelech, and the 
companies that were with him. 
spread forward, and took posi¬ 
tion in the entrance of tho city- 
gate : and the two other eum 
panics spread over all that wero 
iu llie fields, nt.d smote them. 

4 5 And Abimelech fought 
against tho city all that day; 
ami he captured llio city, and 
tho people that wore Lherein be 
slow; and he beat down the 
city, and sowed it with salt. 

4(1 And when nil the men 
of the lower of Shechem heard 
this, they entered into (ho strong¬ 
hold of the house of llio god Do- 
i ill). 

47 And it whs told unto Abi- 
tnelecli, that all (lie men of (he 
tower of Shechuui wore gathered 
together. 

18 And Abitnclccli wont there¬ 
upon up to mount Zalinon, he 
and all the people that wore with 
ali¬ 


bi in ; and Abimelech took ad 
axe ill bis hand, and cut down 
a bough from a tree, and bore it, 
and laid it on his shoulder; and 
he said unto tho people that wore 
with him, What ye have seen 
that I have done, make haste, 
and do like me. 

49 And nil the people also cut 
down every man his bough, and 
followed Abimelech, and put the 
same to the strong-hold, and set 
the strong-bold over them on 
tire: and thus died also all the 
people of the tower of Shechem, 
about a thousand men and women. 

50 ^ And Abimelech went 
then to Thcbcz, and encamped 
against Thcbcz, and captured it. 

51 But there was a strong 
tower within the city, und thi¬ 
ther fled nil the men and the 
women, and all tho chief persons 
of tho city, nnd shut the doors 
behind tliom, and went up to the 
roof uf the tower. 

52 And Abimelech came up 
to the tower, and fought against 
it, and approached ns far ns the 
door of llio tower to burn it with 
fire. 

53 But a certain woman cast 
a piece of an upper millstone 
upon Abimclcch’s head, and 
crushed his skull. 

54 Then called ho hustily un¬ 
to the young mnn that boro his 
armour, and Suid unto him, 
Draw thy sword, and slny me, 
(hut people may not say of me, 
A woman hath slain him. And 
his young man thrust him 
through, and he died. 

55 And when the men of Is¬ 
rael saw that Ahimelceh was 
dead, they departed every man 
to his place. 

50 Thus did God componaate 
tho evil of Abimelech, which ho 
had done unto his father, in 
slaying his sevonty brothers: 
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57 And all the evil of the men 
of Shcchein did God bring back 
upon their own head; and upon 
them there came the curse of 
Yotbam the son of Yerubba’al. 

CHAPTER X. 

1 f And there arose after Abi- 
melech to deliver Israel Thola’ 
the son of Puah, the son of Dodu. 
a man of Issachnr; and he dwelt 
in Shamir in the mountain of 
Ephraim. 

2 And he judged Israel twenty 
and three years, and then died, 
and was buried in Shamir. 

3 And after him arose Yuir, 
the Gil’aditc, and judged Israel 
twenty and two years; 

4 And he had thirty sons that 
rode on thirty ass-colts, and they 
had thirty cities, which are call¬ 
ed Chavvolh-yiiir unto this day, 
which are in the land of Gil'nd. 

5 And Ynir died, and was 
buried in Kamon. 

6 5[ And the children of Israel 
repeated to do the evil in the 
eyes of the Lord, and they serv¬ 
ed the Be’aliui, and ’Ashtharuth, 
and the gods of Syria, and the 
gods of Zidon, and the gods of 
Moab, and the gods of the chil¬ 
dren i^’Ainmon, and the gods of 
the Philistines, and they forsook 
the Loud, and served not him. 

7 And the anger of the LonD 
was kindled against Israel, and 
he sold them iuto the hand of 
the Philistines, and into the 
hand of the children of’Ammon. 

6 And they afflicted and op¬ 
pressed the children of Israel 
that year; (and) for eighteen 
years all the children of Israel 
that were on the other sido of 
the Jordan in the land of the 
Einorites, which is in Gil’ad. 

9 And the children of ’Am¬ 
mon passed over the Jordan to 
fight also against Judah, and 
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against Benjnmin, and a gain a i 
the houso of Ephraim; so that 
Israel was sorely distressed.* 

10 And the children of Israel 
cried unto the Lono, saying. \V« 
have sinned against thee, be 
cause we have forsaken our God 
and have served the Bc’alim. 

11 And the Lord said untc 
ihe children of Israel. IJehold (1 
delivered you) from the Egyp¬ 
tians, and from the Emorites 
frenn the children of ’Ainimm, 
and from the Philistines. 

12 And when the Zidonians 
and the 'Arnalekites, aud llu 
Ma’onites did oppress you, ant 
ye cried to me, I delivered yoi 
also out of their hand. 

13 And yet ye have forsaker 
me, and served other gods 
wherefore I will deliver you m 
more. 

14 Go and cry unto the god; 
which ye have chosen; let these 
deliver you in the time of you; 
tribulation. 

15 And the children of Isnie 
snid unto the Lord, We huvi 
sinned : do thou unto us entirelj 
as it scemeth good in thy eyes 
only deliver us, wo pray tboo 
this time. 

16 And they put away llu 
strange gods from their midst 
and served the Lord: and lib 
soul whs grieved for the Iroubh 
of Israel. 

17 And the children of’Am 
mon were called together, nn» : 
they encamped in Gil’ad. Anil 
the children of Israel also assem 
bled themselves together, ami 
encamped in Mi/,pah. 

IS And the people, tin 
princes of Gil’ad, said one to an¬ 
other, Whatever man it he thal 
will begin to fight against the 
children of 'Aiumwi, shall be¬ 
come the hoad over all tho in« 
habitants of Gilad. 
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CITAPTER XT. 

1 Now Yiphthncli [Jephtlmh] 
the CjiI’udilu was a mighty umn 
of vnlour, but he win? tbo son of 
n harlot; and Gil'ad had begot¬ 
ten Yiphlhach. 

2 And the wife of Gil’ad also 
bore him sons; and when the 
Buns of (lie wife were grown up. 
they drove nwiiy Yiphthach, and 
paid unto him, Thou shalt not 
inherit in the house of our fa¬ 
ther; for the son of another wo¬ 
man art thou. 

3 And Yiphthaoh fled away 
from his brothers, and dwelt in 
the land of Tob ; and there ga¬ 
thered them selves to Yiphthneh 
idle men, and they went out with 
him. 

4 And it came to pass after 
Nome time, that the children of 
'Ammon made war against Is¬ 
rael. 

5 And it was so, when the 
children of ’Ammon made war 
against Israel, that the elders of 
Gil’ad went to fetch Yiphthneh 
out of the land of Tob. 

0 And they {aid unto Yipli- 
tliaeli, Conic, and heeoinonleader 
mi to us, that we may light with 
the children of ’Ammon. 

7 And Yiphthneh said unto 
the elders of Gil’ad, Did ye not 
hale me, and drive me uwny out 
of my lather's house? and why 
are ye come unto me now, when 
ye are in distress? 

8 And the elders of Gil’nd 
said unto Yiphthneh, Therefore 
are wo now come buck to thee, 
that thou mayosl go with us, and 
light against the children of ’Am- 
inuti; and thou shalt become un¬ 
to us a bead, unto all (ho inha¬ 
bitin' ts of Gil'ad. 

And Yiphthuch said unto 
the elders of Gil’ad, If ye bring 
me homo again to light against 
Uio children of ’Ammon, and the 


ll.oiin givo them up before me, 
ehnll I remain your head? 

10 And the ciders of Gil'ad 
said unto Yiphthuch, The Lord 
shall be a hearer between us, if we 
do not so according to thy word. 

11 Then went Yiphthach with 
the elders of Gil’ud, and the peo¬ 
ple appointed him over them as 
head and leader; and Yiphthneh 
spoke all his words before the 
Lout) in Mizpnh. 

12 And Yiphthach sent mes¬ 
sengers unto the king of the chil¬ 
dren of 'Atnmon, saying, What 
have I to do with thee, that thou 
art come unto me to fight aguinst 
my land? 

13 And the king of the chil¬ 
dren of 'Amraon said unto the 
messengers of Yiphthach, Be¬ 
cause Israel took awuy my land, 
when they came lip out of Egypt, 
from the Anion even unto the 
Vabhok, and unto tho Jordan; 
and now restore these lands 
again in peace. 

14 And Yiphthach again sent 
messengers unto tho king of tho 
children of ’Amnion : 

15 And lie said unto him, 
Thus hath snid Yiphthach, Is¬ 
rael did not take away the land 
of Moiib, nor the land of the 
children of 'Ammon ; 

10 Tor when they came up out 
of Egypt, Israel walked through 
tho wilderness unto the lied Sea, 
and came to Kndcsh ; 

17 And Israel then sent mes¬ 
sengers unto tho king of Edom, 
saying. Lot tnc puss, I pray tlieo, 
through thy land: hut the king 
of Edom would not hearken ; and 
also to the king of Mudh they 
sent; but he would not consent: 
,and Israel remained in Kudesh. 

18 Then they wandered 
through the wilderness, and tra¬ 
velled round the land of Edom, 
and the land of Moiib, and enure 

aOT 
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from the rising of the sun to thel 
land of Mniib, and encamped on| 
the other side of the Arnon ; hut 
they came not within the border 
of Mniib; for the Arnon is the 
boundary of Mniib. 

19 And Israel sent messengers' 
unto Sichon the king of the' 
Emorites, the king of Chcshbon : 
and Israel said unto him, Lotus 
pass, we pray thee, through thy 
land unto my place. 

20 But Sichon trusted not Is¬ 
rael to (let them) pass through 
his territory, and Sichon assem¬ 
bled all bis people, and encamped 
in Yahaz, and fought against Is¬ 
rael. 

21 And the Lord the God of 
Israel delivered Sichon and all 
hie people into the hand of-Is¬ 
rael, and they smote them ; and 
Israel took possession of all the 
land of the Emorites, the inha¬ 
bitants of the country. 

22 And they took possession 
of all the territory of the Einor- 
iles, from the Arnon even unto! 
the Yabbok, and from the wil¬ 
derness even unto the Jordan, j 

23 So now the Lohd the God! 
of Israel hnth dispossessed the 
Emorites from before his people 
Israel, and shouldst thou pos¬ 
sess it ? 

24 Truly ! thnt which Kemosh 
thy god may give thee to pos¬ 
sess, even that canst thou pos¬ 
sess: but whatsoever the Lord 
our God hath driven out frurn be¬ 
fore us, even thaL will we possess. 

25 And now art thou then any 
better than Ilalak the son of Zip- 
por, the king of Moiib? did he 
ever strive agninst Isrnel, or did 
he ever fight agninst them? 

2d (And) while Israel bath 
dw,*lt in Cheshbon and in its 
towns, and in 'Ar’or and in its 
towns, and in all the cities Lhat 
arc along the margins of the 


Arnon, three hundred year* 
why did ye not recover them 
within that time? 

27 Whereas I myself have not 
sinned against thee, and thou 
doest me wrong to war againut 
me: may the Lord, the Judst, 
decide this day between the chib 
dren of Israel and the children 
of 'Ammon. 

2S Nevertheless the king of 
the children of 'Ammon heark¬ 
ened not unto the words of Yiph- 
thaeh which he had sent to him. 

29 *; Then came upon Yipli- 
thaeh the spirit of the Lord, and 
he passed through Gil’nd and 
Mcnasseh, and passed through 
Mi/.pch of Gil’ad, and from 
Mizpeh of Gil'ad he passed over 
unto the children of 'Aminon. 

30 And Yiphlhach made a vow 
unto the Lohd, and said, ff thou 
wilt indeed deliver the children 
of 'Ammon into my hand, 

31 Then shall it be, lhat what¬ 
soever cometh forth out of the 
doors of my house to meet me. 
when I return in peace from the 
children of 'Ammon, shall be¬ 
long to the Lord, and I will oiler 
it up for a burnt-offering. 

32 c So Tiphthaeh passed over 
unto the children of 'Amnion to 
tight against them: and the Lord 
delirered them into his hand. 

33 And he smote them from 
’Aro’er. even till thou comcst to 
Minnilh, twenty cities, and unto 
Abel-keramin, with a very great 
defeat: nnd the children of ‘Am¬ 
mon were humbled before thu 
children of Isrnel. 

34 ^ And Yiphlhach came to 
Mizpnh unto his house, and. 
behold, his daughter came out to 
meet him with timbrels and with 
dances: nnd she wns his sola 
child ; he had beside her neither 
son nor daughter. 

35 And it came to pass, when 
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ic saw her, that he rent hit) gar¬ 
ments, and Alas, my daugh¬ 
ter ! thou hast he til me down 
/cry low, and thou nrt one of 
diusc I hal t rouble me ; for I lmvo 
jpciieil my nuuitli'unlo the Lonu, 
mil I cannot go hack. 

30 And site said unto him, My 
fnlhcr. if thou hast opened th}' 
r.outh unto the Lonn, do to me 
n accordance with whul hath 
oroceeded out of (hy mouth; 
lim-e the Loud hath taken ven- 
' 0111 ) 1 'e for thee on thy enemies, 
jii the eliildrcn of 'Ammon. 

37 And she said unto her fu¬ 
ller, Lot this tiling he done for 
aie: Let me alone two months, 
hat I mny descend to the uioun- 
(Jiius, and he wail my virginity, 
I with my companions, 

3$ And he said, Go. Ajad he 
jent her away for two months: 
and sho went with her compa¬ 
nions, and bewailed her virginity 7 
on the mountains. 

39 And it emno to pass at the 
Bnd of two months, that sho re¬ 
turned unto her father, and he 
fulfilled on her his vow which 
he hud vowed; and sho knew no 
man ; and it became a custom in 
ijsruel, 

40 That the daughters of Is- 
Tael went from year to yenr to 
lament for the daughter of Yiph- 
thaeli the Gil’aditc four days in 
the year. 

CHAPTER XIL 

1 And tho men of Ephraim 
Were called together, and went 
northward, and said unto Yiph- 
thaeli, Wherefore didst thou pass 
over to light against tho children 
of ’Ammon, and didst not call for 
us to go with thee? thy house 
will wo burn over llieo with tiro. 

2 And Yiphthach said unto 
them, I ami my people wore 
groutly engaged iu strife with 
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the children of ’Ammon; and 1 
called you, but yc helped me not 
out of thoir hand. 

3 And when I saw that yo 
helled me not, I put my life in 
my Land, and passed over to the 
children of ’Ammon, and the 
Lonn delivered them into iny 
hand; and why then are ye 
come up unto me this day, to 
light against me ? 

4 Then Yiphtliach gathered 
togelhor all the men of Gil’ud, 
and fonght with Ephraim; anil 
tho men of Gil’ad smote Ephraim, 
because (hey said, Ye arc fugi¬ 
tives of Ephraim : Gil’ad is in 
the midst, between Ephraim and 
Menassch. 

5 And the Gil'nditcs seized on 
the passages of the Jordan bo- 
loro the Ephrui miles; and it 
came to pass, w hen the Ephraun¬ 
ites who had escaped said, Let 
mo pass over; that the men of 
Gil’ad said unto him, Art tliou 
an Ephrathito? und if lie said. 
No; 

6 Then said they unto him, 
Do say, Shibboleth; but when 
lie said, Sibbolclh, and was not 
able to pronounce it correctly, 
they laid hold of him and slew 
him on the passages of the Joi- 
dan ; and there fell at that time 
of tho Ephraimitcs forty and two 
thousand. 

7 Ami Yiphthach judged Is¬ 
rael six years; and then died 
Yiphthach the Gil’adile, and was 
buried in ono of tho cities of 
Gil’ad. 

8 And after him there judged 
Israel Ib/.an of Both-led) cm. 

9 And lie had thirty sons; nod 
thirty daughtors lie sent abroad, 
and thirty daughters ho brought 
in for his sons from abroad: and 
ho judged Isrnel seven years. 

10 Thon died Ih/.an, and was 
buriod at Bclh-lochom. 

3UQ 
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11 And. after him there 
judged Israel Elon the Zebu- 
lonitc: and he judged Israel ten 
years. 

12 Then died Elon the Zebu- 
Ionite, and was buried in Aynlon 
in the country of Zebulun. 

13 And after him there 
judged Isrncl ’Abdon the son of 
Hillel the Pir’ulhonitc. 

14 And he had forty sons and 
thirty grandsons, that rode on 
seventy nss-colts: and he judged 
Israel eight years. 

15 Then died ‘Abdon the son 
of Hillel the Pir’athonile, and 
was buried in Pir’aLhon in the 
land of Ephraim, iu the rnoun- 
taiu of the ’Amalekitcs. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

1 ^jl And the children of Is¬ 
rael did again the evil in the 
eyes of the Lonn ; and the Loan 
delivered them into the hand of 
the Philistines forty years. 

2 ^ And there was a certain 
man of Zor ah, of the family of 
the Danitcs, whose name was 
Manoach: nnd his wife was bar¬ 
ren, and did not bear.

50 An d the name of S a ill’s 
wife was Achino’am, the daugh¬ 
ter of Achinia'az: and the name 
of the captain of his army was 
Abiner, the son of Ner, Saul's 
uncle. 

51 And Kish the father of 
Sniil, and Ner the father of Ab¬ 
ner, were each the son of Abicl. 

52 And the war against the 
Philistines was violent all tbc 
days of Saul: and when Saiil 
saw any strong man, or any 
valiant man, he Look hiui unto 
hi in self. 

CHAPTER XV. 

1 And Saiuucl said unto 
Saiil, Me did the Lord send to 
anoint thee as king over his 
people, over Israel; and now 
hearken thou unto the voice of 
the words of the Lord. 

2 Thus hath said the Lord 
of hosls, I remember what 'Aina- 
lek did to Israel, how he lay in 
wait for him on the way, when 
he came up from Egypt. 

3 Now go and smite ’Amalek, 
and devote all that they have, 
and spare them not; but slay 
both man and woman, infant 
and suckling, ox and lamb, 
camel and ass.

30 And every base bad four 
copper wheels, and axles of cop¬ 
per; and its lour corners had 
undersotters: under the laver 
were the undorsetters cast on ; 
at tho side of each were pen¬ 
dants. 

31 And its mouth was within 
the capital and above a cubit in 
height; but the mouth of this 
was rounded after the work of 
the base, a cubit aud a half- 
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cubit; and nleo upon its month 
were carvings; and their borders 
were squure, not rounded. 

32 And the four wheels were 
under the borders; and the axle- 
trees of the wheels were joined 
to the base: aud the height of 
each one wheel was a cubit and 
a half-cubit. 

33 And the workmanship of 
the wheels was like the work¬ 
manship of a chariot-wheel : 
their axletrecs, and their naves, 
and their felloes,and ibeirspokes, 
were all east. 

34 And there were four under- 
setters to the four corners of each 
one base: the undersetters were 
of one piece with the base itself. 

35 And on the top of the base 
was a rounded compass of half 
a cubit high : and on the topi of 
the base were its side-ledges; and 
its borders were of one piece with 
itself. 

36 And he engraved on the 
plates of its side-ledges and on 
its borders, cherubim, lions, and 
palm-trees : and in the open 
space of every one were pendant 
wreaths round about. 

37 After this manner did be 
make the ten buses: one easting, 
one measure, one form, was thcro 
for all of them.

4H And Solomon made all the 
vessels that pertained unto the 
house of the Loud: The altar 
of gold, and tho table where¬ 
upon Llio show-bread was, of 
gold, 

40 And tho candlesticks, five 
on the right side, and five on the 
left, before tho debir, of pure 
gold, with the flowers, and the 
lumps, and tho tongs of gold, 

50 And tho bowls, and the 
knives, and tho basins, and the 
spoons, and the censors of puro 
gold; and the hinges, for tho 
doors of the inner lion so, for the 
holy of holies, for the doors of 
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the house, and for the temple, 
(were) of gold. 

61 f And so was ended all the 
work that king Solomon made 
for the house of the Loito: and 
Solomon brought in the things 
sanctified by David his father, 
the silver, and the gold, nnd the 
vessels, (and) he placed (thesej 
in the treasuries of the house of 
the Lonn. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

1 ^ Tiikn did Solomon assem¬ 
ble the elders of Israel, nnd all 
the heads of the tribes, the 
princes of the divisions of the 
children of Israel, unto king So¬ 
lomon in Jcrusnlem, to bring up 
the ark of the covenant of the 
Loan out of the city of David, 
which is Zion. 

2 And all the men of Israel 
assembled themselves unto king 
Solomon at tho feast in tho 
month Elhnniin, which is the 
seventh month. 

3 And all tho ciders of Israel 
came, and tho priests took up the 
ark. 

4 And they brought up the 
ark of the Loan, and the taber¬ 
nacle of tho congregation, nnd 
all Lha holy vessels that were in 
the tabernacle: even these did 
lho priests and the Levitcs bring 
up. 

5 And king Solomon, nnd all 
tho congrogntion of Israel, Lliat 
were assembled unto him, were 
with him before the ark, sacri¬ 
ficing sheep and oxen,that could 
not ho told nor numbered for 
multitude. 

6 And the priests brought in 
tho ark of the covenant of the 
Lonn unto its place, into the de¬ 
bir of the house, into tho most 
holy place, under tho wings of 
tho cherubim. 

7 For tho ehorubim spread 
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forth Ihcir wings over the place 
of the ark, and the cherubim 
covered the ark and its staves 
from above. 

8 And they had made the 
staves so long, that the ends of 
the staves were seen out in the 
holy place in the front of the debir. 
but they were not seen without; 
and they have remained there 
until this day. 

9 There was nothing in the 
ark save the two tnblos of stone, 
which Moses had pla* cd therein 
at Ilorcb, where the LonD made 
a covenant with the children of 
Israel, when they came out of 
the land of Egypt. 

10 And it came to pass, when 
the priests were come out of the 
holy pi ace, I lint the cloud filled 
the house of the Lonn: 

11 And the priests were not 

able to stand to minister because 
of the cloud ; for the glory of the 
Loud had filled the house of thei

For the 
cause that they forsook the Lord 
their God, who had brought 
forth their fathers out of the 
land of Egypt, and took hold of 
other gods, and bowed down to 
them, nnd served them : there¬ 
fore hath the Lord brought upon 
them nil this evil.

22 For the king had a Thar 
shish-ship at sea with the ship 
of Hiram : once in three years 
the Thnrshish-ship used to come 
home, IndeD with gold, nnd sil¬ 
ver, ivory, nnd apes, and pea¬ 
cocks. 

23 And king Solomon became 
greater than all the kings of the 
earth for riches and for wisdom.

So 
they came to Jericho. 

5 And the sons of the prophets 
that were at Jericho came nenf 
to Elisha*, and said unto him, 
Knowest thou that to-dny the 
Loud will tako away thy master 
from thy head ?

8 And Elijah took his mantle, 
and folded it together, and smote 
the waters, and they were di¬ 
vided hither and thither, nnd 
they went, both of them, over oa 
dry ground. 

U And it came to pns9, wh**n 
they passed over, that Elijah 
said unto Elisha’, Ask what I 
shall do for Mice, before I shall 
bo taken away from tlioo. And 
Elisha’ said, Lot there be, I pray 
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tbcc, a double portion of thy 
Bpirit upon me. 

10 And he said, Thou host 
asked a hard thing: if thou see 
me when I am taken from thee, 
It shall he so (given) unto thee : 
but if not, it shall not be. 

11 And it came to pass, as 
they went on, speaking ns they 
wore going, that, behold, there 
came a chariot of fire, and horses 
of fire, and parted them both 
asunder; and Elijah went up by 
a storm-wind to heaven. 

12 And Elisha’ saw it, and he 
cried, My father, my father, the 
chariot of Israel, and their horse¬ 
men. And he saw him no more; 
and he took hold of his dot-lies, 
anil rent them in two pieces. 

Id And lie lifted up the man- 
tie of Elijah that had fnllen from 
him, and went hack, and stood 
by the border of the Jordan ; 

14 And he took the mantle of 
Elijah that had fallen from him, 
and smote the waters, and said, 
Where is Urn Loan the God of 
Elijah ? and when lie also had 
smitten the waters, they parted 
hither and thither; and Elisha' 
passed over. 

15 And when the sons of the 
prophets who were at Jericho, at 
a distance, saw him, they said. 
The spirit of Elijah doth rest on 
Elisha’. And they came forth 
to meet him, and bowed them¬ 
selves unto him to the ground. 

16 And they said unto him, 
Behold now, there arc among 
thy servants fifty strong men: 
let them go, we pray thee, and 
seek thy master; peradventure 
the Spirit of tho Lord hath 
taken him up, and enst him upon 
one of the mountains, or into 
one of the valleys. Aud he said, 
Vo must not send. 

17 And they urged him till 
he was nshamed, when he said, 
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Send. And they sent fifty men, 
and they sought Lhrec days, but 
found him not.

20 And he said, Fetch me a 
new flask, and put salt (herein : 
and they fetched it to him. 

21 Arid he went forth 1111 (<■ 
the spring of the waters, anil 
cast therein the salt, and said, 
Thus hath snid the Lord, I have 
healed these waters: there shall 
not be from there any more 
death or untimely births. 

22 So the waters were healed 
unto this day, according to (he 
word of Elisha’ which lie spoke. 

23 And he went up from 
there to Bethel: and as he was 
going up by the way, there caimi 
forth young lads out of the city, 
and they mocked him, and said 
unto him, Go up, bald-head! gu 
up, bold-hcad!

CHAPTER III.

() And king Jehorain went out 
of Samaria nt that timo, and 
mitnhered all Israel. 

7 And he went ami sont to Jo- 
hosliaplmt the king of Judah, 
saying, the king of Moiib hath 
rebelled against me: wilt thou 
go with me against Moiih to bat¬ 
tle ? And ho said, I will go up, 
I as thyself, my people as thy 
people, my horses as thy horses. 

8 And he said, Which way 
shall wo go up? And ho said. 
The way through the wilderness 
of Edom. 

!i So the king of Israel went, 
with the king of Judah, and the 
king of Edom; and they took a 
circuitous route, a seven days' 
journey; and there was no wa¬ 
ter for the camp, and for tho cat¬ 
tle that followed in their train. 

1(1 And (lie king of Israel 
said, Alas! that the Lout) hath 
called these three kings, to de¬ 
liver them into the hand of 
Moiih! 

11 Hut Johoslmphnt said, Is 
there not hero a pro pilot of the 
Loud, that wo may inquire of 
the Loud l’roui him?

rael's servants and said, Here is 
Elisha' the son of Shaphat, who 
poured water on the hands of 
Elijah.

13 And Elisha' said unto the 
king of Israel, Wit at have I to 
do with thee ? go to the prophets 
of thy father, and to the pro¬ 
phets of thy mother. And the 
king of Israel said unto him, 
Not so ; lor the Loith hath called 
tli esc three kings, to deliver them 
into the hand of Moiib. 

14 And Elisha' said, As tho 
Loud of hosts livetli, before 
whom I have stood, surely, were 
it not that I regard the presence 
of Jelioshaphat tho king of Ju¬ 
dah, I would not look toward 
thee, nor see thee. 

15 But now bring ino a musi¬ 
cian. And it came to pass, when 
tho musician played, that the 
inspiration of tho Loud came 
upon him.

17 For thus hath said the 
Loud, Ye shall not perceive wind, 
nor shall yo sec rain : yet this 
valley shall he filled with water, 
that yo may drink, yourselves, 
and your flocks, and your cattle. 

18 And this is yet too light a 
thing in the eyes of the Loud; 
and ho will also deliver the Mo 
abitos into your hand. 

It) And ye shall sinito every 
fortilied city, and every choice 
city, and every good troc shal; 
ye fell, and all springs of water 
shall yo stop, and every good 
pieco of land shull ye spoil with 
stones. 
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20 And it came to puss in the 
morning, at the time when the 
meat-offering is offered, that, be¬ 
hold, there came water by the 
way from Edom, and the coun¬ 
try was filled with the.water. | 

21 And when all the Moabites 
heard that the kings were come 
up to fight against them, they 
were called together from every 
one who was girded with a sword, 
and upward, and they posted 
themselves on the border. 

22 And when they rose up 
early in the morning, and the 
eun shone upon the water, the 
Moiibitcs saw the water at a dis¬ 
tance as red as blood. 

23 And they said, This is blood; 
the kings have certainly had a 
contest among themselves, and 
they have smitten one another: 
and now, up to the spoil, Moiib. 

2d But when they came to the 
camp of Israel, the Israelites 
rose up and smote the Moabites, 
so that they tied before them ; 
and they smote the Moil biles 
completely, even in their own 
country. 

25 And (he cities they pulled 
down, and in to every good piece 
of Innd they cast every man his 
stone, and tilled it up, and every 
spring of water they slopped, 
and every good tree they felled, 
until they left only its stones in 
Kir-charcsclh, and this the sling- 
ers encompassed and smule it. 

26 Ami when the king of Mo- 
ab 6nw that tho battle was too 
strong for him, he took with him

the sword, to break through unto 
the king of Edom; but they 
could not. 

27 Then took lie his eldest son 
that should have reigned in his 
stead, and offered him for a 
burnt-offering upon the wall. 
And there was great indignation 
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against Israel: and they departed 
from him, and returned to theii 
land. 

CHAPTER IV.

10 And Elisha’said unto him, 
Go, say unto him, Thou mu/u.<t 
certainly recover; neverththai 
the Lord bath shown me thut lia 
shall surely die.

6 Then wroie he to them a 
letter the second time, saying. 1 
If ye be for me, and if yo will 
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hearken unto my voice, then 
take the bends of the men, your 
master’s sons, and come to me tc 
Yizrc’el by this time to-morrow. 
Now the king's 90 ns, seventy 
persons, were with the great men 
of the city, who brought t;cm 
up.

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Lord, the money of every one 
that pnsseth the numbering, the 
money any man is' valued at, 
and all the money Lhat comelh 
into any man's heart to bring 
into the house of the Lord, 

6 The priests shall take to 
themselves, every man from his 
acquaintance; and they shall 
repair the breaches of the house, 
wheresoever any breach may be 
found. 

7 % But it happened, that in 
the three and twentieth year of 
king Yehoash the priests had 
not repaired the breaches of the 
bouse. 

8 Then called king YebVash 
for Ychoyada’ the priest, and 
the (other) priests, and he said 
uoto them, Wherefore do ye not 
repair the breaches of the house ? 
and now ye shall take no more 
money lrom your acquaintances, 
hut ye shall give it up (at once) 
for the breaches of the house. 

9 And the priests consented 
neither to take any more money 
from the people, nor to repair 
the breaches of the house. 

10 But Ychoyada' the priest 
took a chest, and bored a hole 
in its lid, and he placed it be¬ 
side the altar, on the right side 
as one comcth into the house of 
the Lord : and the priests that 
kept watch at the threshold put 
therein all the money, that wns 
brought into the house of the 
Lonn. 

11 And it happened, when 
they saw that there was much 
money in the chest, that the 
king’s scribc»and the high-priest 
came up, and they put up in 
hags, after having counted, the 
money that was found in the 
house of the Lord. 

12 And they gave the money, 
after it was counted, into the 
hands of those who overlooked

the workmen, lhat had been ap¬ 
pointed as overseers of the house 
of the Loud : and they laid it 
out to the carpenters and to the

17 The money for trespass- 
offerings and the money fur sin- 
offerings was not brought into 
the house of (he Lord : it be¬ 
longed to the priests. 

IS *[[ At that time Clmzael the 
king of Syria weut up, and 
fought against Gath, and cap¬ 
tured it: and Cbazncl directed 
his face to go up ugainst Jeru¬ 
salem. 

19 Then took Yehoiish the 
king of Judah all the hallowed 
things thnt Jchoshnphat, Jelic- 
ram, nod Achazyahu, his fa¬ 
thers, the kings of Judah, had 
dedicated, and his own hallowed 
things, and all the gold that waa 
found in the treasures of the 
house of the Lord, and in the 
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king's houso, nnd pent it to Cha- 
zael the king of Syria: and ho 
withdrew from Jerusalem. 

20 And the rest of the acts of 
Wash, and all that he did, be¬ 
hold, they are written in the 
b w>k of tho chronicles of the 
kings of Judah.

CHAPTER Xlir.

11 And the king of Assyria

3 And he did what is right in 
the eye* of the Bonn, in accord* 
ance with all that David his fa.; 
ther had done. 

4 He it was that removed the 
higb-plaecs, and broke tho sta¬ 
tues, and cut down the groves, 
and stamped in pieces the copper 
•erpent that Moses had made; 
for until those days were tho 
children of Israel burning in- 
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of Media ; 

12 Because they had not obey¬ 
ed the voice of the Eoro tln-ir 
God, but had transgressed hii 
covenant, all that Moses the por 
rant of the Loan bad command¬ 
ed ; and had not obeyed, nor 
done accordingly. 

13 •[ And in tho fourteenth yoar 
of king Hezckiuh did Scmmcho- 
rib [Saneherib] the king of As¬ 
syria come up against all tho for- 
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filled cities of Judah, and seized 
m them. 

14 And Ilczckiah tho king of 
Tudnli wont to Lhe king of Assy¬ 
ria to Lachish, saying, I have 
linnod; retire from me: what 
hou wilt impose on me will I 
mur. And the king of Assyria 
ixacted from Ilezekiuh the king 
>!’ Judah three hundred talents 
-f silver and thirty talents of 
told. 

l. r » And Ilezekiuh gave up all 
ho silver that was found in the 
muse of the Loan, and in the 
renames of the king’s house, 
i Id At that time did Ilozckiuh 
lot o(T (the gold from) the doors 
■f the icmplo of the Loud, and 
win the door-sills which lle/.e- 
ciali the king of Judah had over- 
aid, and gave the sumo to the 
;ing of Assyria. 

17 And the king or Assyria 
tent Tlinrtluin and Ilnb-suriss 
md lluhshakeh from Lachish to 
ting Ilezekiuh with a slrong 
u*my against Jerusalem. Ami 
they went up and came to Jcru- 
Inlein ; and when they were come 
ip, they enmo and halted by the 
u|uodiictof tho upper pool, which 
ik on the highway of the washer’s 
Itild. 

lft And they called for the 
King, when ihoro camo out to 
ihem Elynkiiu the son of Chilki- 
*ruhu, who was superintendent 
iver the house, and Shebmih the 
scribe, and Yohch the son of As- 
nipli tho recorder. 

1!) And lluhshakeh said unto 
thorn. Say ye now to Ilezekiuh, 
Thus hath said tho groat king, 
the king of Assyria, What con 
11 donee is this whore with thou 
hast trusted 7 

20 Thou saidst, but it was 
only a word uttered with the lips, 
I have) counsel and strength 
or the war. Now on whom didst 
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thou trust, that thou rcbclledst 
against me? 

21 Now, behold, thou truslcdst 
thee upon yon cracked reed- 
stuff, upon Egypt, which, if u 
man lean on it, will enter into 
his hand, and pierce it: so is 
Pharaoh the king of Egypt unto 
all that trust on him. 

22 But if ye should say unto 
me, In the Loud our God have 
we trusted.,: is he not the one 
whose high-places and whose 
altars llezckiah hull) removed, 
when he said to Judah and to 
Jerusalem, Before this altar shall 
ye prostrate yourselves in Jeru¬ 
salem ? 

23 And now I pray thee, enter 
into a contest with my master 
the king of Assyria, and I will 
give thee two thousand horses, 
if thou bo able on thy part to set 
riders upon them. 

24 Jlow then wilt thou turn 
buck the face of a single chief¬ 
tain among the least of my mas¬ 
ter’s servants, while thou hast 
put thy trust on Egypt for cha¬ 
riots and fur horsemen ? 

25 Now am 1 come up with¬ 
out tho Loud (’s will) against 
Ibis place to destroy ii? Tho 
Loud hath said to me, Go up 
against this lund, and destroy 
it. 

2G Then said Elyakim the son 
of t’hilkiyahu, and Slmbnab, and 
Yoiich, unto Ruhshakch, Speak, 
wc pray thee, to thy servants in 
tho Syrian language ; for we un¬ 
derstand it: nnd speak not with 
us iu the Jewish language before 
the ears of tho people that are on 
the wall. 

27 But Ruhshakch said unto 
them, Hath my master then scut 
mo to thy master, and lo thee, to 
speak those words ? is it not 
ratbor to the men who sit on the 
wall, that llioy may eat their own 
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excrement, and drink their own 
urine with you ? 

28 Then stood Rnbshakch up 
and called out with a loud voice 
in the Jewish language, and 
Bpoke, and said, Hear ye the 
word of the great king, the king 
of Assyria: 

29 Thus hath said the king, 
Let not Ilezekiah deceive you ; 
for he will not he able to deliver 
you out of his haud; 

30 Neither let Ilczekiah in¬ 
duce you to trusL in the Lord, 
saying, The Lonn will surely 
deliver us, and this city will not 
be given up into the hand of the 
king of Assyria: 

31 Hearken not to Hezckiah^ 
for thus hath said the king of 
Assyria, Make a treaty of peace 
will me, and come out to me. 
nnd eat ye every man of liis own 
vine, and every man of his fig- 
trec, and drink ye every man the 
waters of his cistern ; 

32 Until I come and take you 
away to aland like your own land, 
a land of corn and wine, a land 
of bread and vineyhrds, a land 
of oil-olive trees, nnd of honey, 
that ye may live, nnd not die: 
and hearken not unto Ilezekiah : 
for he will mislead you, saying, 
The Loud will deliver us. 

33 Have the gods of the na¬ 
tions delivered in anywise each 
his land out of the hand of the 
king of Assyria ? 

31 Where are the gods of Cha- 
mutli, and of Arpad ? where are 
tho gods of Scpharvnyim, Hena’, 
and Tvvnh ? havo they then 
delivered Samaria out of my 
hand ? 

35 Who are they among all 
tho gods of the countries, that 
have delivered their country out 
of my hand, that the Lord should 
deMvor Jerusalem out of my 
h» ad ? 


36 But the people remained 
silent, and answered him not a 
word; for it whs the king’s com¬ 
mand, saying, Ye shall not an¬ 
swer him. 

37 Then came Elyakitu lh« 
son of Chilkiyah, who was su¬ 
perintendent over the house, and 
Shebnah the scribe, and Vouch 
the son of Assnph the recorder, 
to Ilezekiah with their clothes 
rent; and they told unto him the 
words of Ilabshukeh. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

1 And it came to pass, when 
king Ilezekiah heard it, that he 
rent his clothes, and covered 
himself with sackcloth, and went 
iuto the house of the Loud. 

2 And he sent Elynkim, who 
was superintendent over tho 
house, and Sholmah the scribe, 
and the elders of the priests, 
covered with sackcloth, to Isaiah 
[Yeshu’yatiu] the prophet the son 
of Amoz. 

3 And they said unto him, 
Thus hath said Ilezekiah, A day 
of trouble, nnd of rebuke, and 
derision is this day ; for the chil¬ 
dren are come to the birth, and 
there is not strength to bring 
forth. 

4 Perhaps the Lord thy God 
will hear all the words of Rnb- 
shukch, whom the king * f Assy¬ 
ria his master hath scut blas¬ 
pheme the living God ; and who 
hath reproached with the words 
which the Loud thy God hath 
heard: wherefore lift up a prayer 
iu behalf of the remnant that is 
still found here. 

5 And the servants of king 
Ilozekiah came to Isaiah. 

l> And Isaiah said unto them, 
Thus shnll ye say to your mus¬ 
ter, Thus hath said the Lord, lie 
not afraid because of the words 
which thou hast hoard, with 
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which the boys of the kiug of 
Assyria, hnve blasphemed ino. 

7 Behold, I will put an (other) 
spirit in him, that,when lie will 
hear a rumour, he shall return 
tu his own land : and I will cuuse 
him to fall by the sword in his 
own land. 

8 And IlabBhftkeh roturned, 
and found the king of Assyria 
warring against Lihnah ; fur he 
hud heard that ho was departed 
from Luchish. 

9 And he hoard it said of Thir- 
hakuh the king of Ethiopia, Be¬ 
hold, he is come out to light with 
thee; and he again sent messen¬ 
gers unto Ilozekiuh, saying, 

10 Thus shall ye say to Ileze- 
kiali the king of Judah, as fol¬ 
io wet li, Let not thy God iu whom 
thou trustest deceive thee, say¬ 
ing, Jerusalem shall not be given 
up into the hand of the king of 
Assyria. 

11 Behold, thou thyself hast 
hoard what the kings of Assyria 
have dune to all the lauds, by 
destroying them utterly; and 
thou alone shouldeL be delivered ? 

12 Iliivu the gods of the na¬ 
tions which my fathers destroyed 
delivered them ; us Guz.au, and 
Cliaraii, and Itczoph, and the 
children of 'Eden who were in 
Thclussur if 

lit Wlicro iu the king of Cbn- 
niath, and the king of Arpiul, 
and the king of the city of So- 
pUarvayiin, of Heim’, aud Tv- 
vuh ? 

14 And Ilozekiuh took the loi¬ 
ters out of the hand of the mes¬ 
sengers, and road them: aud 
)Ie/.ekinh went up into the house 
of the 1 jOhd, and spreud them 
out before the Eoitl). 

lj % And II o/.ckinh prayed 
holoro the Loud, ami said, 0 
Loud God of Israel, who dwell¬ 
ing between the cherubim, thou 


|art the (true) God, thou alone, 
| for all the kingdoms of the earth ; 
for it is thou who hast made the 
heavens and the earth. 

10 Bend down, 0 Lonn, Ihy 
iear, and hear! opcu, 0 Loud, 
thy eyes, and see ! and hear the 
I words of Senmichurib, that which 
he hath sent to blaspheme the 
•living God. 

17 Truly, Loud, the kings of 
Assyria have devastated tho na¬ 
tions and their lund, 

18 And they have placed their 
gods into the lire; lor they are 
no gods, but tho work of man’s 
hands, wood and stone; and 
these have they destroyed. 

19 Aud now, 0 Loud our God, 
save us, I beseech thee, out of 
his hand, that all the kingdoms 
of tho earth may know that thou 
urt tho Loud God, thou alone. 

20 \\ Then sent Isaiah the son 
of Amo/, to Hezekiuh, saying. 
Thus hulh said tho Loud tho 
God of Israel, What thou hast 
prayed to me concerning Senua- 
icherib the kiug of Assyria have 
I hoard. 

21 This is the word that the 
I Loud hath spokeu over him : She 


jdespisotli Iheo, she laughoth thee 
ito scorn, tho virgiu daughter of 
[Zion; behind thco shaketh her 
bend the daughter of Jerusalem. 

22 Whom hast thou blas¬ 
phemed, and (whom) hast thou 
scorned ? and against whom hast 
thou raised thy voieo, and lifted 
up thy eyes on high? against 
[the Iloly One of Israel. 

23 By thy messengers thou 
hast blasphemed tho Lord, and 
hast said, Willi the multitude of 
my chariots am I indeed come 
up to the height of the moun¬ 
tains, to the sides of Lebanon, 
and I will cut down its tall 
cedars, tho choico of ils fir-lreos ; 
and I will enter inLo the lodging* 
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on its summit, Ibe forest of its 
fruitful soil. 

24 I have dug and drunk 
slrnngo waters, and I will dry 
up with the sole of my feet all 
the sfrenms of besieged places. 

25 Hadet thou not heard that 
ill distant ages I bad prepared 
this ? in the times of antiquity 
when I formed it ? now have I 
brought it nlong, and it came to 
pass, to desolate into ruinous 
heaps fortified cities. 

26 And thus their inhabitants 
were short of power, they were 
disninyed and confounded ; they 
were as the herbs of the field, 
and as the green grnssj ns the 
moss on the house-tops, nnd 
corn blasted before the ear ap- 
pcnrolh. 

27 But thy abiding and thy 
going <»ut and thy coming in do 
I know, and thy raging agninst 
me. 

28 Because of thy rnging 
agninst me nnd thy tumult that 
is come up into my ears, will I 
put my hook in thy nose, nnd 
my bridle between thy lips; nnd 
I will cause thee to turn back on 
the way by which thou cnnicst. 

29 And this shall be unto thee 
the sign, Ye shall eat this year 
what groweth of itself, nnd in 
the second year what springeth 
up after the same; and iu (lie 
third year, sow and reap, and 
plant vineyards, and cat their 
fruit. 

30 And the remnant of the 
house of Judah that is escaped 
•hall yet again strike root down¬ 
ward, and bear fruit upward. 

31 For out of Jcrusnlem shall 
go forth a remnant, nnd that 
which escapeth out of mount 
Zion : the zeal of the Loud of 
hosts will do this. 

32 Therefore thus hath snid 
the Lonn concerning the king 
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of Assyria, He shall not come 
into this city, and he shall not 
shoot nn arrow tlier«on, nor come 
before it with shield, nor cast up 
agninst it nn embankment. 

33 On the way by whic h fee 
came, by the same shall he re¬ 
turn, and into this city shall he 
not come, saith the Loan. 

34 And I will shield this city, 
to save it, for my own sake, and 
for the sake of David my ser¬ 
vant. 

35 And it came to pass, on 
the same night, that an angel of 
(lie Loud went out and smote in 
the camp of the Assyrians one 
hundred eighty and five thou¬ 
sand men : und when people 
arose cnrlv in the morning, be- 
hold, they were nil dead corpses. 

36 Aud Sennacherib the king 
of Assyria then departed, and 
went nnd returned, und dwelt at 
Nineveh. 

37 And it came to pass, as he 
was prostrating himself in the 
house of Nisroch his god, that 
Adrammelech and Sharczcr his 
sons smote him with the sword : 
and they escaped into the laud 
of Ararat And Essnr-chaddon 
his son became kiug in his stead. 

CHAPTER XX. 

1 ^ In those days Hczekiah 
fell sick unto death: and there 
came to him Isaiah the son of 
Atnoz the prophet, and said unto 
him, Thus hath said the Lord, 
Give thy cliargo to thy house; 
for thou shalt die, and not live. 

2 Then did he turn his face to 
tho wall, and prayed unto the 
Loud, saying, 

3 I beseech, thee, 0 Loud, re¬ 
member now that I have walked 
before thee in truth, and with an 
undivided heart, and have done 
what is good in thy eyes. And 
Ilezekinh wept aloud. 
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4 And itcnmo to pnss, be- 
fore Isaiah was gonu out iulo 
the middle court, that the word 
of the Loud came to him, say- 

5 Return, and say to Ifcze- 
kir.h the ruler of my people, 
Thus hath said the Loan, the 
God of David thy father, I hove 
heard thy prayer, I have seen 
thy tears; behold, I will honl 
thee : on the third day shnlt thou 
go up unto the house of the 
Loud. 

6 And T will add unto thy 
days fifteen years; nnd out of 
the hand of the king of Assyria 
will I deliver tlice and this city; 
and [will shield this city for my 
own sake, nnd for the sake of 
David my servant. 

7 And Isaiah said, Fetch n 
lump of tigs. And they fetched 
nnd laid it on the in Humiliation, 
and he recovered. 

8 And lie /.ekinh said unto 
Isaiah, Wlmt sign shall there be 
thut the Loiid will heal me, and 
that I shall go up into the house 
of the Loan on the third day? 

It And Isaiah said, This shall 
ho unto thee the sign from the 
Loud, I hat the Loud will do the 
thing that lie hath spoken : Shall 
the shadow go forward ten du- 
grecs, or go hack ten degrees ? 

10 And Ilezchiuh said, It is a 
light tiling for tho shadow to go 
forward ten degrees: no, hutlol 
the shadow return backward ten 
degrees. 

11 And Isaiah the prophet 
called unto (lie Loud ; and he 
caused l|ie shadow to return, by 
the degrees which the (sun) was 
gone down on the dial of Achaz, 
buck ward, ten degrees. 

12 And at that time sonl 
llerodach-haludaii, the son of 
Dahidan, the king of Babylon, 
letters and u present unto lleze- 
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kiah ; for he had heard that 
IJozckiah had been sick. 

13 And Ilezekiah listened un¬ 
to them, nnd showed them tho 
whole of his treasure-house, the 
silver, nnd the gold, and the 
spices, and tho precious oil, and 
the whole of his armour-house, 
nnd all that was found in his 
treasures: there was nothing 
that Ilezekiah showed them not, 
in his house und iu all his do¬ 
minion. 

14 Then cninc Isaiah the pro¬ 
phot unto king Hezckinh, und 
said unto him, What did theso 
men say? and whence did they 
come unto thee ? And Heze- 
kiah said, From a far oir country 
are they come, from Babylon. 

15 And he said, Whut did 
ihcy sec in thy house ? And 
Ilezekiah answered, All thut is 
in my house have they scon : 
there was nothing Lhnt I did not 
show them in my treasures. 

lb ^ Ai?d Isaiah suid unto 
Ilezekiah, Hear tho word of tho 
Loud, 

17 Behold, dnys oro coming, 
when all that is in thy house, 
and that which thy fathers have 
laid up iu store until this day, 
shall bo carried to Babylon : no¬ 
thing shall ho left, saith the 
Loud. 

18 And of thy sons that will 
issue from thee, whom thou will 
beget, shall they tukc ; aud they 
shall ho court-servants in tho 
palace of tho king of Bubylon. 

19 Then said Ilezekiah unto 
Isaiah, Good is (ho word of tho 
Loud which thou hast spoken. 
And he said, Is it not so, if there 
be peace and stability iu my 
days ? 

20 And the rest of tho acts of 
Ilo/.ckiah, and all h’is mighty 
deeds, and how ho made the 
pool, aud tho aqueduct, aud

brought the water into the city, 
behold, they arc written in the 
hook of the chronicles of the 
kings of Judah. 

21 And Hczekiah slept with 
bis fathers: and Mennssch his 
son became king in his stead. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

1 Twelve years old was 
Menasseh when he became king, 
and fifty and five years did he 
rci'cn in Jerusalem. And his 
mother’s name was Chcpzi-bah. 

2 And he did whiit is evil in 
the eyes of the Loan, after the 
abominable acts of the nations 
whom the Lord had driven out 
before the children of Israel. 

3 And he built up ngain the 
high-places which Hczekiah his 
father had destroyed: and he 
reared up altars for lla’al. and 
made a grove, as Achab the 
king of Israel had done; and 
he bowed down to all the host 
of heaven, and served them. 

4 And he built altars in the 
house of the Lord, of which the 
Loan had snid, In Jerusalem 
will I put my name. 

5 And he built altars for all 
the host of heaven in the two 
courts of the house of the Lord. 

6 And he caused his son to 
pass through the fire, and ob¬ 
served times, and used enchant¬ 
ments, and dealt with familiar 
spirits and wizards: he wrought 
much that is evil iu the eyes of 
the Lord, to provoko him to 
anger. 

7 And he set a hewn image 
of the Asherah that ho had made 
in the house, of which the Lord 
had said to David, and to Solo¬ 
mon his son, In this house, and 
in Jerusalem, whieh I have 
jhosen out of all tribes of Israel, 
will I put my name for evor: 

8 And I will not cause uny 
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'more the foot of Israel to move 
out oF the land which I gavo 
their fathers,* ODly if they will 
observe to act in accordance 
will) all that I have commanded 
them, and in accordance with 
all the law that my servant Mo¬ 
ses commanded them. 

1) But they hearaened not: 
and Menasseh seduced them to 
do what is evil more than (he 
nations whom the Lord had de¬ 
stroyed before the children of 
Israel. 

10 And the Bonn spoke by 
means of his servants the pro¬ 
phets, saying, 

11 Forasmuch ns Menasseh 
the king of Judah hath done 
these abominations, having done 
wickedly more than nil that the 
Emorites had done, who were 
before him, and hath induced 
Judah also to sin with his idols: 

12 Therefore thus hath said 
the Loan the God of [sruel, Be¬ 
hold, I will bring evil upon Je¬ 
rusalem and Judah, at which 
both the cars of every one that 
hcarelh it slinll tingle. 

And I will stretch over 
Jerusalem the measure-line of 
Saiuarin, and the plummet of 
the house of Achab: and 1 will 
wipe oil' Jerusalem as one wipetb 
off a dish, wipiug it, and turning 
it on its face. 

14 And I will forsake tho 
remnunt of my inheritance, and 
give them up into the hand of 
their enemies; and they shall 
become a prey and a spoil to all 
their enemies ; 

15 Forasmuch ns they have 
done what is evil in my eyes, 
and have been provoking me to 
anger, from the day that their 
lathers came forth out of Egypt, 
even until this day. 

16 And also innocent blood 
did Menasseh shed in very grea* 
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abundance, till lie had filled 
(therewith) Jerusalem from one 
end to another ; beside his sin 
wherewith he induced Judah to 
sin, to do wlml is evil in the 
eyes of the Loud. 

17 Now the rest of the acts 
of Mcnusscb, and all that he did, 
and his sin that ho committed, 
behold, they are written in the 
hook of the chronicles of the 
kin^s of Judah. 

18 And Mennssoh slept with 
his fathers, and was huriod in 
the garden of his own house, in 
the garden of ’Uz7.il: and Anion 
his son became king in his 
stead. 

It) ^ Twenty and two years 
old was A moil whon he became | 
king, and two years did ho reign 
in Jerusalem. And his mother's 
name was Meshullemeth, the 
daughter of Charuz of Yothah. 

20 And lie did what is evil in 
the eyes of the Loan, ns his fa¬ 
ther Mcnussch had done. 

21 And lie walked in nil the 
way that his father had walked 
in. and served the idols that his 
father had served, and bowed 
himself down to them; 

22 And he forsook the Loan 
the God of bis fathers, and 
walked not in the way of the 
Loud. 

2d And I ho servants of Anion 
conspired against him, and put 
the king to death in his owu 
house. 

2 I And the poople of the land 
sluw p all these that had conspired 
against king Amnu; and the 
po aple of the land made Josinh! 
[Yoahlyahu] h is son king in his 
stead. 

25 Now the rest of the acts of 
Ammi which he did, behold, 
they uro writ ton in tho book of 
the chronicles of the kings of 
Judah. 
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| 26 And they buried him in 

[his sepulchre in the garden of 
’Uzza: and Josiah his son be¬ 
came king in his stead. 

CHAPTER XXII, 

1 5T Eight years old vu Jo¬ 
siah when he became king, and 
thirty nnd one years did he 
roign in Jerusalem. And his 
mother’s name was Ycdidah, the 
daughter of’Adayah of Dozkftth. 

2 And he did what is right in 
the eyes of the Loud, and walked 
in all the way of David his fa¬ 
ther, and turned not aside to the 
right, or to the left. 

3 •[ And it came to pass in the 
eighteenth year of king Josiah, 
(that the king sent Shaphan the 
son of Azulyahu, the son of Me- 
shuHain, the scribe, to the house 
of the Loud, saying, 

4 Go up to Cliilkiyahu the 
high-priest, that he may collect 
up all the money which is 
brought into the house of tho 
Loan, which the door-keepers 
have gathered from the people: 

5 And let them deliver it into 
the hand of those who overlook 
the workmen, that liavo been 
appointed as overseers of tho 
house of the Loud ; and let them 
givo it to those who do tho 
work who are in tho house of 
tho Loud, to repair the breaches 
of the house; 

0 Unto tho carpenters, nnd 
the builders, and the masons, 
nnd to buy timber and hewn 
stones to repair the house. 

7 Nevertheless shall (hero bo 
no reckoning made with them 
for tho money that is delivered 
into their hand, because thoy 
deal faithfully. 

8 And Chilkiyahu tho liigh- 
pricst said unto Shnphnn the 
scribe, A book of tho law havo I 
found in tbo liouso of the Lord.

’Assahyah a servant of the 
king's, saying, 

13 Go ye, inquire of the Loan 
in niy behalf, and in behalf of 
the people, aud in behalf of nil 
Judah, concerning the words of 
this book that hath been found;

7 He was oppressed, and be 
was also tannled, yet bo opened 
not bis month; like I ho lamb | 
which is led to the slaughter,' 
and like a owe before her shear¬ 
ers is dumb; and bo opened not 
bis mouth. 

B Through oppression and 
through judicial punishment 
was he taken away; but bis 1 
generation—who could tell, (bat 
lie was cut away oul of the land 
of life, (that) for the innisgres-1 
■ions of my pooplu the plague' 
was laid on him ? 

U And bo let his grave be 
made with tho wicked, and with 


the (godless) rich at his death; 
although be had done no vio¬ 
lence, and there was no deceil 
in his mouth. 

10 But the Lord was pleased 
to crush him through disease; 
; when (now) his soul hath brought 
jtbo trespass-offering, then sluill 
;he see (his) seed, live many days, 
and the pleasure of the Loud 
6hall prosper in his band. 

11 (Freed) from the trouble 
of his soul shall he sec (tho good) 
and bo satisfied: through bis 
knowledge shall my righteous 
servant bring the many to right- 
jeousness, while he will bear their 
iniquities.

7 Yea, the stork iu the hea¬ 
vens knnweth her appointed 
limes; and the turtle, and the 
swallow, and the crane observe 
the time of their coming home; 
but my people know not the or¬ 
dinance of the Loiid. 

8 llow can ye say, We are 
wise, and the law of tho Loun 
is with us? Truly, behold in 
jvain wrought the pen, in vain 
the writers. 

1) Tho wise inen are ashamed, 
Lhey are discouraged mid caught r 
,lo, the word of the Loud huvo 
they rejected ; and what wisdom 
[have they (now) ? 

10 Therefore will I give their 
i wives uuto others, their fields to 
conquerors; for from the least 
even. unto lho greatest, overy 
one is seeking his own gain: 
from the prophet even unto thv 
priest ovory one practiseth false¬ 
hood. 

11 And thoy heal tho broach 
of tho daughter of my people 
very lightly, saying, Peace, 
peace: when there is no peace. 

12 Thoy should huvo been 
ashamed, becauso thoy had com¬ 
mitted abomination; hut thoy 
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neither felt the least shame, nor 
(lid they know how to blush: 
therefore shnll they fall among 
those that fall; at the time of 
their punishment shall they 
stumble, saith the Loan. 

13 ^ I will surely make an 
end of them, saith the LonD: 
(there shall be left) no grapes 
on the vine, and no figs on the 
fig-tree, and the leaf shall with¬ 
er; and the things that I have 
given them shall pass away from 
them. 

14 “ Why do we sit still ? as¬ 
semble yourselves, and let us 
enter into the fortified cities, 
and let us be silent there; for 
the Loud our God hath put us 
to silence, and given us poison- 
water to drink ; because we have 
sinned against the Lord. 

15 We hoped for peace, hut 
no happiness is here : for a time 
of cure, and hehold here is ter¬ 
ror.” 

16 From Han was heard the 
snorting of his horses; at the 
sound of the neighing of his 
war-stceds trembleth the whole 
land: and they are come, and 
devour the land, and all that 
filleth it: the city, and those 
that dwell therein. 

17 For, behold, I will send 
oot against you serpents, basi¬ 
lisks, for which there is no 
charm, and they shall hite you, 
saith the Lord. 

18 When I would cheer my¬ 
self up against sorrow, my heart 
within me is pained. 

19 Behold (I hear) the voice 
of the complaint of the daughter 
of my people (coming) out of a 
far-off land : “Is the Lord not 
in Zion ? is her king no more in 
her?” “ Why have they provoked 
me to anger with their graven 
images, and with the vanities of 
the stranger?” 


20 “ The harvest is past, the 
summer is ended, and we are not 
yet helped.” 

21 Because of the breach oi 
the daughter of my people am I 
broken : I am grieved ; astonish¬ 
ment hath taken fast bold on 
me. 

22 Js there no more balm in 
Gil’ad? or is nophysieinn there? 
why then is there not placed a 
plaster (on the wound of) the 
daughter of my people? 

23 ^ Oh that one would make 
my head water, and my eyes a 
fountain of tears, that I might 
weep day and night for the slain 
of the daughters of my people. 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 Oh that one would place me 
in the wilderness in a lodging- 
place of wayfaring men, that I 
might leave iny people, and go 
from them ! for all of them are 
adulterers, a band of traitors. 

2 And they bend their tongues, 
their bow of falsehood, and not 
for the truth are they valiant in 
the land; for from evil to evil 
do they proceed, and me they 
know not, saith the Lonn. 

3 Take ye heed every one 
of his neighbour, and on any 
brother place ye no reliance: foi 
every brother will surely sup¬ 
plant, and every neighbour will 
go about as a tale-bearer. 

4 And they will deceive every 
one his neighbour, and tho truth 
will they not speak: they have 
taught their tongue to speak 
falsehood, they weary themselvos 
to commit iniquity.

37 Thus shalt thou say to the 
prophet, What hath the Lone 
answered theo ? and, What hath 
the Loud spoken ? 

33 But if ye will say, “A 
message of the Loud,” then 
thus saith the Loud, Becauso 
ye say this word, “ A message 
of the Lonn,” and I have seut 
unto you, saying, Ye shall not 
say, “ A message of tho Loud 

39 Therefore, behold, I am 
hero, and I will tear you com¬ 
pletely away, and I will cast 
you off, nnd tho city that I have 
given to you and to your fathers, 
out of my presence ; 

40 And I will lay upon you 
an everlasting disgrace, and a 
pcrpcLual shame, which shall 
not be forgotten. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

1 % Tub Loud caused me to 
sco, and, behold, thero were two 
baskets of figs placed before the 
temple of the Loud, after No- 
buehadrozznr the king of Baby¬ 
lon had carried away into exile 
Yechonyuhu the son of Yelioya- 
kini the king of Judah, and the 
princes of Judah, with the 
carpenters and the locksmiths, 
from Jerusalem, and had brought 
them to Babylon. 

2 The one basket (had) very 
good figs, like tho figs that are 
first ripe: and tho other basket 
(hud) very had figs, which could 
not bo eaten, from being so 
bad. 

3 Thon said tho Lord unto 
me, What seest thou, Jeremiah? 
And I said, l ? igs : tho good figs, 
are very good; and tho had 
ones, are very had, which can¬ 
not bo ealon, from being so had. 

4 And tho word of tho Lotto 
came unto me, saying, 1 
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5 Thu9 hath said the Loan 
the God of Israel, Like these 
good figs, so will I acknowledge 
the exiles of Judah, whom I 
have sent away from this place 
into the land of the Chaldeans, 
for good. 

6 And I will set my eye upon 
them for good, and I will cause 
them to return again to this 
land; and I will build them up, 
nnd not pull them down ; and I 
will plant them, and not pluck 
them up. 

7 And I will give them a heart 
to know me, that I am the Lord : 
and they shall be unto me for a 
people, and I will be unto them 
for God; for they will return 
unto me with all their heart. 

8 And like the bad figs, 
which cannot he eaten, from 
being so bad, surely thus hath 
said the Lono, So will I render 
Zedekiah the king of Judah, and 
bis princes, and the residue of 
Jerusalem, that remain in this 
land, and those that dwell in 
the land of Egypt; 

9 And I will make them a 
horror because of (their) mis¬ 
haps unto all the kingdoms of 
the earth, a disgrace and a pro¬ 
verb, a byword and a curse, in 
all the places whither I will 
drive them. 

10 And I will send out against 
them the sword, the famine, and 
the pestilence, till they be de¬ 
stroyed from off the land that I 
had givcu unto Lbcrn and to their 
fathers. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

1 ^ The word that eamo to 
Jeremiah concerning all the 
people of Judah, in the fourth 
year of Ychoynkim the son of 
Josinh the king of Judah, which 
is the first year of Nobuehad- 
rezi.nr the king of Bahylou; 
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2 Which Jeremiah the pro¬ 
phet spoke concerning all the 
people of Judah, and to all the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, say¬ 
ing 

3 From the thirteenth year of 
Josiah the son of Amon the king 
of Judah, even until this day, 
that is now three and twenty 
years, the word of the Loud 
hath come unto me, and I have 
spoken unto you, rising early 
and speaking; but ye have not 
hearkened. 

4 And the Lonn hath sent un¬ 
to all his servants the prophets, 
making (them) rise early and 
sending (them); but ye have 
not hearkened, and have not in¬ 
clined your cur to hear. 

5 They said, 0 do turn away 
every one from his evil way, and 
from the wrongfulness of your 
doings; and ye shall remain in 
the land that the Lonn hath 
given unto you nnd to your fa¬ 
thers, for from eternity to etcr- 
nity; 

6 And go not after other gods 
to serve them, and to bow down 
to them, and provoke me not to 
anger with the works of your 
hands: and I will not injuro 
you. 

7 Yet have ye not hearkened 
unto me, saith the Lord : in 
order that ye might provoke me 
to anger with the works of your 
own hands to your own injury. 

8 Therefore thus hath said 
the Lord of hosts. Because ye 
have not hearkened to my 
words : 

9 Behold. I will send and take 
all the families of the north, saith 
the Lord, and to Nebuchadrez¬ 
zar the king of Babylon, my ser¬ 
vant, and I will bring them over 
this land, and over its inhabit¬ 
ants, and over all these nations 
round about, and I will utterly 
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destroy them, and make them an 
Astonishment, und a derision, 
and perpetual ruins. 

10 And I will banish from 
them the voice of gladness, and 
th o voice of joy, the voice of the 
bridegroom, und the voice of the 
hridc, the sound of the mill, and 
Lhe light of tho lamp. 

] i And this whulo land shall 
become a ruin and an (object of) 
usLouisluneni; and these nations 
shall serve the king of Babylon 
seventy years. 

12 And it shall come to pass, 
when seventy years are com¬ 
pleted, that 1 will visit on the 
king of Babylon, and on that 
nation, eailh the Loan, their 
iimpuly, and on the land of the 
Chaldeans, and will change it 
into perpetual desolations. 

13 And I will bring over that 
land all my words which 1 have 
spoken concerning it. all that is 
written in this book, which Jere¬ 
miah hath prophesied concerning 
all tho nations. 

]1 For when many nations 
and great kings shall have made 
them also serve: I will then re¬ 
compense them according to 
their deeds, and according to 
the work of their own hands. 

15 For Lhus hath said the 
Loud the God of Israel unto mo, 
Take Clio cup of the wine uf this 
fury out of my hand, and cause 
all tho nations to whom I send 
time to drink it. 

10 And they shall drink, and 
reel ahuul, and be iuad, because 
of tho sword that I will send 
among them. 

17 And 1 took tho cup out of 
the hand of the Loud, and caused 
to drink all the nations, unto 
Whom the Loan had sent me : 

IS Jerusalem, and tho cities 
of Judith, und its kings, and its 
princes, to make them a ruin, an 
67* 


astonishment, a derision, and a 
curse ; as it is this day ; 

19 Pharaoh the king of Egypt, 
and his servants, and his princes, 
and all his people; 

20 And all the confederated 
nations, and all the kings of tho 
land of ’Uz, and all the kings of 
the land of the Philistines, and 
Ashkelon, and Guzzali, and ’Ek- 
ron, und the remnant of Ash- 
dod; 

21 Edom, and Modb, and the 
children of ’Aintnon ; 

22 And nil the kings of Tyre, 
and all the kings of Zidon, und 
the kings of the isle which is 
beyond the sea; 

23 Dcdun, und Thenm, and 
Jhiz, and all those thut have 
their huir cut round ; 

2d And all the kings of Ara¬ 
bia, and all the kings of the con¬ 
federated nations thut dwell in 
tho wilderness; 

25 And all the kings of Zim- 
ri, and all tho kings of ’Elam, 
and all the kings of Media; 

2(i And all the kings of the 
north, that arc fur und that are 
near, one with unother, and all 
the kingdoms of the world, which 
are upon the face of tho earth ; 
and tho king of Shoshueb shall 
drink after them. 

27 And thou shult say unto 
them, Thus bath said the Loud 
of hosts, the God of Israel, Drink 
ye, and become drunken, and 
vomit, uud fall, and rise no more, 
heeause of tho sword, which I 
uni sending among you. 

28 And it shall he, if they re¬ 
fuse to lake the eup out of thy 
hand to drink, that thou shalt 
say unto them, Thus hath said 
the Loud of hosts, Ye must eor- 
tuinly drink; 

29 For lo, on the city which 
is called by my name ; I bogin to 
intlici evil, and ye will remain 
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utterly unpunished? Yc shall 
not remain unpunished; for a 
sword uiu I calling up over all 
the inhabitants of the earth, 
euilh the Loud of hosts. 

30 Rut thou, do thou pro¬ 
phesy concerning them all these 
words, and say unto them, The 
Lono will cry aloud from on 
high, and from his holy habita¬ 
tion will he send forth his voice; 
he will cry out very loudly over 
his habitation; the vintner's 
call, as they that tread out the 
grapes, will he lift up against 
all the inhabitants of the earth. 

31 A tumultuous noise cometh 
even to the ends of the earth ; 
for the Loan hath a controversy 
with the nations, lie holdcth 
judgment over all flesh: the 
wicked,—these he givelh up to 
the sword, saith the Lonn. 

32 *1 Thus hath said the Loan 
of hosts, Uchold, evil goclh forth 
from nation to nation, nnd a 
great storm-wind waketh up 
from the farthest ends of the 
earth. 

33 And the slain of the Lonn 
shall be on that day from one 
end of the earth even unto the 
other end of tho earth: they 
shall not be lamented, nor gath¬ 
ered up, nor buried ; they shall 
be as dung upon the surface of 
the ground. 

34 Wail, ye shepherds, and 
cry: and roll yourselves about 
(in the dust), ye leaders of tho 
flocks; for full are your days 
for you to be slaughtered, and I 
will scatter you ; and yo shall 
fall like a costly vessel. 

35 And lost shall be the place 
of refuge for the shepherds, and 
the escape for the leaders of the 
flocks to escape. 

3G There is the voice of the 
cry of anguish of the shepherds, 
and tho wailing of the leaders 
CIS 
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of the flocks ; f< <r the Lord hath 
devastated their pasture. 

37 And in silent desolation lie 
the pasture-lands of peace; be 
cause of the fierceness of the 
anger of the LonD. 

38 He hath forsaken his co¬ 
vert, like .the young lion ; for 
their land is become deso'ate, 
because of the fierceness of the 
wasting (sword), and because 
of the fierceness of his ang-er. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

1 In the beginning of the 
reign of Yehoyakim the sun of 
Josiah the king of Judah came 
this word from the Lord, say¬ 
ing, 

2 Thus hath said the Lonn, 
Place thyself in the court of the 
house of the Lonn, and speak 
against all of the cities of Judah, 
who come to prostrate them¬ 
selves in the house of the Lonn, 
all the words thnt I have com¬ 
ma nd cd thee to s pen k u n to 
them: omit not a word (there¬ 
of); 

3 Perhaps it be that they will 
hearken, and return every man 
from his evil way, that I may 
bethink me of the evil, which I 
purpose to do unto them, be¬ 
cause of the wrongfulncss of 
their doings. 

4 And thou shalt say unto 
them, Thus hath said the Lonn, 
If ye will not hearken unto inc, 
to walk in my law, which I have 
set hefore you, 

5 To hearken unto the words 
of my servants the prophets, 
whom I send unto you, yen, 
making them rise up early, and 
sending them, while ye have not 
hearkened: 

G Then will I render this 
house like Shiloh, and this city 
will I render a curse uuto nil the 
nations of the earth. 
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7 And the priests and the'that if ye put me to death, ye 

prophets and all the people heard! will surely place (the guilt of) 
Jeremiah speaking these words innocent blood upon yourselves, 
in the house of the Lord. land upon this city, and upc u its 

8 And it came to pass, when jinhabitants; for in truth hath 


Jeremiah had finished sneaking 
all ihat the Lord had command¬ 
ed (him) to speak unto all the 
people, that the priests and the 
prophets and u 11 the people 
seized on him, saying, Thou 
slmlt surely die. 

9 Why hast thou prophesied 
in the rtamo of the Loud, say¬ 
ing, Like Shiloh shall this house 
he. and this city shall be ruined, 
(left) without an inhabitant? 
And nil the people assembled 
themselves against Jeremiah in 
the house of the Lord. 

ID Rut when the princes of 
Judah heard these tilings, they 
came up from the king’s house 
unto the house of the Lord, and 
sat down at Ihe entrance of Lhc 
new gate of the Lord’s houso. 

11 Then said the priests and 
the prophots unto the princes 
and unto all the people, as fol¬ 
low'elh, This mail deserve ill the 
punishment of death ; for he 
hath prophesied against tins 
city, ns ye have heard with your 
own ears. 

12 Then said Jeremiah un¬ 
to all the priucos and uuto all 
the people, as fulloweth, The 
Lord Imth sent me to prophesy 
against this house and aguinst 
this city all Iho words tlmt ye 
have heard. 

LI Rut now amend your ways 
and your doings, and liourken 
to the voice of the Lord your 
God : and the Lord will bethink 
him of the ovil that he hath 
spoken against you. 

11 As lor mo, behold, lam in 
your hand : do with inc asscoiu- 
elh good and just in your eyes. 

16 Rut know yo l'or cortuiu, 


the Lord sent me unto you to 
speak in your curs all these 
; words. 

16 Then said the princes and 
all the people unto the priests 
and to the prophets, This man 
is not deserving the punishment 
of death ; for in the name of the 
Lord our God hath he spoken 
uuto us. 

17 And then rose up certain 
men of the ciders of the land, 
and said to all the assembly of 
the people, as followed), 

13 Alichah the Morashthite 
prophesied in tho days of Heze- 
kinh the king of Judah, and said 
to all the people of Judah, as 
folio well), Thus hath said the 
Loud of hosts, Zion shall be 
ploughed up like a field, and 
Jerusalem shull become heaps 
of ruins, and the mountain of 
the house, woody high-places. 

19 Did Hezekiali the king of 
Judah and all Judah attempt to 
put him to death? behold, he 
did fear the Lord, and besought 
The Loud, ami the Lord be¬ 
thought him of the ovil which 
he had spoken against them. 
And shall w r o bring a great 
wickedness on our souls? 

20 And there was also a man 
that prophesied in tho name of 
the Lord, Uriyah the sou of 
Sheuia’ynhu of Kiryuth-ye'urim, 
who prophesied against this city 
aud against this land iu accord¬ 
ance with all the words of Jere¬ 
miah ; 

21 And whon king Yohoyakim, 
with nil his mighty men, und all 
tho princes, heurd his words, the 
king sought to put him to death; 
but whon Uriyuhu heard it, he 
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wn? afraid, and fled, and arrived; 
in Egypt; 

22 Rut king Yehoyakim sent 
some men into Egypt, namely, 
ELnathan the son of ’Achbor, 
and some men with him into 
Egypt: 

23 And they fetched Uriyahu 
out of Egypt, and brought him 
unto king Yehoyakim, who slew 
him with the sword, and cast his 
dead body upon the graves of 
the common people. 

24 Rut the hand of Achikam 
the son of Shaphan was with 
Jeremiah, so as not to give him 
up into the hand of the people 
to put him to death. 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

1 In the beginning of the 
reign of Y'ehoyakiin the son of 
Josinh the king of Judah came 
this word unto Jererninh from 
the Loud, saying, 

2 Thus said the Loan to me, 
Make for thyself bands nndj 
yoke-bars, aud put them around 
thy neck, 

3 And send such to the king 
of Edom, and to the king' of" i 
Moiib, and to the king of the 
children of'Ammon, and to the ( 
king of Tyre, and to the king of 
Zidon, by means of the messen¬ 
gers who come to Jerusalem un¬ 
to Zedekiah the king of Judah; 

4 And thou shalt charge them 
unto thoir masters, saying, Thus 
hath said the Lord of hosts, the 
<iod of Israel, Thus shall ye say! 
unto your masters, 

5 It is I who have made the| 
earth, the men, and the beasts) 


the hand of Nebuchadnezzar the 
king of Babylon, my servant; 
and also the beasts of the field 
have I given him to ser*c him. 

7 And all nations shall serve 
him, and his son, and his son's 
son, until the time of his land ij 
also come in its turn: when 
many nations and great kings 
shall make it serve. 

6 And it shall come to pass, 
that the nation and the king¬ 
dom which will not serve him, 
Nebuchadnezzar the king of 13a- 
Ibylon, and thnt will not put its 
I neck in the yoke of the king of 
i Babylon,—even that nation will 
I punish with the sword, and 
with the famine, and with the 
pestilence, saith the Lord, until 
!l have made an end of them by 
his hand. 

9 But ye—do ye not hearken 
to your prophets, and to your 
diviners, and to your dreamers, 
and to your enchanters, and to 
your sorcerers, who speak unto 
you, saying, Ye shnll not serve 
the king of Babylon ; 

10 For falsehood do they pro¬ 
phesy unto you, in order to re¬ 
move you far from your land; 
[and that I might drive you out, 
and that ye might perish. 

11 But the nation that will 
bring its Deck into the yoke of 
the king of Babylon, nnd serve 
him,—that one will I then lot 
remain quietly in its own land, 
saith the Lord: nnd it shull till 
it, and dwell thorein. 

12 And unto Zedekiah the 
king of Judah did I speak in 
accordance with all these words, 


that are upon the face of the saying, Bring your neck into the 
earth, by my great power and;yoke of the kiug of Babylon, 
by my outstretched arm, aod I and servo him aud his people, 
have given it unto the ono who! that ye may live. 

Secineth proper in my eyos. 13 Why will yo die, thou and 

6 And now it is I who have thy people, by the sword, by the 
given all these countries into famiue, and by the jestileuoo, 
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ns the Lonn bath spoken con¬ 
cerning the nation that will not 
serve the king of Babylun ? 

14 And do ye not hearken 
unto the words of the prophets 
that say unto von, as followelli, 
Vo shall not serve the king of 
Babylon ; for a falsehood do 
they prophesy unto you. 

la For I have not sent them, 
pnilli the J>oitn, yet they pro¬ 
phesy in my name falsely : in 
order that I might drive you 
out, and that ye might perish, 
ye, and the prophets that pro¬ 
phecy unto you. 

Hi And unto the priests and 
unto alt this people did I speak, 
saying, Thus Imtli said the Loud, 
I)o not hearken to the words of 
your prophets that prophesy un¬ 
to you. saying, Behold, the ves¬ 
sels of the house of the Loan 
shul! he brought again from Ba¬ 
bylon now speedily ; for a false¬ 
hood do they prophesy unto you. 

17 Hearken not unto them; 
perve the king of Babylon, that 
ye may live : wherefore should 
this city become a ruin ? 

19 And if they bo prophets, 
and it' the word of the Loan be 
with them, let them now make 
intercession with the Loud of 
hosts, that tho vessels which are 
left in the house of (lie Loiid, 
and in the house of the king of 
Judah, and at Jerusalem, may 
not he carried to Babylon. 

% For thus hath said tho 
Loud of hosts of the pillars, and 
concerning the sea, and con corn¬ 
ing the bases, and concerning 
the residue of tho vessels that 
are left in this city, 

20 Wh ich Nebuchadnezzar tho 
king of Babylon did not take 
away, when ho carried away into 
exile Yeehonyah the son of Yo- 
hoyakim the king of Judah from 
Jerusalem to Babylon, with all 


tho nobles of Judah and Jeru¬ 
salem ; 

2L f (Yea) for thus hath stid 
the Lonn of hosts, the God of 
Israel, concerning tho vessels 
that are left in the house of the 
Loud, and in the house of the 
king of Judah and in Jerusa¬ 
lem, 

22 Unto Babylon shall they 
be carried, and there shall they 
remain until the day that I think 
of them, saith the Loud, when I 
will bring them up, and restore 
them to this place. 

CHAPTER XXVIII. 

1 And it came to pass in the 
same year, in the beginning of 
the reign of Zcdekiah the king 
of Judah, in the fourth year, in 
the fifth month, that there said 
unto me Chunanyah the son of 
‘Azzur the prophet, who was 
from Gib’on, in the house of the 
Loud, beforo the eyes of tho 
priests, and of all the people, ns 
lolloweth, 

2 Thus hath said tho Loan of 
hosts, the God of Israel, saying, 
I have broken the yoke of the 
king of Babylon ; 

3 Within yet two years’ time 
will I cause to ho brought hack 
unto this place all the vessels of 
tho house of the Loan, which 
Nebuchadnezzar the king of Ba- 
by Ion hath taken away from 
this place, and which ho hath 
carried to Babylon : 

4 And Yeehonyah the son of 
Yehoyukiin the king of Judah, 
and all the exiles of Judah that 
are gone to Babylon, will I cause 
to return to this place, saith the 
Lord ; for I will break the yoko 
of Lho king of Babylon. 

5 Then said Jeremiah the pro¬ 
phet unto Chananyah the pro¬ 
phet hoforc the eyesef the priests, 
and hoforo the oyos of all the 
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people that stood in the house 
of the Loud, 

6 Yea, then said Jeremiah the 
prophe*., Amen, may the Lord 
do so: may the Lord fulfil thy 
words which thou hast prophe¬ 
sied, to cause the vessels of the 
Lord’s house, and all that have 
been carried into exile, to be 
brought back from Babylon un¬ 
to this place. 

7 Nevertheless hear thou now 
this word which I speak before 
thy ears, and before the ears of 
all the people: 

8 The prophets that have been 
before me nnd before thee from 
olden times prophesied both con¬ 
cerning mony countries, arfd 
against great kingdoms, respect¬ 
ing war, and respecting evil, and 
respecting pestilence. 

9 The prophet who prophesi- 
eth of peace, when the word of 
the prophet doth come to puss, 
then shall the prophet be known, 
(as the one) whom the LonD hath 
Bent in truth. 

10 Then took Chananyah the 
prophet the yoke-bar from off 
the neck of Jeremiah the pro¬ 
phet, and broke it. 

11 And Chananyah said be¬ 
fore the eyes of all the people, ns 
followetli, Thus hath said the 
Loud, Even so will I break the 
yoke of Nebuchadnezzar the 
king of Babylon within two 
years’ time from the neck of all 
the nations. And Jeremiah the 
prophet went his way. 

12 Then cunic the word of 
the Lord unto Jeremiah, aftor 
Chananyah the prophet had 
broken the yoke-bar from off the 
neck of Jeremiah the prophet, 
saying, 

13 Go and say unto Chnnnn- 
yah ns followcth, Thus hath said 
the Lord, Yoke-bars of wood 
hast thou broken; but thou shall 


make in their stead yoke-bars of 
iron. 

14 For thus hath said theLonD 
of hosts, the God of Israel, A 
yoke of iron have I placed upon 
the neck of all these nations, 
that they tnay serve Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar tbc king of Babylon ; and 
they shall work for him: and 
also the beasts of the field have 
I given him. 

15 Then said Jeremiah the 
prophet unto Chananyah the pro¬ 
phet, Hear now, Chananyah, The 
Lord did not send thee: but 
tliou hast caused this people to 
trust on a falsehood. 

16 Therefore thus hath snid 
the Lord, Behold, I will seud 
thee away from off the face of 
the earth: this year shall thou 
die, because thou hast spoken 
rebellion against the Lord. 

17 So Chananyah the prophet 
died in that same year, in tho 
seventh month. 

CHAPTER XXIX. 

1 *[ And these arc the words 
of the letter which Jeremiah thu 
prophet sent from Jerusalem un¬ 
to the residue of the elders of the 
exiles, and to the priests, ami to 
the prophets, and to all the peo¬ 
ple whom Nebuchadnezzar had 
carried away into exile from Je¬ 
rusalem to Babylon ; 

2 (After king Ycchonyah and 
the queen-mother, and the court- 
officers, the princes of Judah 
and Jerusalem, and the carpen¬ 
ters, and the locksmiths, were 
depnrtcd from Jerusalem :) 

3 By the hand of Kl’assah the 
son of Shaphan, and Gcmnrvnh 
the son of Chilkiyah. (whom Zo- 
dekinh tho king of Judah sent 
unto Babylon to Nebuchadnezzar 
tho king of Babylon.) saying, 

4 Thus hath snid (lie Loud of 
hosts, the God of Israel, unto all 
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the exiles, whom I hnvc caused 
to be curried into exile from Je¬ 
rusalem unlo Babylon, 

it Build ye houses, and dwell 
therein ; plunt gardens, and eat 
their fruit; 

0 Take ye wives, and beget 
sons and daughters; and lake 
wives for your sons, and givo 
your daughters to husbands, that 
they may bear sons and daugh¬ 
ters: that ye may multiply there, 
and not be diminished. 

7 And seek the welfare of the 
city whither I have banished 
you, and pray in its behalf unto 
the houii: lor in its welfare shall 
ye (are well. 

8 •[ For thus hath said the 
Loud of hosts, the Got! of Is¬ 
rael, Let noL your prophets, that 
are in the midst of you, and your 
diviners, doeeivo you, anti do 
not hearken to your dreams 
which ye cause to be dreamt; 

l) For with falsehood do they 
prophesy unto you in my name: 
1 have not Bent them, suith the 
Loud. 

10 For thus hath said the 
Loud, Because only after the 
accomplish men t of seventy years 
for Babylon, will I visit you, and 
fulfil respecting you my good 
word, in causing you to return 
to this place. 

11 For 1 alone know the 
thoughts that I ontortnin re¬ 
specting you, suith tho Loud, 
thoughts of peace, and not of 
evil, to give you a (happy) future 
and liopu.

8 Behold, I have made thy 
face strong against their face, and 
thy forehead strong against their 
forehead. 

9 As an adamant harder than 
flint have I made thy forehead: 
thou shn.lt not fear them, nor 
shall thou be dismayed at their 
presence, though they be a re¬ 
bellions family.

19 But thou.—if thou hast 
warned the wicked, and lie turn 
not from his wickedness, nor 
from his wicked way : he shall 
indeed die in his iniquity; but 
thou hast surely delivered tby 
soul. 

20 «T Again, When a righteous 
man do turn from his righteous¬ 
ness, and do what is wrong: 
then will I lay a stumbling-block 
before him, (so that) be shall die; 
yet if thou hast not given him 
warning, he shall die in his sin, 
and his nets of righteousness 
which he hath done shall not be 
remembered ; but his blood will 
I require from thy hand. 

21 But if thou hast truly warn¬ 
ed him,—the righteous, that the 
righteous should not sin, and he 
doth not sin: he shall surely 
live, because he attended to the 
warning, and thou hast surely 
delivered thy own soul. 

22 *[ And the inspiration of 
the Loan came there over me: 
and he said unto mo, Arise, go 
forth into the valley, and there 
will I speak with thee.

CHAPTER IV.

2 And place around it nsiego, 
nnd build works of attack against 
it, and cast up n mound against 
it; and arrange around it en¬ 
campments, and place against it 
battering rums round about.

0 Hut thou take unto thoo 
wheat, nnd barley, and beans, 
and lentiles, nnd millet, and 
spelt, and put them in one ves¬ 
sel, and make thyself brend 
thereof, (after) tho number of 
tho duys that thou shalt lie upon 
thy side, three hundred and 
ninety days, slialt thou eat it.

23 The ships of Tlmrshish 
were thy canivuns in thy com¬ 
merce: anil thou wast made full, 
aud hecamcst very rich in the 
heart of the seas. 

20 Into great waters brought 
thee those that were thy rowers: 
tho cast wind hath broken thuu 
in the heart of the seas. 

27 Thy wealth, and thy ware¬ 
houses, thy commorce, thy mari¬ 
ners, and thy pilots, thy caulk¬ 
ers, and the co mine tors of thy 
commerce, and all thy men of 
war that were in thee, and in all 
thy assemblage which was in the 
midst of thee, fell into tho heart 
of the seas on the day of thy 
downfall.

M Thus hath said the Lonn, 
For three transgressions of Da¬ 
mascus, and for four, will I not 
turn nwav their punishment; bc-j 
cause tiny have tli reshed (tho in¬ 
habit mils of) Uil’udwith thresh¬ 
ing iiisJrumunls ol' iron; 

4 And 1 will send a tiro into 
the house of Clm/.nel, which shall 
devour tho palaces of Ben-ha- 
dad.

devour her palaces. 

11 Thus hath said the Loan. 
For three transgressions of 
Edom, and for four, will I not 
turn away tbeir punishment; be¬ 
cause he pursued with the sword 
his brother, and disregarded his 
mercy, and his anger tore in 
pieces continually, and be kept 
his wrath for ever; 

12 And I will send a fire 
against Thcman. which shall de¬ 
vour the palaces of Boztnh. 

13 Tlius hath said the Lonn. 
For three transgressions of the 
children of 'Ammon, and for 
four, will I not turn away their 
punishment : because they have, 
ripped up the pregnant women 
of Gil'nd, in order to enlarge 
their own territory : 

11 And I will kindle ft fire 
within the wnlls of Rahhah. 
which shall devour her palaces, 
with shouting on the day of bat¬ 
tle, with a storm on the day of 
the tempest; 

15 And their king shall go 
into exile, he and his princes to¬ 
gether, saith the Lord. 

CHAPTER IT. 

1 * This hath said the Lonn. 
For three transgressions of Mn- 
ab, and for four, will I not turn 
nwny their punishment: because 
he burnt the bones of the king 
of Edom into lime; 

2 And I will send a fire against 
Mo'ab. which shall devour the 
pnlnccs of Keriyoth : and Moah 
ehall die in tho tumult, in the 
shouting, nmidst tbe sound of the 
•« rncl; 

3 And I will cut off the judges 
from her midst, and all her 
princes will I slay, with him, 
saith the Lord. 

4 ^ Tims hath said the Lord, 
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For three transgressions of Jn 
dah, and for four, will I not 
turn away their punishment; 
because they have despised the 
law of the Lonn, and did not 
keep his statutes, and their ly¬ 
ing idols caused them to err, 
after which tbeir fathers had 
walked: 

5 And I will send out a fire 
against Judah, which shall de¬ 
vour the palaces of Jerusalem. 

fi Thu? hath said the Lonn, 
For three transgressions of Is¬ 
rael, and for four, will I not 
turn away, their .punishment; 
hccause they sold for silver the 
righteous, and the needy for a 
pa>r of shoes; 

7 That are eager after the 
dust of the earth on the head of 
the poor, and turn aside the way 
of the meek : and a man and his 
father will go in unto the same 
young woman, in order to pro¬ 
fane my holy name. 

8 And upon pledged garments 
they stretch themselves out by 
every altar, and the wine of the 
condemned do they drink in the 
house of their gods. 

9 Yet have I destroyed the 
Emnritc from before them, whose 
height wns like the height of 
cedars, and who was strong ns 
the oaks; but I destroyed his 
fruit from above, and his roots 
from beneath. 

10 And it wns I who have 
brought- you up from the laud 
of Egypt, and led you forty 
years through the wilderness, to 
take possession of the land of 
tbe Emorite. 

11 And I have raised up your 
sons for prophets, and of your 
young men for nnzarites: is it 
not even thus. 0 ye children of 
Israel? saith the Lord. 

12 But ye have given the 
nazarites wine to drink; and 
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concerning the prophets have ye 
oornmantled, saying, Ye shall 
not prophesy. 

13 Behold, I pross down (the 
ground) under you, as the wa¬ 
gon prosselh (it) down that is 
full of sheaves. 

11 And refuge shall vanish 
from the swift, and the strong 
shall not mnke use of his force, 
neither shall the mighty man 
escape with bis life. 

15 And tie that bandlcth the 
bow shall noL bo able to stand ; 
and he that is swift of foot shall 
not escape : neither shall ho that 
rideIh the horse escape with his 
life. 

16 And ho that is most 
courageous hearted among the 
mighty shall fleo away naked 
ou that day, suith the Loud. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 I, IIbar this word which 
the Loud hath spoken concern¬ 
ing you, 0 children of Israel, 
concerning the wholo family 
which I have brought up from 
the land of Egypt, saying, 

2 Only you have I loved out 
of all the families of the oarth : 
therefore will I visit upon you 
all your iniquities. 

3 Will two walk together, ox- 
cept they had agreed (to do so)? 

4 Will a lion roar iu the fo¬ 
rest, when ho hath no prey?

8 The lion hath roared, who 
will not fear? the Lord Eternal 
hath spoken, who will not pro¬ 
phesy ? 

9 Publish at the palaces in 
Ashdod, and at the palaces in 
the laud of Egypt, mid say, 
Assemble yourselves upon the 
mountains of Samuria, uiul be¬ 
hold the great confusions in her 
midst, and the oppressions (that 
arc) within her. 

10 For they know not how to 
act rightly, saith the Loud, who 
treasure up violence and robbery 
in their palaces. 

11 Therefore thus hath said 
the Lord Eternal, Tho adver¬ 
sary (is there) and surroundeth 
the land; and he shall bring 
down from thco thy strength, 
and thy palaces shall bo plun¬ 
dered. 

12 Thus hath said the Lono, 
As the shepherd suatchoth out 
of tho mouth of tho lion (at 
most) two log-bones, or a lip of 
the ear : so shall bo delivered 
tho children of Israel that sit in 
Samaria on the corner of a bed, 
and on Damascus couches. 

13 Hear ye, and give warning 
in tho houso of Jacob, saith the 
Lord Etornal, the God of hosts.

1 ^ IIkau this word, 0 ye 
tows of IJitslian, that are on the 
mount of Samaria, who oppress 
the poor, who crush the needy, 
who say to their lords, Bring, 
and let us drink. 

2 Sworn hath the Lord Eter¬ 
nal by his holiness, that, lo, days 
are coming over you, when ruen 
will carry you nway with hooks, 
and your posterity with fish¬ 
hooks. 

3 And through broaches in the 
wall shall ye go out, every one 
through that before her : und ye 
shall cast off your proud great¬ 
ness, snitli the Lonn. 

4 Go then to Beth-cl, and 
transgress ; to Gilgal, (and) 
multiply transgression; and 
bring in the morning vour sa¬ 
crifices, after three days your 
tithes: 

5 And burn of leaven a sacri¬ 
fice of thanksgiving, and pro¬ 
claim and publish free will-offer¬ 
ings: for so do you love (to do). 
0 ye children of Israel, saith the 
Lord Eternal. 

6 But, I also had indeed given 
you cleanness of teeth in all your 
eilics, and want of bread in all 
your places: and yet have ye 
not returned unto me, sailh the 
Lord. 

7 And I also had indeed with- 
it olden from you the rain, when 
it was yet three months to the 
harvest; and I enused it to rain 
upon one city, and upon another 
city I enused it not to rain ; one 
piece of land was rained upon, 
and another piece whereupon it 
rained not became dried up; 

8 And two or three cities wan¬ 
dered unto one city, lo drink 
water; but they were not satis¬ 
fied : and yet have yc not re¬ 
lumed unto me, saith the Lord. 

y I had smitten you with

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blasting and mildew; ibe mul¬ 
titude of your gardens aud youi 
vineyards and your fig-trees and 
your olive-trees did the cater¬ 
pillar devour: and yet have ye 
not returned unto me, saith the

10 I had sent out against you 
the pestilence after the manner 
of Egypt; I slew your young 
men with the sword, together 
with your captive horses: and I 
had caused the stemh of your 
camps to ascend even into vour 
nostrils: end yet have ye not re¬ 
turned unto me, saith the LonD. 

Ill had produced an over¬ 
throw among you, like the over¬ 
throw by God of Sodom and 
Gomorrah, and ye became like 
a firebrand snatched out of the 
burning: and yet have ye not re¬ 
turned unto me, saith the Loud. 

12 Therefore thus will I do 
unto thee, 0 Israel: because 
then I will do this unto tlieo, 
prepare to meet thy God, 0 Is¬ 
rael.

Lonn, the God of hosts, is bis 
name. 

CHAPTER V.

2 She is fallen, she will uc t 
rise again—the virgin of Israel: 
she is thrown down upou her 
land; there is uoue to raise her 
up. 

3 For thus hath said the 
Lord Eternal, The city that go- 
eth forth with a thousand shall 
rclniu but a hundred, aud she 
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that goeth forth with a. hundred 
shall retain but ten, (left) to the 
house of Israel. 

4 For thus hath said the 
Loan unto the bouse of Israel, 
Seek ye for me, and ye shall 
live; 

5 But sock not for Beth-el, 
nnd into Gilgnl enter not, and 
to Bei:r-sljeba' do not pass over ; 
for Gilgal shall surely go into 
exile, and Betb-cl shall become 
naught. 

6 Seek for the Lord, and ye 
shall )i ve: so that be eotne not 
suddenly like tiro over the house 
of Joseph, and it devour, nnd 
there be none to quench it in 
Dctli-el ; 

7 Ye who chnngo justice into 
wormwood, and east down right¬ 
eousness to the earth ! 

8 (But) lie inukoth the seven 
fltars and Orion, and chungeth 
into morning the shadow of 
death, and inakulh the day dark 
into night; lie it is that ealleth 
for the waters of the sen, nnd 
pourulh them out over the luce 
of the earth : The Loud is his 
name ; 

9 That eauselh wasting to pre¬ 
vail against the strong, so that 
wasting shall come against the 
fortress. 

10 They hate him that re- 
bukulh in the gate, and him 
that spenketh uprightly they ab¬ 
hor. 

11 Therefore forasmuch ns 
you tread down upon tho poor, 
and ye lake from him onerous 
contributions of corn : if ye have 
built houses of hewn 9lono, yu 
ahull not dwell in thorn; if ye 
have planted pleasant vineyards, 
ye shall not drink their wino.

19 As if u man were to flee 
from a lion, and a bear should 
meet him; and lie enter into 
the bouso, nnd loan his hand 
against the wall, and a serpent 
should bite him. 

20 Behold the day of the Lonn 
is (one of) darkness, and not of 
light; yea, it is obscure, and 
bath no brightness, 

21 I hale, I despise your feast- 
days, and I will not smelt (tho 
sacrifices) on your festive assom- 
blios. 

22 For though yo should of¬ 
fer mo burnt-offerings and your 
meat-offerings, I will not accept 
them in favour: and the pcaco- 
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offerings of your Tatted cattle' 
will I not look at. 

23 Remove thou from around 
me the noise of thy songs : and 
the playing of thy psalteries I 
will not hear. 

24 But let justice roll along 
like water, and righteousness 
like a mighty stream. 

25 Ilnvc ye offered unto me 
sacrifices and meat-offerings in 
the wilderness (during) forty 
years, 0 house of Israel ? 

26 Bear then the canopy of 
your chief idol, and the figure 
of your images, tho star of your 
god, which yo have made for 
yourselves. 

27 And I will cause yon to go 
into exile fur beyond Damascus, 
saith the Loan, The God of 
hosts is his name. 


CHAPTER VI.

CHAPTER 1. 

1 % And it came to pass in 
the days of Aehnshverosh [Ahn- 
Htieius], of the same Achushve- 
rosli who reigned, from India 
even unto Ethiopia, (over) a 
hundred and seven and twenty 
provinces, 

2 In (hose days, when this 
king Aehnshverosh was silling 
on Hie throne of his kingdom, 
which was in Shushnn the capi¬ 
tal, 

3 That, in the third yoar of 
his reign, he tun do a least unto 
all his princes and his servants, 
the army of Persia and Media, 
the ir.jhles and the princes of 
the provinces who were near 
him : 

I When he showed the riches 
and the glory of his kingdom, 
and (he brilliance (ami) the 
splendour of his greatness, dur¬ 
ing many days, a hundred and 
eighty days. 

it And when these days were 
completed, the king made unto 
all the people that were found in 
Shu.shan the capital, unto every 
one, from the great evon to the 
email, u feast of seven days, in 


the court of the garden of the 
king’s palace; 

6 (Where were) white, green, 
and blue (hangings), fastened 
with cords of line linen and pur¬ 
ple, on rollers of silver and pil¬ 
lars of tnurble ; couches uf gold 
and silver, upon n pavement of 
green, und white, and yellow, 
and black marble. 

7 And they gave them to drink 
in vessels of gold,—the vessels 
being diverse one from the other, 
—and the royal wine was in 
abundance, according to the 
ability of the king. 

8 And the drinking was, ac¬ 
cording to the (king’s) order, 
without compulsion ; for so had 
the king enjoined on all the 
officers of his house, to do ac¬ 
cording to the pleasure of every 
man. 

9 Also Vashti the queen 
made a Toast for the women, in 
the royal house which belonged 
to king Aclmshvorosh. 

10 On tho seventh day, when 
the hourt of tho king was merry 
with wine, ho commanded Me- 
hurnan, Bistha, Churboun, Ilig- 
tha, and Abugtha, Zetliar, and 
Carcass, tbe seven chamberlains 
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that served in the presence of Indies of Persia and Media, wh* 


king Achnshverosh, 

H To bring Vnshti the queen 
before the king (ornamented) 
with the royal crown, to show 
the people and the princes her 
beauty ; for she was handsomej 
in nppenrancc. i 

12 Hut queen Vasliti refused 
to come at the word of the king 
brought by the hand of the 
chamberlains ; and the king was 
very wroth, and his fury burnt 
in him. ! 

Id Then said the king to 
the wise men, who knew (the 
occurrences of) the times; fori 
so (caine) every affair of the 
king before all acquainted with; 
law and slate institutions; 

14 And those next unto him 
were Carshena, Shclhar, Adma- 
tha. Tharshish, Meress. M arson a, 
and Mcmuchan, the seven princes 
of Persia and Media, who could 
see (at all times) the king’s face, 
who sat in the first rank in the 
kingdom : 

15 What should according to 
law be done with queen Vaslili; 
because she had not fulfilled the 
order of king Achashvcrush by 
the hand of the chamberlains ? 

16 Then said Mcmuchan 
before the king and the princes, 
Ifot against the king alone hutli 
Vashti the queen done wrong, 
but also against all the princes, 
and ngainst nil the people that 
are in all the provinces of king 
Aehftshverosh. 

17 For the conduct of the 
queen will go abroad unto all 
the women, so that they will 
despise their husbands in their 
eyes, wheu it shall bo report¬ 
ed, King Aehashveroah ordered 
Vashti the queen to be brought 
into his presence, but she cnine 
not. 

16 And even this day will the 
10li8 


lmve heard of the conduct of the 
queen, say this unto nil the 
princes of the king: and there 
will arise too much contempt 
and qunrrel. 

19 If it please the king, let 
there go forth a royal order from 
him, and let it be written among 
the laws of the Persians and the 
Medes, that no one transgress it, 
That Vashti come no more be¬ 
fore king Achushvcrosh : and let 
the king give her royal dignity 
unto another that is better than 
she. 

20 And when the king's de- 
cree which he will make shall 
be published throughout all his 
kingdom, however great it is : all 
the wives will show respect to 
their husbands, unto every one, 
from the great even to the small. 

21 And the speech was pleas¬ 
ing in the eyes of the king and 
of the princes; and the king did 
according to flic speech of Me- 
muchnn. 

22 And he sent letters unto 
all the provinces of the king, 
unto every province according 
to its writing, and to every peo¬ 
ple according to its language, 
that every man should hear rule 
in his owu house, however he 
may speak according to the lan¬ 
guage of his people. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 *[ After these events, when 
the fury of king Achashvcrush 
was appeased, he remembered 
Vashti, and what she had done, 
and what had been decreed con¬ 
cerning her. 

2 Then said the king’s young 
men, his servants. Let there be 
sought for the king virgins 
handsome in appearance; 

3 And let the king appoint 
officers in all the provinces of 
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his kingdom, that they may ga¬ 
ther together all the young vir¬ 
gins, handsome in appearance, 
unto Shushnn the capital, into 
the house of the women, under 
the custody of JIeg£ the king’s 
chnmhcrhiin, the keeper of the 
women ; and let them give them 
their customary anointings; 

4 And let the maiden who may 
he pleasing in the eyes of the 
king become queen instead of 
Vnshti: and the speech was 
pleasing in the eyes of the king, 
and lie did so. 

o f There was a certain Jew 
in Shushnn the capital, whose 
name was Mordccui, the son of 
Yai'r, the sou of Shiin’i, the son 
of Kish, a Rcnjamitc; 

0 Who had been carried away 
into exile from Jerusalem with 
the exiles who had been oxiled 
with Ycelionyah, the king of 
Judah, whom Nebuchadnezzar 
the king of Babylon hud carried 
into exile. 

7 And ho had brought up 
Hadassuh, that is Esther, the 
daughter of his uncle; for she 
had neither father nor mother, 
and the maiden wns beautiful in 
form and handsome in nppenr- 
nnce; and when her father and 
mother were dead, Mordccui had 
taken her Lo himself as a daugh¬ 
ter. 

8 And it came to pass, when 
the king’s order and his decree 
were heard, and when many 
maidens were brought logcther 
unto Shushnn the capital, under 
the custody of Hcgni, that Es¬ 
ther also was brought unto tho 
king’s house, under the custody 
of llcgni, tho keeper of the wo¬ 
men. 

0 And the maiden was pleas¬ 
ing in his eyes, and she obtained 
favour before hi in ; und he made 
huato to give her her anointings, 
90 


with her presents, and the seven 
maidens, who were selected to 
be given her, out of the king’s 
house : nnd be preferred her and 
her maidens with the best things 
in the house of the women. 

10 Eslher told nothing of her 
people or of her descent; for 
Mordccai had charged her that 
she should not tell. 

11 And day l>y day did Mor- 
decai walk before the court of 
the house of women, to ascer¬ 
tain the well-being of Esther, 
nnd what would be done with 
her. 

12 And when the turn of every 
maiden wns conic to go in unto 
king Achashvcrosh, at the expi. 
ration (of the time) that she hod 
been treated according to the 
custom of the women, twelve 
months; for so were the days 
of their anointings accomplish¬ 
ed, six months with the oil of 
myrrh, and six months with 
sweet odours, and with other 
ointments of the women ; 

13 And thus came the maiden 
unto the king; (nnd) whatsoever 
she asked for was given her to 
go with her out of tho house of 
the women as far us the house 
of the king. 

1-1 In the evening she went, 
and in the morning she returned 
unto the second house of the 
women, to the custody of Sha- 
’ashgns, the king’s chamberlain, 
the keeper of the concubines: 
she used not to come again untc 
the king, except the king desired 
for her, and she was culled by 
name. 

15 And when tho turn of 
Esther, the daughter of Abicha- 
yil, the uncle of Mordccui, who 
had taken her to himself as a 
daughter, was come to go in 
unto the king, she required no¬ 
thing but what Ilegai the king's 
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ohamberlaln, the keeper of the 
women, said : and Esther ob¬ 
tained grace in the eyes of all 
those that beheld her. 

16 And Esther was taken unto 
king Achashverosh, unto his 
royal house, in the tenth month, 
which is the month Tebeth, in 
the seventh year of his reign. 

17 And the king loved Esther 
above nil the women, and she 
obtained grace and favour before 
him more than all the virgins; 
and he placed the royal crown 
upon her head, and made her 
queen instead of Vashti. 

18 And the king made a great 
feast unto all his princes and bis 
servants, the feast of Esther.: 
and he made a release of taxes, 
to the provinces, and gave pre¬ 
sents, according to the ability 
of the king. 

19 And when virgins were 
gnthered together the second 
time, then was Mordecai sitting 
in the king’s gate. 

20 (But) Esther had not yet 
told of her descent nor her peo¬ 
ple; os Mordecai had charged 
her; and Esther did (fulfil) the 
order of Mordecai, equally ns 
when sho was under his guar¬ 
dianship. 

21 ^1 In those days, while 
Mordecai was sitting in the 
king’s gate, Biglhun and Tlie- 


ten in the book of chronicle* 
before the king. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 After these events did 
king Achashverosh make great 
Hainan the son of Ilnminedntha 
the Agagite, and he advanced 
him; and he placed h>s scat 
above that of all the princes that 
were with him. 

2 And nil the king’s servants, 
that were in the king’s gate, 
bent the knee and prostrated 
themselves to Human: for so 
had the king commanded con¬ 
cerning him : but Mordecai bent 
not the knee nor prostrated him¬ 
self. 

3 Then said the king's ser¬ 
vants, who were in the king’s 
gate, unto Mordecai, ‘‘Why 
transgressest thou the king’s 
command ?” 

4 Now it came to pass, when 
they spoke unto him day by day, 
and lie hearkened not unto them, 
that they told it to llauian, to 
see whether the words of Mor¬ 
decai would be able to stand; 
for he had told them that he was 
a Jew. 

5 And when Hainan saw that 
Mordecai bent not the knee, nor 
prostralevl himself to him, Ha.- 
Snail became full of fury. 

6 But it appeared too eon- 
jtcmplible in his eyes to lay his 
•hand on Mordecai alone: for 


resh, two chamberlains of the 
king, of those who kept the door, 
became wroth, and sought to lay 
(their) hand on king Achash- 
vorosh. 

22 And tbo thing becnuio 
known to Mordecai, and he told 
it unto Esther the queen ; and 
Esther said it to the king in the 
name of Mordecai. 

23 And the thiug was inquir¬ 
ed into and found true; and 
they were both of thorn hanged 
on a gallows; and it was writ¬ 


itliey had told him of the people 
|of Mordecai: therefore Unman 
sought to destroy all the Jews 
that were throughout all the 
kingdom of Achashverosh, the 
,people of Mordecai. 

7 In the first month, that is 
the month Nissan, in the twelfth 
year of kiug Achashverosh, some

8 Then said Homan unto 
king Aehnalivorosh, “ There is 
ono people scattered yet separate 
Among the nations in all the 
provinces of thy kingdom : and 
their laws are different from those 
of every people; while they do 
not exeeulo the laws of tho king; 
and it is no prolit for the king 
to tolemtu them. 

9 If it be pieusing to tho king, 
lei (u docreo) be written to de¬ 
stroy them; and ten thousand 
talents of silver will I weigh out 
into tho hands of those that have 
tho charge of tho business, to 
bring (the same) into the king's 
treasu ries.” 

10 And tho king drew his 
eignet-ring from off his hand, 
and gave it unto Human tho son 
of Ilmumednlhu tho Agngile, the 
adversary of tho Jews. 

11 And the king said unto 
Hainan, "Tho silver is given to 
thee, that pooplo also, to do 
thorowilh as it seemelh good in 
thy eyes.” 

12 Then wore culled the king’s 
scribes in tho first inunth on the 
thirteenth day thereof, and therej 
was written all just us Human 
had commanded unto the king’s 
lieutenants, and to the governors j 
that were over every province, 
and to the princes of every peo¬ 
ple, to every province according 
to it? writing, and to ovory peo-, 
pie according to its language: 
in the name of king Achushve- 
rosli was it written, and it was 
Healed with tho king’s signet- 
ring. 

13 And tho letters wore sent 
by the runuers unto all the 
king's pruvincos, to destroy, to 
kill, and to exterminate all the 
Jews, from yuitng to old, little 
oiios and women, on one day, on 1 


the thirteenth day of the twelfth 
month, which is tho month Adar, 
and to plunder their property as 
spoil. 

14 A copy of the writing, to 
be given out as a law in ovory 
province, was published unto all 
the nations, that tlioy might be 
ready against that day. 

15 The runners went out with 
all 9peed with the king’s decree, 
and the law was given out in 
Shushnn the capital: and the 
king and Hainan sat down to 
drink ; but the city of Shushun 
was pcrploxed.

9 Then were called the king’s

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princes of the provinces who 
were from India unto Ethiopia,!

10 And he wrote in the name 
of king Achushverosh, and seal¬ 
ed it with the king’s signet- 
ring, and he sent letters through 
means of the swift messengers 
on horseback, and riders on 
mules, camels, and young dro¬ 
medaries : 

11 That the king had granted 
to the Jews who were in every 
city to gather themselves lo-_ 
gether, and to stand forward for 
their life, to destroy, to slny, 
and to exterminate all the mili¬ 
tary strength of the people nnd 
province that would assault 
them, boLh little ones and wo¬ 
men, and to plunder their pro¬ 
perty ns spoil, 

12 On one day in all the pro-j 
vinecs of king Aehnshvcrosh, on] 
the thirteenth day of the twelfth 
month, which is the month Adnr. 

13 A copy of the writing to 
bo given oui as a law in every 
province, was published unto all 
nntions,nnd that the Jews should 
be ready against that day to 
avenge themselves od their ene¬ 
mies. 

14 The swift messengers that! 
rode upon mules and camels 
went out, being hastened and' 
hurried forward with the coin-; 
mnml of the king: nnd the law, 
was given out at Shushan the 
capital. 

15 And Mordecai went out 
from tho presence of the king] 
in a royal apparel of blue nnd 
white, and with a great crown 
of gold, and with a cloak of line 
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linen and purple: nnd the city 
of Shushan was glad and joy¬ 
ful. 

16 For the Jews there wa: 
light, with joy and gladness, 
and honour. 

17 And in every province, 
and in every city, whitherso¬ 
ever the king’s command reach¬ 
ed with his law, there were joy 
and gladness for the Jews, en¬ 
tertainments and a feast-day : 
and many of the people of tho 
land became Jews : for the dread 
of the Jews had fallen upon 
them. 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 And in the twelfth month, 
that is, the month Adar, on the 
thirteenth day thereof, when the 
kind’s command with his law 
drew’ near to be put in execution, 
on the day that the enemies of 
the Jews had hoped to have 
power over them, which had 
been changed nevertheless, so 
that the Jews had power over 
those that haled them, 

2 The Jews assembled toge¬ 
ther in their cities, throughout all 
the provinces of king Achasli- 
verosh, to stretch out their hand 
against those that had sought 
their injury : and no man could 
keep standing before them; lor 
tho drend of them hnd fallen up¬ 
on all the nations. 

3 And all tho rulers of tho 
provinces, and the lieutenants, 
and the governors, and the su¬ 
perintendents of the afiuirs of 
the king, elevated the Jews: be¬ 
cause the dread of Mordecai had 
fallen upon them. 

4 For Mordecai wns great in 
the king's house, nnd his fa mo 
went throughout nil the pro¬ 
vinces; lor the man Mordecai 
became greater and grenter. 

5 And tho Jews smote ull their 
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enemies with the Btroko of ihe 
sword, and slaughter, and ex¬ 
termination ; nml they acted 
with those that hated them ac¬ 
cording to their pleusuro. 

6 And in Shushan tliecnpitul 
the Jews slew and exterminated 
live hundred men. 

7 And Purshandalhu, and 
Dulphoti, and Aspatba, 

8 And Pornthu, and Adalya, 
and Aridntlin, 

9 And Purmashthn, and Aris- 
sni, and Aridai, and Vnyzathn, 

10 The ten 6<ms of Hainan 
the son of Hnmmoduthn, the ad¬ 
versary of the Jews, did they 
slay ; hut to the spoil did they 
not stretch forth their hand. 

11 On that same day came 
the number of those that were 
slain in Slmshan the capital be¬ 
fore the king. 

12 Then said the king unto 
Esther the queen, “ In Shushun 
the capital have the Jews slain 
and exterminated five hundred 
men, and the ten sons of Hainan : 
what have they done in the rest 
of the king’s provinces? Now 
wlmt is thy petition ? and it 
shall he granted thee : and what 
is thy request farther? und it 
shall ho done." 

Id Then said Esther, “If it 
please the king, let it to-morrow 
also ho granted to the Jews who 
are in Shuslian to do according 
to the law of this day, and let 
the ten sons of Hainan he bang¬ 
ed on the gallows.” 

11 And the king ordered that 
it should be done so ; and the 
law was given out at Shusban ; 
and the ten sons of Human were 
hanged. 

15 And the Jews tluit were 
in Shuslinn assembled together 
also on the fourteenth day of the 
month Adur, and slow at Slid - 
shun three hundred men; but 


to the spoil they did not stretek 
forth their hand. 

16 And the remaining Jews 
that were in the king's provinces 
assembled together, and stood 
forward for their life, und pro¬ 
cured rest from their enemies, 
and slew of those that hated 
them seventy and five thousand; 
but to the spoil did they not 
stretch forth their hand, 

17 On the thirteenth day of 
the month Adar, and they rested 
on the fourteenth day thereof, 
and made it a day of entertain¬ 
ment and joy. 

18 lint the Jews that were at 
Shuslian assembled together on 
the thirteenth day thereof, and 
on the fourteenth thereof, and 
rested on the fifteenth thereof, 
and made it a day of entertain¬ 
ment and joy. 

19 Therefore do the Jews of 
the villages, that dwell in the 
unwnllcd towns, make the four¬ 
teenth day of tho month Adar as 
one of joy and entertainment, 
and u feast-day, and of sending 
portions one to another. 

20 And Mordecai wrote down 
these events; and he sent let¬ 
ters unto all the Jews that were 
in all the provinces of king 
Achushvcrosh, those nigh and 
those far nwuy. 

21 To take it on themselves 
as a duly, that they should cele¬ 
brate the fourteenth day of (lie 
month Adar, and the fifteenth 
day of the same in each ami 
every year, 

22 Like those days whereon 
tho Jews had rest from Ihoir 
enemies, and the month which 
was changed unto them from sor¬ 
row to joy, and from mourning 
into a least-day : to make them 
days of entertainment and joy, 
and of sending portions one to 
tho other, and gifts to the needy 
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23 And the Jews look upon 
themselves that which they had 
begun already to do, and that 
which Mordecai had written un¬ 
to them, 

24 Because Hainan the son of 
Hammedatha, the Agagite, the 
adversary of all the Jews, had 
devised against the Jews to ex¬ 
terminate them, nnd had cast the 
Pur, that is, the lot, to destroy 
them, and to exterminate them. 

25 But when (Esther) came 
before the king, he ordered by 
that letter that his wicked device, 
which he had devised against 
the Jews, should return upon his 
own head : and they hanged him 
and his sons on the gallows. 

26 Therefore did they call 
these dnys Purim, nftcr the name 
of the Pur: therefore, because 
of all the words of this letter, 
both for that which they had 
experienced thereby, and for that 
which hnd occurred unto them. 

27 The Jews confirmed it as a 
duty, and took upon themselves, 
and upon their seed, and upon 
all such as join themselves unto 
them, so that no one should fail 
therein, that they would ccle- 
brntc these two days according 
to their prescription, and at their 
Appointed time, in each and 
every year. 

28 And these days aro remem¬ 
bered and celebrated throughout 
each and every generation, every 
family, every province, and every 
city; and these days of Purim 
will not pass away from the 
midst of the Jews, nor will their 
momorial cease from their seed.

2 Darius deemed it proper, 
and he set over the kingdom one 
hundred and twenty lieutenants, 
who should be over all the king, 
doru; 

3 And over these, three pre¬ 
sidents, of whom Da niel was one r 
that these lieutenants should 
give accounts unto them, so that 
the king might sutler no da¬ 
mage. 

4 Then did this Daniel excel 
(ell) the presidents and lieute¬ 
nants, because a superior spirit 
was in him : and the king 
thought to appoint him over the 
whole kingdom. 

5 Then sought the presidents 
and lieutenants to find a pretext 
against Daniel on account of the 
management of the kingdom : 
but they were not able to lind 
any pretext or fault; forasmuch 
as he was faithful, and no kiud 
of error or fault was to ho found 
on him. 

6 Then said these men, “ We 
shall not find any pretext against 
this Daniel, except wo lind it 
agninsl him in the law of his 
God.” 
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7 Then came these presidents 
and lieutenants tumultuously to 
the king, and thus said they 
unto him, “ King Darius, live 
for ever! 

8 All the presidents of the 
kingdom, the superintendents, 
and the lieutenants, the coun¬ 
sellors, and the governors, have 
consulted together to establish a 
royal statute, and to make a firm 
prohibition, that whosoever will 
ask any thing by prayer of any 
God or man within thirty days, 
save of thee, 0 king! shall be 
cast into the den of lions.

4 The first was like a lion, and 
hid eagle’s wings: I looked till 
its wings were plucked out, nnd| 
it was lifted up from the earth, 
and was placed upon its feet us 
a man, and a human heart was 
given to it. 

5 And behold there was ano¬ 
ther, a second beast, like a boar, 
and on one side was it placed, 
with three ribs in its mouth be¬ 
tween its teeth: and thus they 
said unto it, “Arise, cat much 
flesh," 

6 After this I looked, and lo 
there was nnolher, like a leopard; 
and it had four wings of a bird 
on its back : the benst had also 
four heads; aud dominion was 
given unto it. 

7 After this I looked in the 
night visions, and behold thcro 
was a fourth beast, dreadful and 
terrible, and strong exceedingly ; 
and it had great iron teeth: it 
devourod and ground up, nndi 
what was left it stamped with its 
feet; and it was different from 
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nil the beasts that were before 
it; and it had ten horns. 

8 I looked carefully at the 
horns, and, behold, another lit¬ 
tle horn came up between thjm, 
and three of the first horns were 
plucked up by the roots before 
the same; and, behold, there 
were eyes like the eyes of man 
in this horn, with a mouth speak¬ 
ing presumptuous things. 

9 I was looking until chain 
were set down, and an Ancient 
of days seated himself, whose 
garment was white as snow, and 
the hair of whose head was like 
clean wool; bis. chair was like 
flames of fire, and his wheels 
like fire that burnt; 

10 A stream of fire issued and 
came forth from before him ;

they sat down to hold judgment

11 I looked then, because of 
the sound of the presumptuous 
words which the horn had spo¬ 
ken,—I looked till the beast was 
slain, and its body destroyed, 
and given over lo the burning 
lire. 

12 But concerning the rest of 
the beasts, they had their domi¬ 
nion taken away : yet a longer 
durntiou of life was given unto 
them uutil the time and period. 

13 I looked in the nightly 
visions, and, behold, with the 
clouds of heaven came one like a 
son of man, and ho attained as 
far as the Ancient of days, and 
they brought hiiu ueur before 
him. 

14 And there were given him 
dominion, and dignity, ami go¬ 
vernment, nnd all people, nn- 
i tions, and languages had to 
serve him: his dominion is an 
everlasting dominion, which 
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nhall not pase nway, and his 
kingdom ia one which ahull 
Dover l>o destroyed. 

15 51 My spirit was deeply 
Bhukon within me, Daniel, in 
the midst of its tenement, and 
the visions of my head troubled 
me.

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23 Thus said be, “The fourth 
beast (signified!) that) a fourth 
kingdom will be upon eurth, 
which is to he different from all 
kingdoms, aud will devour alt 
the earth, and will tread it dow n, 
and grind it up. 

24 And the ten horns out of 
this kingdom (signify) that ten 
kings will arise ; and another 
will rise after them, and he will 
he different from the first, and 
three kings will he bring low. 

25 And ho will speak words 
against the Most High, and the 
saints of the Most High will he 
oppress, and think to change the 
festivals and the law: unci they 
will he given up into his hand 
until u time and times and half 
a time. 

20 But they will sit down to 
hold judgment, nnd they will 
lake away hi? dominion, to de¬ 
stroy and to annihilate it unto 
the eml. 

27 And the kingdom and tho 
dominion, and the power over 
the kingdoms under the whole 
heaven, will be given to the 
people of the saints of the Must 
High, whoso kingdom isun ever¬ 
lasting kingdom, aud all govern¬ 
ments are to worship and obey 
him.” 

2y Thus far is the end of tho 
speech.

offerings unto the Lord, hurnt- 
offorings at morning and at 
evening. 

4 And they celebrated the 
feast of tabernacles, as it is writ¬ 
ten, and (offered) the daily hurnt- 
offerings hy number, according 
to the prescribed manner, the 
offering of every day on its day ; 

b And afterward the continual 
burnt-offering, and that for the 
ncw-moons, and for all the 
feasts of iho Loud that arc hal¬ 
lowed, and that of every one 
who willingly offered a freewill 
offering unto the Loan. 

6 From the firsL day of the 
seventh month began they to 
offor burnt-offerings unto the 
Lord: although the foundation 
of the temple of the Loud hud 
not yet been laid. 

7 Then did they give money 
unto the masons, and to the car¬ 
penters; and food, and drink, 
and oil, unto the Zidoiiians and 
Tyrians, to bring cedin'-trees 
from the Lebanon by sea to 
Joppa, according to the permis¬ 
sion of Cyrus the king of Persia 
for them. 

8 And in the second year 
of their coming unto the house 
of God at Jerusalem, in the se¬ 
cond month, did Zeruhbabcl the 
sou of Shciilthicl, and Joshua’ 
the son of Yozadak, and the re¬ 
mainder of their brclhron the 
priests and tho Levites, and all 
they tlmt were come out of the 
captivity unto Jerusalem make 
a beginning; and they appoint¬ 
ed the Lovitos, from twenty 
years old and upward, to su¬ 
perintend the work of the house 
uf the Lonn. 

9 Then stood forward Jeshua’ 
with his sons and his brothron, 
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Kadmicl and his sons, the sons 
of Judah, as one man, to super¬ 
intend the workmen in the house 
of God; (also) the sons of Cho- 
nadud, their eons and their bre¬ 
thren the Levites. 

10 And when the builders laid 
the foundation of the temple of 
the Loan, they placed the priests 
in their apparel with trumpets, 
and the Levites the sons of As- 
eaph with cymbals, to praise tho 
Loud, after the inanuer of David 
the king of Israel. 

11 And they sung responsively 
in praise and thanksgiving unto 
the Lord : because lie is good, 
for unto everlasting endureth 
his kindness toward Israel. And 
all the people shouted with a 
great shout, while praising the 
Lord ; because (lie foundation of 
the house of the Lord had been 
laid. 

12 But many of the priests 
ami Levites and chiefs of the 
divisions, the aged, who had 
seen I ho first house, when the 
foundation of this house was laid 
before their eyes, wept with n 
loud voice, while many, shouting 
for joy, raised aloud their voice: 

13 So that the people could 
not distinguish (he noise of the 
shout of joy from the noise of 
the weeping of the people; lor 
the people shouted with a loud 
shout, and the noise was heard 
over so fur off. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 Now when the adversa¬ 
ries of Judah and Benjamin 
hoard (hat tho children of the 
exile were building the temple 
unto tho Lord tho God of Is¬ 
rael : 

2 Then came they near to 
Zerubbnbcl, and to the chiefs of 
tho divisions, and said unto 
them, “ Let us build u ilh you 
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for like you will mo seek ymir 
God ; nnd unto him do we sncri- 
fieo since the days of Essar- 
chaddon the king of Assliur, 
who hath hroughtus up hither.” 

3 Rut Zcrubbubcl, and Joshua', 
and the rest of the chiefs of the 
divisions of Israel, said unto 
them, “It is not obligatory on 
you and on us to build a house 
unto our God; but we ourselves 
together must build unto the 
Loan the God of Israel, as king 
Cyrus the king of Persia hath 
commanded us.'’ 

4 Then did tho people of the 
land weaken the hands of the 
people of Judah, nnd frightened 
theui olT from building; 

ft And they hired against 
them counsellors, to frustrate 
their purpose, all the days of 
Cyrus the king of Porsla, and 
even until the reign of Darius 
the king of Persia. 

0 f And in the reign of Aclmsh- 
vorosli, in tho beginning of his 
reign, they wrote an accusation 
againeL tho inhabitants of Judah 
and Jerusalem. 

7 f And in Lhe days of Artn- 
xerxes [Artlmclishnslith] wrote 
Rishlam, Mitbredath, Tnboel, 
and the rest <if their companions, 
nuto Artuxerxos tho king of 
Persia: and tho writing of the 
letter was written in Aruinic, and 
interpreted in Aramie, 

8 •' Rechum tho counsellor 
nml Sliimsliai the scribe wrote a 
certain letter against Jerusalem 
to Artuxerxes the king, as fol- 
lowet h : 

It Then (wrote) Rechum (he 
counsellor, and Shimslmi the 
scribe, and tho rest of their 
companions, from Din, ami 
Apliarsatlmch, Tarpcl, Apharass, 
Erocli, Rahylon, Slmshan, De- 
hav. and 'Elain, 

lt> And tho rost of tho nations 


whom the great and honoured 
Assnnppcr had brought into ex¬ 
ile, nnd settled in the cities of Sa¬ 
maria, and the rest that are on 
this side the river, and so forth. 

11 •[ This is the copy of tho 
letter which they sent unto him, 
even unto king Arlaxerxes: 
“Thy servunts the men on this 
side the river, and so forth. 

12 II Re it made known untc 
the king, that the Jews who re¬ 
moved away from thee are come 
up to us unto Jerusalem : they are 
building the rebellious and the 
bad city, nnd urc completing the 
walls, and are joining together 
the foundations. 

13 Be it now known unto tho 
king, that, if this city be rebuilt, 
and the walls be completed, they 
will not give tux, tribute, and 
toll, and the royul revenues will 
sufler damage. 

14 Now because we oat tho 
salt of the pulaee, and it is not 
proper lor us to see tho king’s 
dishonour, therefore have wo 
sent and let the king know this: 

15 That search may bo made 
in the book of the memorable 
events of thy lathers, and thou 
will (ind in tho book of tho mo¬ 
rn ora bio events, and know that 
this eity is u rebellious city, and 
hurtful unto kings and pro¬ 
vinces, and that they have prac¬ 
tised sedition within tho same 
from tho most ancient time ; for 
which cause this city wus de¬ 
stroyed. 

It* Wo let tho king know that, 
if this city be rebuilt, and its 
walls bo completed, by this 
means thou wilt havo no moro 
any portion on this side of the 
river.” 

17 Then sent tho king n 
reply unto Rcchnm the counsel¬ 
lor, and to Shimshai the scribe, 
and to the rust of thoir oom- 
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paniong that dwell in Samaria, 
end unto the rent of those beyond 
the river, “ Peace, nnd so forth. 

18 The letter which vc have 
Bent unto ue hath been plainly 
reud before inc. 

19 And an order was given by 
me, nnd search was made, nnd 
it was found that this city from 
the most ancient time hath lifted 
itself up against kings, and that 
rebellion and sedition have been 
practised therein. 

20 And that mighty kings 
hove been over Jerusalem, who 
ruled over all the countries be¬ 
yond the river; and that tax, 
tribute, and toll was given uuLo 
them. 

21 Now give ye the order to 
stop these men, nnd this city 
shall not be built, until the order 
bo given from me. 

22 Take heed now that ye 
commit no error in this: that 
not any injury may grow (out 
of this) to the damage of the 
kings.” 

23 ^ Thereupon so soon ns 
the copy of king Artnxerxes’ 
letter was read before Reclaim, 
and Shimslmi the scribe, nnd 
their companions, the}' did go up 
in haste to Jerusalem unto the 
Jews, nnd slopped them by force 
and power. 

24 Then wns stopped the work 
of the house of God which is lit 
Jerusnlein, nnd it remained in¬ 
terrupted until the second year 
of the reign of Darius the king 
of Persia. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 Tiikn prophesied Chnggni 
the prophet, and Zcchnrinh the 
son of ’Iddo, tho prophets, unto 
the Jews that were in Judah 
nnd Jerusalem, in the name of 
the God of Israel, concerning 
them. 
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2 Then rose nn Zerubhnbel 
the son of Sheallhic), and Jo¬ 
shua’ the eon of Yo/adak. nnd 
began to build tho house of God 
which is in Jerusalem : and with 
them were the prophets of God 
helping them.

5 But the eye of their God 
wns upon the elders of the Jews, 
so that they did not stop them, 
till the matter came to Darius; 
and they then returned nn an¬ 
swer by letter concerning this. 

6 A copy of the letter which 
Thnthnni, the governor on this 
side of the river, and Shethnr- 
Boscnni, and his companions, 
the Aplinrsnchites, who were on 
this side of the river, sent unto 
king Darius. 

7 They sent a report unto him, 
and thus was it written therein: 
4 ‘ Unto king Darius be all peace. 

8 Be it known unto the king, 
that we went into the provinco 
of Judah, to the house of the 
great God, which they are build¬ 
ing with heavy stones, and lim¬ 
ber is laid iu the walls, nnd this 
work is urged with speed, and 
it prosperclh in their bands. 

9 Then asked we these elders, 
and after this manner said wo 
unto them, 1 Who hath givcu you 
the order to build this house, 
and to complete theso walls ?’ 

10 Also tbeir names did we 
ask of them, to let thee know 
them, that wo might write down 
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the names of ihe men that arc at 
their head. 

]1 •' And in thin manner did 
they return us answer, saying, 

1 We arc the servants of the God 
of heaven and earth, and we

burnt-offerings. 

7 In that night did God 
appear unto Solomon, and said 
unto him, “Ask what I shall 
give thee.” 

6 And Solomon said unto 
God, “ Thou hast shown unto 
David my father grent kindness, 
and hast made me king in his 
stead. 

9 Now, 0 Lord God, let thy 
word unto David liiv father be 
|verified; for thou hast made me 
king over a people as numerous 
as the dust of the earth. 

10 Give me now wisdom and 
knowledge, that I may go out 
and come in before this people; 
for who could (otherwise) judge 
this thy grent people?” 

11 And God said unto Solo* 
mon, “ Whereas this hath been 
in thy heart, and thou hast not 
asked riches, wealth, or honour, 
nor the life of thy enemies, and 
hast not even asked long life : 
but hast asked for thyself wis¬ 
dom and knowledge, that thou 
mnyest judge my people, over 
whom I have made thee king: 

12 (Therefore) are the wisdom 
and the knowledge granted unto 
thee ; and riches, and wealth, 
and honour, will I give thee, 
such ns no kings that have been 
beforo thee have had, und the

1 ;i Then came Solomon from

U If And Solomon brought 
together chariots and horsemen ; 
and he had a thousand and four 
hundred chariots, and twelve 
thousand horsemen, and he 
placed them in the chariot- 
cities, and with the king at Je¬ 
rusalem. 

lo And the king rendered the 
silver and gold at Jerusalem like 
stones, and codnr-lreos he ren¬ 
der d ns the sycamore-trees that 
are in the lowlands for nbun 
dance. 

10 And Soluinon had his 
horses brought out of Egypt: u 
company of the king’s mer¬ 
chants bought a quantity at n 
price. 

17 And they brought up, and 
fetched out of Egypt a chariot 
for six hundred shekels of sil¬ 
ver, and a horse for a hundred 
and (il ly ; and ho for all the kings 
of the lliltilcfl, and fur the kings 
of Syria, did they bring them 
out by their means. 

IH And Solomon ordered to 
build a house for the name of 
the Loun, and a house for his 
royal residence. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 And Solomon numbered se¬ 
venty thousand men to bear bur¬ 
dens, and eighty thousand stone- 
cutlers in the mountain, and as 
superintendents over them three 
thousand and six hundred. 

2 ^ And Sclumon sent to Chu- 
rnin the king of Tyre, snying, 
“As thou hast dealt with David 
inv father, and didst send him 
cedars to build hiui a house to 


dwell therein, (even so deal witL 
me). 

3 Behold, I am building a 
house to the natuo of the Loud 
my God, to sanctify it to him, to 
burn before him incense of 
spices, and for the continual 
rows of shew-hrend, and for the 
burnt-offerings at morning and 
evening, on the sabbaths, and 
on the ivew-moons, an<l on the 
staled festivals of the Loan out 
God : this being for over obliga¬ 
tory on Israel. 

4 And the house w'hich I am 
building is great ; for greater is 
our God than all tho gods. 

5 Rut who posse sseth the 
power to build him a house? for 
i he heavens and the heavens of 
heavens cannot contain him: 
and who am I liven, that I 
should build him a house, savo 
<>uly to burn incenae before 
him ? 

G And now send mo a skilful 
man to work in gold, and in sil¬ 
ver, and in copper, and in iron, 
and in purple, and crimson, and 
blue, and that understnmlcth 
hmv to engravo with the skilful 
men that are with mo in Judah 
and in Jerusalem, whom David 
my fii tlier hath provided. 

7 Send me also cedar-trees, 
lir-trees, and sandal-wood, from 
the Lebanon; for I know well 
that thy servants have the skill 
to cut tho ticca of Lebanon : 
nnd, behold, my servants sha'l 
be with thy servants, 

8 Even to prepare for mo tim¬ 
ber in abundance; for tho house 
which I am building is to be 
wonderfully great. 

9 And, behold, for the hewora 
that cut tho timber will 1 give 
unto thy servants twenty thou¬ 
sand eors of threshed wheat, and 
twenty thousand cars of barley, 
and liventy thousand bulbs of 
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wine, and twenty thousand baths 
or oil.'* 

10 Then answered Churuini 
the king of Tyre in writing, and| 
he sent it to Solomon, “Out ofj 
the love of the LonD for his peo¬ 
ple hnth he set thee as king over: 
them." 

11 And Churam said, “ BIcss-j 
ed be the Lord the God of Is-i 
rael, that hath made the heavens 
and the earth, who hath given 
to king David a wise son, en¬ 
dowed with intelligence and un¬ 
derstanding, who is to build a 
house unto the LonD, and a 
house for a royal resideneo. 

12 And now have I sent a 
skilful man, endowed with un¬ 
derstanding, namely, Churam-. 
Abi, 

13 The son of a woman from 
the daughters of Dan. while his 
father was a mau of Tyro, skil¬ 
ful to work in gold, and in sil¬ 
ver, in copper, in iron, in stone, 
and in wood, in purple, in hluc, 
and in fine linen, and iu crim¬ 
son ; also to execute nny man¬ 
ner of engraving, and to devise 
every kind of work of art which 
may bo given to him, together 
with thy skilful men, and the 
skilful men of my lord David 
thy father. 

14 And now the wheat, and 
the barley, tbo oil, and the wine, 
of which my lord hath spoken, 
let him send unto his servants: 

15 And we will truly cut down 
trees out of the Lebanon, as 
much as thou ninyest need ; and 
we will bring them to thee in 
floats by sea to Joppa; and thou 
shall carry them up to Jerusa¬ 
lem." 

10 If And Solomon numbered 
all the strnugc men that were in 
tho land of Israel, after the 
numbering wherewith David his 
father had numbered them ; uud 
HKti 


they were found to he one hun¬ 
dred and fifty thousand and 
three thousand and six hun¬ 
dred. 

17 And he made of them se¬ 
venty thousand bearers of bur¬ 
dens, and eighty thousand stone¬ 
cutters in the mountain, and 
three thousand and six hundred 
superintendents to set the peo¬ 
ple to work. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 And Solomon began to 
j build the house of the Loiid in 
Jerusalem on mount Moriah, 

I where he had appeared unto Da- 
I vid his father, on the place that 
! David bad prepared in the 
.threshing-floor of Oman the Je- 

bnsitc. 

2 And he began to build on 
the second day of the second 
month, in the fourth year of his 
reign. 

3 Now in this manner was the 
foundation laid of the house ol 
God (at its) building (by) Solo¬ 
mon : The length by cubits after 
the first measure was sixty cu¬ 
bits, and the breadth twenty cu¬ 
bits. 

4 And the porch that was iu 
the front of the length was ac¬ 
cording to the breadth of the 
house, twenty cubits, and the 
height was a hundred and twen¬ 
ty : and lie overlaid it within 
with pure gold. 

5 And the great house he 
ceiled with firwood, which he 
overlaid with pure gold, ami he 
wrought thereon palm-trees and 
chains. 

6 And he overlaid the house 
with costly stones lor ornament: 
and tho gold was gold of Pur- 
vayitn. 

7 And he covered the house, 
the beams, the sills, and its 
walls, and its doors, with guld . 
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nnrl he engraved cherubim on 
the walls. 

8 1; And- he made the most 
holy house, its length boing in 
front of the breadth of (he 
house, twenty cubits, and its 
breadth twenty cubits : and he 
covered it with line gold,(amount¬ 
ing) to six hundred talents. 

11 And the weight of the nails 
(amounted) to fifty shekels of 
gold. And the upper chambers 
he covered with gold. 

10 f And lie made in the 
most holy house two cherubim 
of sculpture work, and they 
overlaid thorn with gold. 

11 Ami regarding the wings 
of the cherubim, their length was 
twenty cubits; Iho wing of the 
one amounting to live cubits, 
reaching to the wall of the 
house; and tho other wing of 
five cubits, reaching to the wing 
of the other cherub. 

12 And the wing of the other 
cherub was fivs cub.Is, reaching 
to the wall of tho house; and 
the other wing of five cubits was 
joined closely to the wing of the 
other cherub. 

12 'I’lie wings of these cheru¬ 
bim (as they were) spread out 
were twenty cubits: and they 
were standing on their feet, and 
their faces were inward. 

11 1; And he made the vail of 
blue, and purple, and crimson, 
and line linen, and wrought 
thereon cherubim. 

If) r And bo made before tho 
bouse two pillars of thirty and 
live cubits in length, and the 
capital that was on tho top of 
cadi of them was five cubits. 

Mi And be mado chains in 
the debit*; and (others which) he 
placed on the top of the pillars; 
and he made a hundred pome¬ 
granates, and placed them on 
the chains. 


17 And he set up tho pillars 
in front of the temple, one on 
the right band, and the other on 
the left; and lie called the name 
of that on the right hand Ja- 
chin, and the name of that on 
the left Ilo'as. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 H k made also an altar of 
copper, twenty cubits being its 
length, and twenty cubits its 
breadth, and ten cubits its height.

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2 And the priests were col 
able to enter into the bouse of 
the Lord ; because the glory of 
the Lord had tilled the Lord’s 
house.

per altar which Solomon had 
made was not able to contain the 
burnt-offerings, nnd the meat¬ 
offerings, and the fat. 

8 And Solomon held the feast 
at that time seven days, and all 
'Israel with him, a very groat as- 
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Pcmbly, from the entrance of 
Chamaih unto the river of 
Egypt. 

9 And they held on the eighth 
dny n solemn assembly ; for the 
dedication of the altar they held 
bc von days, and tho feast seven 
days.

and throughout all the land of 
his dominion. 

7 All the people that were left 
of the HitLites, and the Einorites, 
»Dd the Perizzites, and the Hiv- 
ites, and the Jebusites, who were 
not of Israel, 

8 Out of their children, who 
were left after them in the land, 
whom the children of Israel had 
not destroyed—these did Solo¬ 
mon levy as tributary (labour¬ 
ers) until this day. 

9 Yet of the children of Israel 
did Solomon make no hondtnen 
for his work ; but they were men 
of war, and chiefs of his captains, 
and officers of his chariots and 
of his horsemen. 

10 And these were the chiefs 
of the superintendents whom 
king Solomon had, (even) two 
hundred and fifty, who ruled 
over lhe people. 

11 And the daughter of Pha¬ 
raoh did Solomon hriDg up out 
of the city of David unto the 
house thnt he had built for her; 
for be said, “No wife of mine 
shall dwell in a house of David 
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the king of Israel, because they 
are holy, because there came 
(once) unto them the ark of the 
Lord.” 

12 Then did Solomon offer 
burnt-offerings unto the Lord 
on the altar of the Loro, which 
he had built before the porch. 

13 Even according to what 
was the due of (every) day oa 
its day, offering according to 
the commandment of Moses, on 
the sabbaths, and on the new- 
moons, and on the stated festi¬ 
vals, three lime? in the year, on 
the feast of unleavened bread, 
nnd on the feast of weeks, and 
on the feast of tabernacles. 

14 And he stationed, accord¬ 
ing to the prescription of David 
his father, the divisions of the 
priests at their service, and the 
Levites at their stations, tu 
praise and minister next to the 
priests, in the requirement of 
every day on its day, and the 
gatekeepers in their divisions 
at every gate: for so was the 
charge of David the man of 
God. 

15 And they departed not 
from the charge of the king con¬ 
cerning the priests and Levites 
respecting every matter, and re¬ 
specting the treasuries. 

16 And (so) was all the work 
of Solomon successful from the 
dny of founding the house of 
the Lord, even until it was 
finished. (So) was perfected 
the house of the Lord. 

17 *| Then went Solomon to 
'Ezyon-gcher, and to Eloth, at 
the sea-shoro in the land of 
Edom. 

18 And Churam sent him by 
means of his servants ships, and

1. Gun. i. 2fl. “ Let uh make,” Ac. This phrase is employed here, as In 
Mluir places, to express the purpose of the Deity to etTect his will. 'J'his 
construction is called •• the plural of majesty.” 

2. lSen. il. 4. The word Lonn, when printed In smell capitals, stands for 
the tetragrammaton Yod, lie, Vav. lie. which should properly he given 
with Ktliiwl, which word is also occasionally used. When it is printed 
so, ■“ Lord,” it la the version for .Ulotiay. 

3. Hen. v. II. In the sacred writing. tlie change of persons from second 
to l tiiril. and from singular to plural, aud vice versa, is by no means a rare 
coiislruction : but as there is always some reason easily apparent for this 
change, II has been preserved for (lie most part in this version. 

4. Hen. v. 22. The term *■ walking with God” is used to express a right¬ 
eous course of life, as though the man of whom it is said, walked with 
and was accompanied by the presence of his Maker. So is it said of Noah, 
•• Noah walked with God,” In other places It is called walking in the pre¬ 
sence of God. as we read in the history of Abraham; - Walk before me 
and be purled.” So,on the other hand, to act wickedly is termed ” throw¬ 
ing God behind one's hack.” All these, and many others, are figurative 
phrases, used by the Hebrews to give n lively idea of wliut simple wordfl 
tail to express as Btrongly and beautifully. 

6. Gen. vi. 0. llapciited.” This expression, otherwise not applicable to 
the Deity, who Is no man that lie should repent is employed merely to 
convey to us. In human language, the action of God: for It Is man's cus¬ 
tom lo repent of what he has made, when he rinds himself compelled tc 
destroy it.

but includes the time beyond the period stated, “even then when.”—It is 
impossible in this work In go into various versions and opinions hazarded 
by commentators; but this much is certain, that Onkelos. tin- best trans¬ 
lator the Pentateuch had for a long while, and who is not yet excelled, 
would not have added ND^p ip if he had thought that it militated against 
the Jewish faith. The assumption that the sceptre was taken at a par¬ 
ticular period, wherefore Shiloh must have come then, is futile: since Ju¬ 
dah had no rule during the second temple, and with the blinding of Zede- 
kiah, in the year of the world 3402, prior to the common era aSO years, tbo 
kingdom or sceptre of David became extinct; wherefore the alleged fulfil¬ 
ment raine five hundred and eighty-six years too late.

14. Exodus ili. lfi, “ My memorial.” Tills means, say the commentators, 
that God lauglil Moses bow to pronounce the name of four letters, which 
Is read Adouay, and not as It Is w ritten. 

15. Exodus Ir. lti. Moses should give to Aaron Instruction how to speak, 
consequently he would be to him what God wus to Moses, instructor: and 
again, Aaron was to be tile uioulli of Moses, by telling the people what 
had been Intrusted to him, nod which he himself could not tell, on account 
of his difficulty of speech, 

111. Exodus vi. 3. Alien Ezra supplies here, “alone,” meaning^ some¬ 
times it was ns the Almighty, while at others as the Eternal, that God 
spoke to the |>atrlarclis. Jonathan says, “And by my name the I.ohd, 
through the evident appearance of my glory, (see Numb. xii. fi.) 1 became 
not known to them.” IVrhaps It may mean, however, that God made 
himself known to iho patriarchs as (he ltuler of all things, but not as the 
Merciful and sure liewardcrof all deeds: they might have recognised Him 
so from Ids bounties; but now tliis knowledge was beshnved on mankind 
rh a new source of hope and confidence.

Isaiah vll.H. ncSp d‘>eB not necessarily signify virgin, (which la 
the equivalent of liethulah,) but a young marriageable woman In general. 
(See also l*rov. xxx. 21.) 

32. Isabili viii. H. ’imnmnu-el was the child Hint was to shmv (lie early 
fullHm-nt uf th<> prophecy In chap, vii ; lienee Ills mime stands for the 
land of Judah, which, notwithstanding ibo danger predicted, should still 
ha delivered; as was done when Sennacherib's army fell before Jeru- 
Salem. 

Isaiah ix. 5. Ileinemann. Ilashi renders. *• And the Wonderful, coud - 
M‘llor. mighty (hid, the everlasting Father, hath called his name The prince 
of pence." Alien Ezra. however, alter whom I'bilippson. applies all the 
words as epithets of the prince. (Ilezekiuh.) ami translates. " And people 
call him. Wonder, counsellor, mighty one of God. perpetual father, prince 
of peace," The only difficulty in the verse Is the word *?tt which may as 
well Ini rendered with Alien Ezra k * powerful." asGod. as this word is found 
in the saiiin sense. In Exod. xv. 11, lo. Only the importance attached to 
Oils verse by controversialists has induced us to speak so much ofit, us it 
i-i-ldenlly alludes to a child burn already. JPJ hath been,” not jpj* 
“shall In* given." 

:t-l, Isaiah lil. 13. Ilashi explains *• my servanc." “ ilehold, At the end 
of days will my servant Jacob, the righteous among him, be prosperous.” 
l>r. I'iiilippsou heads this section. “The sufferings of Israel conduce to the 
happiness of (he nations;” and after reviewing the preceding prophecies, 
lie says. “ Hut if the prophet contrasts in chap. xlix. 7, in general terms, 
the despised state of Israel with their future greatness, he takes a deeper 
view of i In- subject in the speech now before us, (to the end of liii.,) as 1m 
declares the present degradation of Israel to be NKCKSSAHy/«i- the accomplish • 
on id of (fair mission ; because, the exaltation of this depressed, the glorious 
uprimng uf this despised jwnple tin'll prove so clear! g , so surprising!y to the 
other Indians the saving pmoer of the sole. (Sod. whom the Israelites adore, that 
theft will heroine, converted to this only Oxk. The prophet goes, therefore, a 
step further, in declaring the sufferings of Israel, in general terms, ag 
borne by Israel merely as the means of happiness for the nations, in order to 
bring these nut of their sinful idolatry, to the pure acknowledgment of God. 
’They are In come tile martyrs of the acknowledgment of the <)NK. and by 
their exaltal imi the mi lions will be directed with the strength of conviction 
to the sole and only God. This view of the prophet is truly sublime; lie 
stands hero on the summit of the whole history of thu world, since he 

tlius guises and pursues the universal tendency of all thu history of 

the families of man. The doubts, therefore, which the Jewish cun men tu¬ 
tors (lleduk and Almrhanel) have raised here, that this procedure would 
be opposed lo the justice of God, which musl allow every one lo bear the 
punishment of what he himself has committed, can only he applied to 
Individuals, while I he prophet hud In view the whole development of 
mankind. The prophet now expresses this idea In the following man¬ 
ner:—At (list lie speaks of the future greatness of Israel (lii. 13). which 
shall be as great as the Israelites are at present depressed (14). At this 
the tint Ions and kings will be astonished lo the utmost (If.), and they w ill 
call lo mind the entire state of degradation under which the Israelites 
have snlVeied, when seeing that It Ih precisely this people which have been 
redeemed and raised so high by the sole God (liii. 1-3). Hut they will 
thence acknowledge (hut Israel had to bear this hard fate solely for their 
(tlm nalIons') redemption out of their sinful state (4-0). so that Israel, 
through tlm patience which they exhibit notwithstanding all their sulfec- 
Ings, since they never departed from the only God. shall be placed on a yet 
higher eminence (7-lfl. Therefore will Israel be the more greatly exalted 
and rendered happy by God. ami the will of the Most High will be accom¬ 
plished through them (10-12)." This view is generally shared by the latst 
common tutors, and Is perfectly reconcilable to the whole context and the 
Separate expressions employed. 
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35. Isaiah 1 i- 21. “From the nations that bring. and the Tsrnelllef 
that are brought, will I take those again who are priests and Levites. but 
are now mingled up with the nations through compulsion, and they shall 
serve I before me.”—K ashi. 

36. Jerem. xxxi. 22. Kashi. “How long wilt thou hide thyself from nie, 
because thou art ashamed to return to me because of thy course? behold! 
a new thing is created on the earth, that the female goelh about after the 
man to ask him lo marry her.” Israel is represented us the n-Mlious 
wife, (iod as the husband; and when the time for the accomplishment ol 
the Lord’s promises conies, the faithless spouse will seek her readily for¬ 
giving. hut. ns it were, now absent husband. (See also Ilosea ii. y, 1H; iii. 
6.) Kashi explains the verse also in this manner. 

37. Jeretn. xxxiii. 21. It is evident that, as the prophet at the same time 
predicted the destruction of both kingdom and priesthood, he foretold the 
continuity only of descendants of David and Aaron, so that there shall at 
no time he wanting those w ho shall lineally be fit to act as their suervssors. 
(See also Isaiah lxvi. 21, and Ilosea iii. -I, 5. which fully confirm this con¬ 
struction.) To this day there are many who claim descent from David, 
and everywhere we meef with those whom common consent hallows as the 
sons of Aaron and Levi. 

38. Ilosea iii. 4. The prophet describes here exactly our present stale, 
as it has also been for ninny centuries—neither altar of (Iod nor idolatry, 
no consulting by the true priests nor byjdols: while we still adhere to the 
Lord notwithstanding our siu9. 

39. Zoch. xi. 13. After Johlson. Philippson comments, that thirty she¬ 
kels was the price of a slave slain by hii ox. (see Exod. xxi. 42:) I lie pro¬ 
phet demanded in the name of God the reward for his keeping the people, 
and they gave the mean sum of thirty pieces; this, ironically called - the 
precious price” at which the Divine care was vnlued. was to be cast care¬ 
lessly to the keeper of temple treasure, out of which the daily sacrifices 
were purchased. This may be viewed as an allegorical condemnation of 
the idea that sacrifices without piety can be in the least pleasing totlod. 
Kashi, after .Jonathan, conceives the thirty pieces to signify those who do 
the will of God : and would then render: “ And the Lord said to me. cast 
the same to the treasurer, (i. c. Ipy up these righteous and their good 
deeds, that they may be kept for the end of the seventy years of the Pnbv- 
lonian exile, in order that the temple may be built lor their sake: and 
what is the treasury?) the precious glory of my sanctuary, which 1 have 
etripped from them,” taking d 'np' ns “having deprived—of the glory.” 

40. Zeeh. xii. 10. The objective case is omitted id the original: “ whom 
they have pierced” cannot lie in apposition - to me,” because tbe next 
clause is, “they will lament for him.” not “me;” lienee it is clear (bat the 
objective, “every one,” must bo supplied, as has been done here. 

41 Zeeh. xiii. 7. “ Associated with me." Kashi, with the addition, “to 
keep my flocks.” i.e. the prince or chief who was to be a true shepherd, 
but has failed in bis duty. 

12. Psalm ii. 7. Israel is called “my first-born son,” in Exod. iv. 22; 
children unto the Loud.” in Dent. xiv. 1: hence, the king of Israel is 
preeminently, as representative of tbe people, called here, •• thou art my 
son.” 

43. Psalm il. 8. Abon Eecb. Lit. “kiss.” as the giving of a kiss was 
tonsidered a sign of appointing to royalty, as with Samuel to Saul. (1 Sain 
x. 1.) Kashi, “Arm yourselves with parity of heart.” Jonathan.'" Accept 
Instruction." Most commentators apply *■ lest he be angry.” to God. 

44. Ps. cx. 3. “The dew i.e. The dew, the emblem of blessing, which 
be had so long deserved, shall now come to him as the actual dew drops 
on the earth, so to say, ont of the bosom of the morning-dawn. This

in the general sense. not sacrificial, or servnul ol’Uod. So also, " you shall 
la* unto nm a kingdom of priests.’' (Kxod. xlx. 6) This precisely wa§ 
David, as he superin tended and organized the temple worship, without In- 
friiijiin^ on the oHlce of the Aaroiiille priesthood, in which a stranger, 
though king of Israel, could not mingle. 

4ii. Psalm cx. 0. “In the haste of pursuit the king will not stop to have 
the water brought, but drink it as lie finds it on his way.”—IlKiiXitriMKlt. 
Hut Philippaon. "Wherever lie goes tied provides him the brook In quench 
his thirst, and so to acquire a complete victory.” 

■17. Daniel lx. ‘24. “ Seal up ” Meaning, that prophecy and visions should 
be continued through the glorious fullilment. Jlushi conceives that the 
angel tells Danle] that after Hie return of Israel to Palestine there should 
be another destruction hv Titus, the captivity subsequent to which would 
be indicted to remove, through sufferings, the sins of Israel, alter which 
the promised glory should be fully accomplished. Ancient Jewish writers 
thought that the second temple stood 420 years, which, with the “0 years 
nl the I la by Ionian captivity, make 400. Hut the moderns suggest, and 
among ihem Iir. PhllippHon. that the temple stood 600 years, wherefore 
t lie number 400 lacks 1M) for their completion to the desti uclion by Titus. 
So a Iso m usl this chronology destroy the assumption that the prophecy enda 
with the vulgar era ; since there is no conceivable period from w hieh the 
7u weeks an* |u he coin puled to deduct them from iVIO years which elapsed 
from the permission of Cyrus to restore Jerusalem till then. l)r. I’hiiipp- 
son accordingly IhiakH the period terminates with tile down lull of An¬ 
tioch us. tint We cannot in (his note go over all his calculations. 

4^. Daniel lx. 2a. “Unto the anointed. 1 ' Dashl and other commentators 
refer lids to Cyrus, who after seven year-weeks ancl three years permitted 
Jerusalem to be built up. which afterward existed under all sorts of pres¬ 
sure from without, Persians, Creeks, and Homans. 

41). Daniel ix. 2I>. “ Anointed.” After Hash! Is this anointed Agrlppa 
the last nf tho Herod inn princes; Phllippson, however, Seleucus Philo- 
pator. w ho was poisoned by Autiochus, and who then usurped his govern¬ 
ment. 

ul). Daniel Ix. 20, “Devastations.” Hashl; explaining, “ Jerusalem shall 
experience a decree of desolation.” Fund, “and till (be end there it 
decreed war with desolation.” Phllippson, “and till the end there will 
var, misery, and wasIlngH.”
